The Library

of 500 square metres and has nearly 
seven kilometres of shelves, some two 
kilometres of which are still empty. All 
books are at eye-level and easily accessible. 
Some 150 reviews and periodicals, kept 
in easily-sliding drawers, are at the dis- 
posal of the public. 

In the reading-room of the old building 
places are allotted to research-workers, 
who can reserve here the volumes, manu- 
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scripts and documents they require for 
prolonged study. 

The library has issued a series of cata- 
logues listing some 300,000 volumes, and 
also a complete list of the authors whose 
works it contains. 

Besides the Municipal Library, there 
exists a People’s Library (Public L.), by far 
the most important of the country, pro- 
vided with a large reading room in its main 
building and in one of its eight branches, 
as also several children’s reading rooms. 

Both institutions (Municipal and Pub- 
lic Library) are placed under the same 
direction, and dispose of their own book- 
binding workshop.

The Library has 32 kilometres of shelves, 
housing 1,000,000 volumes, 350,000 prints 
and a collection of 80,000 coins. 


M. Victor Tourneur, its Chief Curator, 
is a Professor of Brussels University and 
President of the International Committee 
of Numismatics. 

Founded in 1837, by royal decree, as a 
national library for the new Belgian state 
of 1830, the Royal Library was formed 
from three older collections : the celebrated 
collection of Charles Van Hulthem of Ghent, 
bought in 1836 by the Belgian Government; 
the “Bibliothéque dite de Bourgogne”, 
acquired in 1838; and the Public Library 
of the City of Brussels, whose history was 
closely associated with the Burgundy 
library, and which was absorbed in 1843. 


Of these the “Bibliothéque dite de Bour- 
gogne” is the most celebrated. It was vir- 
tually created by Duke Philip the Good 
of Burgundy (1419—67) who, inheriting 
the private library of the Counts of Flan- 
ders, acquired by marriage by his ancestor 
Philip the Bold, enlarged and enriched it 
until, in the fifteenth century, it was fa- 
mous as the richest and largest collection 
in the world. When Maximilian of Austria, 
by his marriage with Mary of Burgundy, 
acquired the library, many of its treasures 
were sold. Philip II, in 1559, constituted 
it, with his private collection, the Royal 
Library. But in the troubled period follow- 
ing the Reformation it lost more of its 
precious manuscripts, and although, at the 
end of the sixteenth century, the Gover- 
nors-General, and later the Archduke Albert 
and his wife Isabel, did their best to restore 
the library, it was, in fact, virtually aban- 
doned. In 1731 it was partially destroyed 
by fire ,and in 1746 it suffered further losses 
when Marshal Saxe, conqueror of Brussels, 
carried off to France a number of valuable 
manuscripts from its secret store, only a 
few of which were eventually returned, In 
1754 Count Cobenzl, Minister in Brussels 
of the Empress Maria Theresa, recon- 
stituted the library, appointed a librarian 
and gave orders for an inventory to be 
compiled. In 1772, under his successor, 
Count Starhemberg, it was established by 
royal proclamation as the public library 
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of Brussels, under which title it continued 
until it became part of the Royal Library 
in 1837. 

The most important acquisition of the 
new library came from the collections of 
the Jesuits, whose Order was suppressed 
in 1772. During the French Revolution it 
was robbed of many manuscripts and books, 
but it was opened again to the public in 
1795. In 1803 it was handed over to the 
municipality of Brussels, and in 1815 the 
French Government restored part of the 
volumes removed by the revolutionaries. In 
1827 the manuscripts of the Bollandist 
Library were acquired. 

At the time of its amalgamation with 
the Royal Library, the Public Library con- 
sisted of about 100,000 volumes and 3,192 
manuscripts. The Van Hulthem Collection, 
amassed by Charles Van Hulthem, Curator 
of the University of Ghent, numbered 
64,000 books and manuscripts, including 
a notable collection dealing with the arts, 
sciences and history of Belgium and some 
rare incunabula, as well as the most com- 
plete collection of Plantins in existence and 
first editions of nearly all the books printed 
in the Low Countries. 

In the latter part of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. under Baron de Reiffenberg (and his 
assistant, P. Namur), Louis Alvin and 
Edouard Fétis, the Royal Library was 
considerably developed and reconstituted. 
During the Great War it suffered no mate- 
rial damage from the German occupation. 
Under its present Chief Curator, Victor Tour- 
neur, it has been completely reorganised.

Office. In that year the first Librarian was 
nominated, and since that date all Chief 
Librarians have been elected by the mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives for a 
term of six years, renewable on expiration. 

In 1844, when its first catalogue was 
published, the Library possessed some 
9,000 volumes, not including official publi- 
cations, Belgian and foreign. All these, and 
notably a number of incunabula and pre-

cious manuscripts, were destroyed by a fire 
which broke out in the Parliament House. 

In 1905 an agreement was concluded 
between the two Houses, and the Libraries 
of the Senate and of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties merged into the present Library of 
Parliament. 

The Library is open only to Deputies and 
Senators. Other persons may be admitted 
on the production of a special authorisation, 
issued only for one session. Books and 
documents may also be borrowed by non- 
members with the special permission of the 
Questors. 

The Catalogue at present consists of 
three volumes and seven supplements. 
A general catalogue is in course of prepara- 
tion. In addition the present Chief Libra- 
rian, M. Frédéric van Ermengen, who has 
been responsible for a complete reorganisa- 
tiun of services, has instituted a Parliamen- 
tary Documentation Service collating all 
juridical and legislative matter published 
in every country and supplemented by a 
monthly bulletin which has been appearing 
for several years. 

M. van Ermengen is a well-known author, 
who, under the name of Franz Hellens, has 
written a score or so of novels and critical 
works which have been translated into 
several languages. Born in Brussels, of 
Flemish parents, in 1881, he was educated 
at the Jesuit College of Ghent and at Ghent 
University, from which he graduated as a 
Doctor of Law. He soon forsook the Bar 
to enter the service of the Royal Library, 
from which he passed to the Library of 
Parliament. His best-known works are 
Les Hors-le- Vent (1909), Les Clartés latentes 
(1912), which gained him the prize of the 
Académie Picard, Noclurnal ge and 
the novels Bass-Bassina-Boulou (1921), 
Oeil-de-Dieu (1925), Le Naif (1926) and 
La Femme partagée (1929). He is also the 
author of several plays, and a contributor 
to reviews in Belgium, France and other 
countries.

The history of the library may be carried 
back a hundred years to the time when 
the Society of Jesus moved its School of 
Theology from Ghent to Louvain. In 1852, 
when the library was entirely rebuilt, it 
contained some 20,000 or 24,000 volumes. 
This number was soon increased by the 
addition of the Schools of Philosophy of 
Namur and Tournai, which were moved to 
Louvain in 1863. The library received on 
this occasion the fine collection of scientific 
reviews bequeathed by Count A. de Lim- 
minghe. Other collections were acquired, 
so that by 1900 the main hall could no lon- 
ger hold the accumulated volumes. In 1906, 
therefore, the area of the library was prac- 
tically doubled by the addition of fourteen 
large new bookcases, which were set up in 
the centre of the hall. Much of the beauty 
of the original setting had to be sacrificed 
for this purpose. Of late years various new 
wings have been added, each two storeys 
high. Here all freshly-acquired volumes 
were deposited until the beginning of 1937, 
when space once more became inadequate. 
It must be mentioned that the library is 
a private one, entirely dependent on its 
own resources, and the present crisis has 
made an up-to-date construction quite 
impossible. 

In 1928 the Faculty of Philosophy was 
removed to Louvain-Eegenhoven, taking 
with it its whole stock of philosophical and 
scientific works, that is to say more than 
20,000 volumes. The two faculties, however, 
are still united, and have retained their 
old title of the College of Philosophy and 
Theology. 


Since 1914 the Library has in some mea- 
sure fulfilled the part of a University library 
in the branches of knowledge which it 
embraces. Thus, while it possesses many 
rare books, its scope is by no means 
limited to the collection of works of biblio- 
gs merit. It embraces the whole 
ield of divinity and porn ag! and their 
ancillary subjects: theology, church his- 
tory, philology, archaeology, and so forth. 
Further, it sets out to provide exhaustive 
collections of past and present works on 
sciences, arts, and general subjects, irrespec- 
tive of the philosophical or national school 
to which they belong. Notwithstanding 
the many difficulties encountered, this 
programme has been adhered to and is 
coming every year nearer to realisation. 
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The library is espe- 
cially rich in works 
dealing with canon law, 
councils, bible studies, 
patristics, ancient and 
modern dogmatics, Pro- 
testant and Jansenist 
controversies, mediae- 
val preaching and litera- 
ture, ascetics and an- 
cient and modern mys- 
ticism. 

In 1853 the library 
contained some 24,000 
volumes, which, by the 
outbreak of war, had 
increased to 120,000. 
By 1937 it had reach- 
ed 215,000 volumes 
and if we include the 
Faculty of Philosophy 
at Eegenhoven we get 
the grand total of 
255,000 volumes, in- 
cluding some 30,000 pamphlets and 260 
incunabula. Among these latter we must 
not fail to mention the Improbatio Alco- 
rani of Riccoldo de Montecroce (Seville, 
1500) and several other Spanish incunabula 
of extreme rarity ; also two Unica. About 
750 reviews are received annually, and about 
the same number of historical, theological 
and other scientific non-periodical publica- 
tions. 

The College also possesses a fine collection 
of missiological works, started in 1922; 
some 12,000 volumes devoted to history, 
geography, travel, colonisation, religion 
and philosophy; a special philological 
collection of over 5,000 volumes, some 4,000 
volumes dealing with religious education, 
and a theological collection of 12,000 volu- 
mes for the special use of students. 

The library is open to the public every 
morning except during the vacations. Books 
may be borrowed, except for rare volumes 
or works in constant demand. 

Author- and Subject-catalogues have 
been issued since 1905, and chronological, 
biographical and topographical catalogues 
are under consideration. 

Mention must be made of some of the 
well-known Librarians who have been 
entrusted with the administration of the 
Library : Father Henry Rosa, twice Rector 
of the College (1843—50), who continued 
the building initiated by his prede- 
cessor, Father Beckx; Father Weemaes, 
a Flemish poet of some merit; Father A. 
de Backer, the well-known bibliographer ; 
Father Mélot, one of the foremost canonists 
of his time; the bibliophile Father J. B. 
Delen, and Father C. van Duerm, author 
of many historical works on conclaves. This 
last was succeeded by Father J. de Ghel- 
linck, who has filled the office since 1909. 
Father C. Martin, the present Administra- 
tor, succeeded Father C. Sevrain in 1936. 

Father de Ghellinck is the author of 
Nos bibliothéques, Organisation, utilisation, 
gestion et direction, published in 1919 and 
revised in 1931.

Founded, as the Library of Sofia High 
School, at the time when Bulgaria, having 
freed herself from Turkish rule, began 
her existence as an independent nation, 
the Library received its first volumes 
from the National Libraries in Sofia and 
Plovdiv and from the then closed Theo- 
logical Seminary near Tirnovo. For some 
years its property consisted only of a 
few hundred volumes and some 70 period- 
icals. In 1904, however, the High School 
received its charter as a University, and 
the Library increased in size and improved 
in organisation. 

After the War, with the addition of 
several new Faculties to the University, 
the acquisition of many new collections 
by purchase and legacy and, after 1925, 
the depositing by law of first copies of 
all publications issued in Bulgaria, ac- 
commodation could no longer be found 
for books or students. A modern building 
was therefore constructed at the cost of 
15,000,000 Leva, derived from the Brothers 
Evlogi and Hristo Georgiev Fund. This 
provides professors’ and students’ reading- 
rooms, reading-rooms for periodicals and 


dowment and the section of bibliogra- 
phical literature, and a catalogue-room. 

Alphabetical and systematic catalogues 
have been issued, the former in Cyrillic 
and Latin characters, the latter encyclo- 
paedic in form. 

The latest additions to the Library are 
a modern printing office and a new large 
reading-room for students. They are the 
work of M. K. Seisoff, Director of the 
Library since 1936. 

In order to facilitate the work of students, 
part of the scientific literature of the 
Library is allocated to the libraries of 
the various faculties and seminaries. Only 
subjects relative to the existing faculties 
(Theology, Philosophy, Sciences, Law, Me- 
dicine, Agriculture and Veterinary Medicine) 
are at present represented in the Library, 
which, incapacitated by lack of funds 
aggravated by the present economic crisis, is 
deficient in foreign technical matter and 
in literature of the arts. 

The Library contains a special depart- 
ment of Bulgarian and Russian books 
printed before 1880, of great importance 
to students of Slavonic literature and 
history.

Formed within the Charles University 
of Prague, the first record of the Library 
occurs in 1366, when the Emperor Charles 
IV, the University’s founder, bestowed 
on it 48 volumes. Its first catalogue 
appeared in 1370 and listed 204 volumes. 


In 1622, after the suppression of the 
Czech revolution, the Jesuit Library in 
Prague, which had been founded in 1560 
on the basis of the collection of the Oybynian 
Convent and had subsequently been en- 
dowed with the libraries of Pavel Pistorius 
and Sigmund Kapr, was amalgamated 
with the University Library. 

When, in 1638, the Faculties of Law 
and Medicine of the University were 
withdrawn from the control of the Jesuits, 
an independent library grew up, known 
as the Biblioteca Carolina Minor. In 1701 
this acquired the Count Josef Sternberg 
collection, and in 1749 4,000 duplicate 
volumes from the Vienna Court Library. 
By 1769 it was accessible to the public. 
This and the University Library proper 
were amalgamated in 1773, at the abolition 
of the Jesuit Order, and the new foundation 
took the title of Public and University 
Library, which title it retained until 
1935, when it became officially the National 
and University Library. 

The suppression of the Jesuits brought 
the Library over 100,000 books from 
dispossessed Jesuit colleges. A few years 
later it acquired a collection of 10,000 
volumes from the family of the Counts 
Kinsky, and subsequently, through the 
offices of the same family, the complete 
printed works of Mozart, the library of 
Professor Krombholz and 4,000 books from 
the private collection of the Emperor 
Ferdinand I. 


The proclamation, in 1918, of the in- 
dependent Czechoslovak Republic gave a

new impetus to the Library, and between 
1918 and 1936 it acquired, by purchase 
and legacy, 67 collections, of which the 
largest, the Lobkowicz library, numbered 
nearly 53,000 volumes. 


Since 1782 all Bohemian books and 
periodicals had been deposited with the 
Library, and most of those published 
in Slovakia and Moravia had been pur- 
chased. In 1935, however, the passing 
of a Copyright Act secured that the Library 
should acquire copies of all publications 
issued throughout the Czechoslovakian 
Republic. Apart from the collections already 
mentioned the Library possesses the re- 
cently-acquired Jan Kubelik collection, 
a Masaryk Section and a Library of Amer- 
ican Studies, and is especially rich in 
Bohemian, Slovakian and Moravian lite- 
rature. 


In 1919 the Czechoslovak Bibliograph- 
ical Institute was affiliated to the 
Library, and in 1929 the Clementinum 
was rebuilt to accommodate it. The Library 
is now under the jurisdiction of the 
Ministry of Education and National Cul- 
ture.

Founded at a time when the Czech 
movement for cultural and political in- 
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dependence was gathering force, and having 
as its first Director the nationalist poet, 
Antonin Sova, the Library has from its 
start been organised as an institution of 
national culture. It was an essential part 
of its programme to bring education 
within the reach of the masses, and to 
this end branch libraries have been estab- 
lished throughout the city, especially 
since 1922, when the suburban districts 
and the central city were united in the 
single municipal administration of Greater 
Prague. 

A new era in the development of the 
Municipal Library began in 1928, when, 
in order to commemorate the tenth anni- 
versary of the Czechoslovak Republic, 
the Prague Municipal Insurance Office 
presented to the city a new central library 
building, built to the designs of the ar- 
chitect, F. Roith, at a cost of 36,000,000 
Czechoslovak Crowns. The new building 
has, in addition to the lending library, 
newspaper and periodical reading-rooms, 
a students’ reading-room and reference 
library, a children’s reading-room, the 
Smetana Music Library (the largest in 
Central Europe, with a stock of 51,000 
volumes), an official law and engineering 
library, a library for the blind, two large 
lecture halls and a marionette theatre. 


The Central Library has now 50 branches 
throughout the city. Its yearly circulation 
of books is over 2,100,000 volumes. 

Dr. Jan Thon, member of the Library 
staff since 1910 and its Director since 
1920, was born in Goléuv Jenikov in 
1886 and in 1911 graduated from the 
Charles University, Prague, as Doctor of 
Philosophy. He is General Organiser of 
all the public libraries in Prague and also 
Lecturer in Librarianship at the Charles 
University and Editor of the Municipal 
Library Publications Series. He has pub- 
lished studies on Czechoslovak literary 
history and works of poetry and literary 
criticism.

The nucleus of this library is formed by 
the private library and archives of the late 
President of the Czechoslovak Republic, 
endowed by him to the nation not long 
before his resignation from the Presidency. 
In his dedicatory document President 
Masaryk said: 

“The desire that my personal library, 
archives and museum 
shall continue to func- 
tion as an independent 
unit and working nuc- 
leus in those fields in 
which I have myself 
laboured has led me to 
the decision to establish 
an endowment which 
would ensure the future 
existence and function- 
ing of these undertak- 
ings as an independent 
cultural institute. 

“The aim of the en- 
dowment is to create and 
preserve the Institute, 
in a special building erec- 
ted for this purpose, asa 
working; centre which 
would preserve and 
systematically complete 
the library and archives

The library consists of 340 sections, espe- 
cially rich in works on the social sciences, 
political economy, history, philosophy, lo- 
gic, psychology, ethics and religion. There 
is a Slavonic section, devoted to the various 
Slav peoples, and an exhaustive collection 
of World War literature. Several collections 
have been bought for the library, notably 
that of the Russian Academician Platonov, 
which includes some books and manuscripts 
of great historical value. There are three 
catalogues : an alphabetical list of authors, 
a subject catalogue and a list of acquisi- 
tions. 

The average yearly number of acquisi- 
tions in the years 1922—1936 was 7,000 
volumes. 300 periodicals are received an- 
nually. 

The archives consist of 200,000 units. 
Here we find the late President’s vast cor- 
respondence with prominent men of every 
country, as well as documents, dating back 
to the ‘eighties of the last century, relating 
to the cultural struggle of his nation and 
to its fight for independence from 1914— 
1918. These archives will long serve as a 
source of historical material. Furthermore, 
on their basis the late President’s works 
will be prepared for new publication, and 
in this way his ideas will live long to in- 
fluence the development of his own and 
of other nations.

The Library was Dr. Zdenek Tobolka 
founded in 1918, 
on the creation of the Parliament of the new 
Czechoslovak state. The establishment of the 
new Parliament necessitated the creation 
of a Parliamentary Library, while the dual 
legislation and administration in practice 
in some parts of the country consequent 
upon the union of Slovakia and Bohemia 
made a Central Administrative Library 
essential. The Library of the National As- 
sembly, therefore, fulfils both functions. 

To this end the Library collects legisla- 
tive and parliamentary literature of all 
countries, as well as works on politics, eco- 
nomics, statistics, modern history, socio- 
logy and public administration. 

The nucleus of the collection was the 
Library of the Administrative Board of 
Bohemia, which had belonged to the ancient 
Diet of the Bohemian Kingdom. This con- 
sisted of some 13,000 volumes dealing 
with political science, jurisprudence, 
legislation, public administration and local 
government. The Library also acquired 
some of the books of the Vienna State 
Libraries. 
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Building of the National Assembly, 


This material has now been listed in an 
alphabetical catalogue of authors, and has 
been indexed by subjects. The Library 
of the National Assembly was the first in 
the Czechoslovak Republic to issue a 
subject index of its contents. 

The Library serves both Houses, the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate, 
and is located in the former building. 
Besides the office and store-rooms there are 
two reading-rooms, one containing 280 re- 
views and the other some 500 newspapers. 
A smaller reference library (3,185 volumes), 
with a reading-room providing 130 news- 
papers, is in the Senate building. 

he following figures indicate the pro- 

ress of the Library : in 1921 it contained 

20,000 volumes ; in 1924, 44,000 ; in 1926, 
56,000, and in 1938 over 118,900. 

The stock of books is increased partly 
by purchase, partly by copyright deposits. 
Following the Government decrees issued 
on May 20, 1935, the Library is authorised 
to demand from publishing houses a copy 
of every publication issued or printed in 
the Republic. 

Since 1920 it has effected the internatio- 
nal exchange of official parliamentary and 
scientific publications, according to the 
conventions concluded at Brussels on 
March 15, 1886. In this way the Library 
exchanges publications with 54 foreign 
countries. It also issues two periodicals 
as part of the International Parliamentary 
Information Service. 

The Library may be used by the members 
and officials of the National Assembly and 
by officials of the Central Administrative 
Bureaux. Other persons may be admitted 
on proving their requirements can only be 
met at the Library. Only in urgent cases 
may books be borrowed. 

Dr. Zdenék Vaclav Tobolka, founder 
and Director since its inception of the 
Library, was born in Podébrady in 1874 
and graduated from the Charles University, 
Prague, as Doctor of Philosophy. From 1897 
to 1918 he was in the service of the Univer- 
sity Library. During this time he was 


active in politics, being 
a co-founder with Tho- 
mas Masaryk of the 
Czech People’s Party, 
a National Liberal 
Deputy in the Vienna 
Parliament from 1911 
to 1918 and in 1917 
and 1918 Vice-President 
of the Czech League 
of Deputies in Vienna. 
He has published histo- 
rical and bibliographical 
works, of which the

tute of historical research, the Bohemian 
State Archives have a threefold function: 
the collection, preservation and classifica- 
tion of records and documents of historical 
importance ; historical research in national 
and foreign archives and libraries ; and the 
publication of documents relative to the 
history of Bohemia. 

Research in foreign archives was initiated 
by Anthon Gindely, the first Director of 
the Archives and a well-known historian. 
Research was begun, in 1887, in the Vatican 
Archives and Libraries, and, under the 
second Director, F. Dvorsky, in national 
sources. Research in Britain was based on 
the documents relative to the revolution of 
1618—1620, and to the life of King Frede- 
rick of the Palatinate, collected and present- 
ed by S. R. Gardiner. 

Among the most important publications 
of the Archives are The Diets of Bohemia 
from 1526, Monumenta Vaticana res gestas 
Bohemicas illustrantia and Acla Sacrae

Congregationis de Propaganda Fide, a Czech 
contribution to historical research in the 
Vatican Archives. The acts and papers 
collected by the Archives also form the 
basis of Epistulae et Acta Nuntiorum Apos- 
tolicorum apud Imperatorem 1592—1628, 
published by the Czechoslovak Historical 
Institute in Rome. 

Collections of major importance are the 
Archives of the Royal Crown of Bohemia, 
containing about 3,000 charters, privileges, 
state papers and treaties of the ancient 
Kingdom of Bohemia; the registers of 
landed property, which provide the primary 
source of information on economic and fi- 
nancial conditions in 17th, 18th and 19th cen- 
tury Bohemia; some 45,000 books, of the 
15th to the 19th century, from the Bohe- 
mian manors ; the documents of the Bohe- 
mian estates, and the copies of historical 
documents collected by the Archives. 

The new building, completed in 1933, 
is the most modern of its kind in Central 
Europe.

Second only to the Royal Library in size 
and importance, the State Library of 
Aarhus contains some of the finest and 
most varied collections in the kingdom. 
It combines the functions of public and 
university library, and since 1916 has hous- 
ed, in a special building, the State collec- 
tion of newspapers. 
Since its establishment at the beginning 
of the century the Library has acquired 
the collection of A. Regenburg, comprising 
22,000 volumes on the history of Schleswig- 
Holstein ; that of C. F. Wegener, containing 
23,000 volumes on literary history and 
yhilology ; the collections of Provost J. 
Jahls and Bishop F. Nielsen, which toge- 
ther comprise over 20,000 volumes on 
church history and foreign missions ; the 
Philipsen literary collection, which contains 
the complete works of the poet Blicher ; 
the Rasmussen collection of Danish musi- 
cians and artists, and another music collec- 
tion presented by W. Hansens; and the 
library of the Jutland Medical Society. 
Of these the Regenburg collection is of 
particular interest, both in the study of 
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the history, customs, folklore and dialects 
of Schleswig and in its collection of political 
books and pamphlets on that controversial 
province.

The Royal Library was founded by King 
Frederick III, its nucleus being the libraries 
of Joachim Gersdorff, Laurids Ulfeldt and 
Peder Scavenius, acquired by the King 
from 1661 to 1664 ; libraries rich in foreign, 
and especially in Romance _ literature. 
Later the King acquired from Bishop Sveins- 
son a small but priceless collection of old 
Icelandic vellum manuscripts, including 
the Elder and Younger Edda and the Flatoe 
Book, and succeeded in buying, from Kep- 
ler’s son, the original handwritten obser- 
vations of Tycho Brahe, which form the 
basis of modern astronomy. He planned 
a building for his library, but died before 
its completion. At the time of his death, 
in 1670, the Library contained about 
20,000 volumes. 

During the reign of his successor, Chris- 
tian V, the Library received copies of all 
books printed in the Kingdom, and acquired 
such rich collections as those of the two 
well-known savants, Esaias Pufendorff 
and Christian Reitzer. By 1730, the end 
of Frederick IV’s reign, it contained 40,000 
volumes. The reign of Christian VI (1730— 
1746) saw the acquisition of several very 
precious collections of manuscripts and 
incunabula, among them the _ splendid 
Greek, Latin and Germanic manuscripts 
of Count Christian Danneskjold-Samsée. 
The growth of the Library was in no little 
measure due to the activities of the Libra- 
rian, Hans Gram, who left it, at his death, 
with 70,000 volumes. In 1749 it gained 
immensely by the incorporation of the 
Gottorp Library, notable for its collections 
from the mediaeval libraries of the religious 
foundations of Cismar, Bordesholm and 
Légumkloster. Some years later it acquired 
150 Oriental manuscripts purchased during 
an expedition of Carsten Niebuhr to 
Arabia. 

The Library, however, made its greatest 
progress during the reign of Christian VII 
(1766—1808), when many rich private 
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Danish libraries were absorbed: notably 
those of Count Otto Thott, numbering 
some 4,000 manuscripts and over 6,000 
volumes printed before 1530, and of Count 
L. Holstein-Ledreborg, containing a 
collection of Luther prints and Reforma- 
tion literature totalling 2,000 volumes. 
By the end of the century the Library con- 
tained about 250,000 volumes and ranked 
among the first libraries of Europe. 

The Library was opened to the public 
in 1793, and in 1849 became a State insti- 
tution. During the nineteenth century it 
began to confine itself to the humanities, 
leaving the University Library of Copen- 
hagen to collect works of science. This 
principle was finally established by a 
decree of 1927. 

Among the principal nineteenth and 
twentieth century acquisitions are the 150 
Pali, Sanskrit and Cingalese manuscripts 
presented by Rasmus Rask; Professor 
Svend Grundwig’s collections of Danish 
folklore and folk music; the Collin collec- 
tion of manuscripts and letters, which 
include literary papers of Hans Andersen 
and Ibsen; the Ledreborg historical col- 
lection; the letters of George Brandes; 
and the Semitic library of the Chief Rabbi. 
David Simonsen. The Library receives by 
law a copy of every publication issued in 
Denmark.

The Collection of Maps, Prints and Draw- 
ings contains about 800 atlases and 85,000 
loose sheets, many of them transferred 
from the National Museum, the Hydro- 
graphic Office and other state institutions 
and others deposited according to the 
copyright decree. 

The Music Department contains about 
23,000 items of printed and manuscript 
musical literature. 

The Oriental Department comprises some 
20,000 books and 2,000 manuscripts. 

The Collectio Runolcgica Wimmeriana com- 
prises the papier-maché casts of Danish runic 
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stones made by order of 
Professor Wimmer, the 
original sketches for 
his great work, Danish 
Runic Stones, and his 
correspondence, as well 
as 565 books and papers 
on runiology. 

The Collectionof Films 
and Phonographic Re- 
cords contains films of 
historical interest and 
records of the voices of 
eminent people. 

The Permanent Ex- 
hibition of Manuscripts, 
Printed Books and Bin- 
dings contains some of 
the greatest rarities of 
the Library. 

The Photographic Stu- 
dio will take photogra- 
phic and _ photostatic 
copies of books, manus- : 
cripts or pictures from the Royal Library, 
or from other libraries. 

The Reading Room accommodates 100 
persons, and provides 400 periodicals and 
a reference library of 7,000 volumes. 

Dr. Carl S. Petersen, a member of the 
Library’s staff since 1901 and its Chief 
Librarian since 1924, was responsible 
for the reorganisation of Schleswig libraries 
after the reunion of North Schleswig with 
Denmark. He has edited the N. M. Petersen- 
Carl Save correspondence, the writings of 
Holberg, Frederik Paludan-Miiller, Johan 
Ludvig Heiberg and N. F. S. Grundtvig, 
the Holberg Annual (with Francis Bull), 
Popular Danish Poems in the Schleswig 
Dialect (with Marius Kristensen) and a 
series of unpublished 15th—17th_ Century 
maps of the North (with A. A. Bjérnbo). 
He contributed a history of Danish libra- 
ries to the Haandbcg i Bibliotekskundskab, 
and is the author of a monograph on Clau- 
dius Clavus, the earliest Scandinavian car- 
tographer (with A. A. Bjénbo) and of a 
history of Danish literature from the Migra- 
tions to Holberg’s time (with R. Paulli). 
An honorary Doctorate of Philosophy was 
conferred upon him at the Jubilee of Copen- 
hagen University in 1929.

The Library came into existence three 
years after the foundation of the University. 
At that time only a small part of it was 
available to students, the rest being re- 
served for the use of the professors. The 
Library did not attain any considerable 
size until after the Reformation, when it 
acquired the collections of some of the 
abolished chapters and monasteries. In the 
17th Century it was considerably enlarged 
by a number of endowments, notably the 
collections of the Royal Historiographers 
and the P. H. Resen collection of palaeo- 
types and Icelandic manuscripts. 

In 1657 the Library was transferred to 
the upper storey of the Church of the Holy

Trinity. This was destroyed in the great 
fire of 1728, and soon steps were taken for 
the foundation of a new Library. Numerous 
duplicates were transferred from the Royal 
Library, and many large collections pre- 
sented, among them the Frederick Rost- 
gaard and Count Rantzau collections of 
manuscripts, and the Oriental collections 
of Erasmus Rask and N. L. Westergaard, 
containing the oldest Avesta and Pahlevi 
texts extant. In addition the Library 
acquired by purchase copies of sources of 
Danish medieval history (the work of 
Thomas Bartholin the Younger) and a 
collection of Greek and Latin manuscripts 
which had belonged to the great classical 
scholar, J. A. Fabricius. 

In 1861 the Library moved into its pre- 
sent building. A year or two later Major- 
General J. F. Classen presented it with his 
natural science collection. Subsequent ac- 
quisitions of major importance are the 
manuscripts of the philosopher Séren Kier- 
kegaard and those of the physicist H. C. 
Orsted, Until 1927 the Library received 
deposits of all Danish publications ; since 
that date it has received only such books 
as it has requested. 

In the second half of the nineteenth 
century the Library assumed the character 
of a state public library, accessible to 
the learned public as well as to members 
of the University. It acts as the bureau 
of exchange of the Universities’ public- 
ations with those of foreign universities. 

In 1938 the Library was divided into 
2 departments. The first, consisting of a 
humanities reference library and a news- 
paper reading room, is in the old build- 
ing of the Library, which also houses the 
Arna-Magnean Collection of 2,500 manus- 
cripts, 5,000 original diplomas and 10,000 
copies. This, the most important collec- 
tion of Old Norse and Old _ Icelandic 
literature, was presented by the Icelander 
Arne Magnusson. A printed catalogue was 
issued in 1889—94. In pursuance of the 
arrangement concluded between the two 
libraries, most of the 
manuscript collection 
has now been transferred 
to the Royal Library. 

The second depart- 
ment, in a new building 
opened in 1938, contains 
medical and _ scientific 
books and provides two 
reading rooms, with ac- 
commodation for over 
two hundred persons, 
lending, periodicals and 
catalogue rooms, 8 stu- 
dies and _ lunchrooms 
for the public.

In the ‘eighties of the last century, 
owing to the increase in Copenhagen’s 
population, the need of a popular library, 
in addition to the Royal and University 
Libraries, was urgently felt. After many 
negotiations with the City authorities 
the present library was finally established, 
with six departments throughout the City. 

In 1913 it was thoroughly reorganised 
on American lines, and in 1917 it moved 
to its present premises in the famous 
Nicolai church. It now has 17 branch 
libraries with 8 reading-rooms, containing 
mostly popular fiction and general litera- 
ture, while the main Library specialises 
in Danish and foreign scientific works, 
foreign literature and music. 

Mr. J. Aarsbo, who has been in the 
Library’s service since 1906, became Chief 
Librarian in 1912. He published a history 
of the Library, (Bibliotekerne og S mfun- 
det: Kébenhavns Kommunebiblioteker 1885- 
1935) in 1935.

After the 
great fire which destroyed the castle 
in 1884 it was removed to a provisional 
building, where it remained until, in 1918,

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the castle was rebuilt and became once 
again the seat of the Diet and its Library. 

In 1930 the Parliamentary Archives 
were incorporated in the Library, which 
now contains some 45,000 volumes and 
documents, mainly parliamentary papers 
and books on political, legal, economic 
and historical questions. In addition there 
is a special Peace Library (the Collection 
of the Danish Interparliamentary Group), 
presented by F. Bajer, recipient in 1908 
of the Nobel Peace Prize. 

The Library is open to members of the 
Diet and the Cabinet, to civil servants 
and university professors, and to any 
visitors introduced by them. 

The Chief Librarian, and, since 1930, 
Archivist, is Mr. Victor Elberling, Editor 
of Avis-Aarbogen since 1924 and author 
of Rigsdagens Bcgsamling (1905—1918) and 
Den Danske Interparlamentariske Gruppes 
Bogsamling (1926).

The Library actually owes its exis- 
tence to a body of enthusiastic university 
students and young intellectuals, mem- 
bers of the Estonian Students’ Association 
(Eesti Ulidpilaste Selts), who, in the early 
‘nineties of the last century, started to 
collect all literature, Estonian and foreign, 
dealing with the history, customs and 
language of their nation. This movement, 
which at first was only a practical expres- 
sion of the national revival of the time, 
later set up as its goal the establishment 
of a National Library. No little credit is 
due to Dr. Oscar Kallas, former Estonian 
Minister to Great Britain, a university 
student at the time, that this aim was 
realised and that in 1907 a National 
Museum was established in commemoration 
of Dr. Jacob Hurt, the famous Estonian 
philologist. In 1909 the Russian Govern-

ment recognised the statutes of the Museum 
and Library, the latter containing at that 
time some 10,000 volumes, for the most 
part collected by members of the Uni- 
versity Students’ Association. 

The Library’s premises were taken over 
by the military authorities during the 
War, and its stock moved into a municipal 
building. After the War of Independence 
its contents steadily increased, and in 
1924 a new building was acquired to 
accommodate them. The Library is now 
the second in size in Estonia, the first 
being Tartu University Library. 

Its Baltic Section contains over 30,000 
volumes dealing with the history, folklore 
and linguistics of the Baltic countries. 
The Library also contains a special col- 
lection devoted to Finno-Ugrian studies, 
and a collection of maps and manuscripts 
of great value in the study of Estonian 
history. 

Mr. Richard Antik, Librarian in the 
National Library from 1923 to 1927 and 
its Director since that date, is Vice- 
President of the Estonian Librarians’

The origin of the 


Library may be traced 
back to the Swedish 
era, when Tartu <Aca- 
demy, as the University 
then was, possessed a 
library of some 3,000 
volumes. During the 
Northern War, however, 
this library was trans- 
ferred to Stockholm, 
where it was incorpora- 
ted into the Royal Lib- 
rary. When, in 1802, 
Tartu University was 
restored by the Russian 
Government, a new 
library was established, 
which is now the largest 
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and most important in Estonia. In 1806 
the Library first received its own building. 
During the World War it was moved to 
Voronezh, in Central Russia, in order to 
save it from devastation. In 1920, after 
the declaration of Estonian independence, 
the Library was restored to Tartu, and 
in 1928 it was enriched with an additional 
building. 

Throughout all its vicissitudes the Lib- 
rary has steadily increased its stock. It has 
benefitted by official and private endow- 
ments, and, through the copyright deposit 
laws, acquired a large body of works dealing 
with Estonian history, geography, civili- 
sation and jurisprudence. It is also making 
every endeavour to complete its stock of 
scientific literature in all branches required 
for university studies.

The Library is open to the University 
staff and students and to members of all 
government and public offices. Its use is 
restricted to research work, but it lends 
pooks for the term of one month to all libra- 
ries and archives able to offer sufficient 
guarantee. Under this arrangement a num- 
ber of volumes have been supplied to for- 
eign libraries and borrowed from Latvia, 
Finland, Sweden, Lithuania, Poland, Ger- 
many and U.S. S. R.

It was only after the Estonian War of 
Independence that the Library received 
sufficient funds for the purchase of new 
books and was able to raise its stock, by 
1920, to 9,500 volumes. 

Mr. A. Sibul, the present Chief Librarian, 
took up his post in 1921. He succeeded in 
modernising the Library, which now con- 
tains a newspaper reading-room with 135 
daily papers, a general reading-room witl¥ 
340 journals, a children’s reading-room 
and library, a reference library with 6,500 
volumes, a music department and a sec- 
tion for archives. 

Among gifts received by the Library are 
a collection of 1,200 English books, presen- 
ted by the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, and the M. Martna Collec- 
tion of 4,000 volumes. 

In 1925 a law was passed obliging all 
municipalities and communes to support 
public libraries. In ac- 
cordance with this law 
the Tallinn City Libary 
was converted into a 
Central Library,in which 
capacity it lends books 
to all Estonian libraries 
and to. private _ bor- 
rowers outside the City 
area. It now has. six 
branch libraries.

The State Library of 
the Estonian Republic 
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was founded in 1918 by the Pro- 
visional Government for the purpose of 
furnishing the State authorities with ne- 
cessary legal and reference books as well 
as with scientific and literary works essen- 
tial to the government and administration. 
Its functions and activities were clearly 
defined by the State Library Law of 1922, 
and were considerably enlarged by a second 
Law, passed in 1938. 

The basis of the Library was a collection 
of 2,000 volumes, chiefly Russian code- 
books, annual reports of the ministries and 
a certain number of works on jurisprudence 
and allied subjects. This collection has 
been increased to 50,000 by purchases, by 
the operation of the copyright law which 
entitles the library to the legal deposit of 
every publication issued in Estonia, and by 
exchange with other countries. The Library 
is still mainly devoted to sociology, political 
science and jurisprudence, but recently has 
been giving attention also to philosophy, 
history and Baltica. It is used mostly by 
state officials and by scientific workers. 

The books are classified according to the 
Dewey decimal system.

The oldest works in 
Library originate from 
the library of St. Olai’s 
Church, the first recor- 
ded mention of which 
occurred in 1552.

owns some 40 incunabula and a number of 
printed works of the Reformation period.

The Library (the National Library of 
Finland) was founded at Abo (Turku), 
with a stock of some 800 volumes, at the 
same time as the University. Its growth at 
first was slow, and it was not until 1693 
that it began to receive a regular annual 
income. By 1827 it contained 40,000 volu- 
mes, but in that year the University was 
destroyed by fire and the greatest part of the 
Library’s contents lost. The remainder were 
transferred to Helsinki, where, under the 
direction of F. W. Pipping (1814—1874), the 
Library was reconstituted and began to 
make rapid progress. A number of valuable 
collections were bequeathed to it at this 
time, notably the 24,000 volumes presented 
in 1833 by Commander P. Alexandroff anda 
collection of 30,000 foreign theses, the gift 
of the Tsar Nicholas I in 1836. Among later 
donations must be mentioned Professor 
O. Engstrém’s medical collection of 6,000 
volumes, the Monrepos Collection of 9,000

volumes and 5,000 volumes representing 
the collection of the famous explorer, Pro- 
fessor A. E, Nordenskiéld. 

The National, or “Fennica”, Department 
is also the work of F. W. Pipping. In 
addition to this department, and to its 
500,000 volumes, 170,000 theses and some 
100,000 pamphlets, the Library has valuable 
collections of maps, manuscripts and music. 
It receives by law a copy of every publica- 
tion issued in Finland. 

Construction of the new library building 
began in 1836 after the designs of C. C. 
Engel, the famous Helsinki architect. It 
was finished in 1845, and is one of the finest 
buildings of the capital. The growth of the 
Library, however, has necessitated frequent 
structural alterations. The northern of its 
series of halls was converted into a reading- 
room, Which was again enlarged to accom- 
modate sixty persons, twelve additional 
seats being provided in an adjoining room. 
In 1906 a semi-circular book-stack, accom- 
modating 250,000 volumes, was set up, and 
later an additional 2,000 metres of shelves 
were provided. The continued expansion 
of the Library now necessitates the 
provision of further accommodation. 

The Library has published printed cata- 
logues of foreign literature since 1866. It 
issues at present a catalogue of foreign 
accessions, of the scientific libraries of Fin- 
land, and, since 1918, a series of publications 
containing its annual report, special catal- 
ogues and bibliographical researches and 
studies.

Private gifts further in- 
creased its numbers and enriched its scope. 
In 1919 the Library once again opened its 
doors, and by 1932 it had increased to such 
an extent that a new building was neces- 
sitated. This was completed in 1936. 

The new Library is rich in important 
literary and scientific productions of France 
and other countries. It has notable collec- 
tions of German and English philological 
works, including the 20,000-volume library 
of Paul Meyer, the Romance scholar, and 
others on the French Revolution and the 
World War. 

Its Manuscript Department contains the 
Sanscrit manuscripts of the famous philolo- 
gist Emil Burnouf, a number of documents 
relative to the history of the Strasbourg 
Medical Faculty and hundreds of letters by 
Heinrich Schliemann, Jules Ferry, René 
Goblet, Michelet, Victor Hugo, Jules Simon, 
Victor Dumy, Buloz, Dumont, Ferdinand 
de Lesseps and others. 

The reading-room accommodates 230 
persons. 

In 1934 a special Medical Library was 
established as a department of the Central 
Library, and classified and catalogued on 
modern lines.

Na.ional Library, Paris. The Central Stacks. 


The National Library, which until the 
Revolution was the Library of the Kings 
of France, is the oldest of all European 
collections. Even if we ignore its beginnings, 
the Library of Charlemagne at Aix, of 
which the present Library still possesses a 
volume, and that of Charles V in the Lou- 
vre, where the Librarian Gilles Mallet laid 
the foundations of modern bibliography, 
and which was sold after the King’s death 
to the Duke of Bedford, it still has a con- 
tinuous history dating back to the time of 
Louis XI, who laid its foundations with 
some manuscripts and printed books col- 
lected by confiscation. 

His successor, Charles VIII (1483—1498), 
brought to France after the siege of Naples 
in 1494 the greater part of the Royal 
Library of that city. The Library of the 
House of Orleans was acquired for the 
Crown by Louis XII, who, a great collector 
himself, brought home 
from his Italian wars 
books from Petrarch’s 
library and_ obtained 
possession also of the 
library of Louis of Bru- 
ges. Francois I, patron 
of Renaissance learning, 
acquired the Angouléme 
Collection, began to gat- 
her Greek and Oriental 
manuscripts and appoin- 
ted as his Librarian the 
great humanist Guil- 
laume Budé. 

In 1534 the Library, 
then at Blois, was merg- 
ed with the new collec- 
tion at Fontainebleau, 
from whence the whole 
was taken to Paris in 
the second half of the 
sixteenth century. At 
this time the Library 
counted among its Lib- 
rarians Jacques Amyot, 
Bishop of Auxerre 
(1567—1593), the trans- 
lator of Plutarch and 
Thucydides, and the his- 
torian and book-collec- 
tor J. A. de Thou 
(1593—1617). 

The Catherine de Me- 
dici Collection of Greek 
and other manuscripts 
were acquired in 1599. 
Among seventeenth cen- 
tury acquisitions were 
the Hinault Collection 
of French and Greek 
historical manuscripts, 
the Loménie de Brienne 
political papers, the 
family library of rare 
books bequeathed by 
Jacques Dupuy, a for- 
mer Librarian, and 
the collection of 
French historical papers 
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given to Louis XIV by Philippe de Béthune, 
who had been offered 100,000 crowns for 
them by Queen Christina of Sweden. Some 
years later Colbert acquired the cabinet 
of engravings of the Abbé Michel de Marol- 
les. This was the beginning of the Depart- 
ment of Prints. Colbert, during his libra- 
rianship, brought back to the Library 
something of the splendour it had enjoyed 
during the reigns of Louis XII and Fran- 
cois I. He purchased many valuable collec- 
tions, notably 557 Oriental manuscripts of 
Gilbert Gaulmin and the Italian historical 
works that had belonged to Fouquet, the 
disgraced Minister of Finance. 

At the beginning of the seventeenth 
century Nicolas Clément catalogued the 
Library’s contents, which by then num- 
bered 43,000 books and 10,000 manuscripts. 
The Library was ripe for reorganisation, 
and the famous Jérome Bignon, who suc- 
ceeded to the Librarianship in 1718, sub- 
divided it into the present departments. He 
also obtained, in 1735, a Royal Edict ad- 
mitting students on two mornings a week 
without privilege or distinction. 

In 1743 the Jesuits were expelled from 
Paris, and the contents of their three 
great libraries came to swell the Royal col- 
lection. Later in the eighteenth century it 
received several noted collections, such as 
the charters of the President de Mesniéres, 
the books and manuscripts of de Fontanieu 
and some 700 books (many incunabula) 
and 255 manuscripts from the sale of the 
Due de la Valliére’s library. 

With the Revolution the Royal Library 
was declared a national institution. The 


edict of 1789 set up a directorate of eight 
of the senior officials, who elected a Direc- 
tor from their number. This system gave way 
in the nineteenth century to the present 
administration by a Director-General ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion. Bonaparte’s armies brought back to 
France the treasures of the conquered 
territories, and the confiscated properties 
of emigrés and suppressed monasteries 
poured in to the dépéts litiéraires, where 
they were sorted and allocated among the 
existing big libraries. By 1818 the Library 
contained about 800,000 volumes. 

The history of the nineteenth century is 
largely the history of cataloguing and mo- 
dernisation carried out by Léopold Delise 
(1874—1907) and continued in more recent 
years by Roland Marcel and the present 
Director, M. Julien Cain. 

The law of 1925 finally regularised the 
copyright deposit system. One copy of 
every edition of French books and news- 
papers is now deposited with the National 
Library.

In addition to the collections mentioned 
above the Library owns the theatrical col- 
lections of A. Rondel and G. Douay, the 
Bastille and Saint Simon Archives and the 
Enfantin Collection. It now possesses the 
most complete collection of Romance Liter- 
ature in existence, particular rich in mys- 
tery plays and early French poetry.

The manuscripts of the original Library 
of St. Geneviéve’s Abbey were dispersed 
during the 16th and early 17th Centuries. 
As a result the Cardinal de la Rochefoucauld, 
undertaking the reformation of the Abbey 
in 1619, found that its Library did not 
possess a single volume. He introduced a 
few hundred works from his own orn | and 
thus initiated one of the most famous libra- 
ries of France. 

At first mainly theological works were 
collected. In the bitter religious contro- 
versies of that period the Canons of the 
Abbey upheld the Jansenist views, and one 
of the first Librarians, P. Fronteau, was 
exiled from Paris as a result. 

In 1710 Cardinal Charles Maurice Le 
Tellier, Archbishop of Rheims, bequeathed 
his collection of 16,000 volumes to the 
Library, which thus became the largest in 
Paris next to the Royal Library. Under 
the Librarianship of Prévét the building 
was enlarged (1726—1733) and the Library 
was opened to all who wished to work there. 











In 1790 the Library became state pro- 
erty and was named the Bibliothéque du 
anthéon, which title it retained until 1815, 

when its old name was restored. Under the 
Directoire, Daunou, entrusted with the 
organisation of the Roman Republic, ma- 
naged to obtain for the Library some of 
the rarest books in France, including the 
splendid editions of Sweynheym and Pan- 
nartz. At this time the Library also received 
some 20,000 volumes from the dépdétls lilté- 
raires. In the second half of the 19th Cen- 
tury the Library received its Scandinavian 
Collection and the De Launey bequest of 
editions and manuscripts of the Imitation 
of Christ.

A new 
Library was established by the Germans 
on the conclusion of the war, and opened 
in 1871 with a stock of 120,000 volumes, 
which in one year rose to 200,000. In 1872, 
when the Kaiser Wilhelm University was 
established, the Library became technically 
that of the University, though without 
relinquishing its independence of status 
and administration. Since 1918, when the

The Library was founded in 1659 by 
order of Frederick William, the Great 
Elector, and opened in 1661 with the title 
of “Kurfiirstliche Bibliothek zu Célln an 
der Spree’. It was housed in the top storey 
of the east wing of the Royal castle, where 
it remained until 1780. Johann Raue was 
its first Librarian, though Christoph Hein- 
rich, introduced by the Elector to super- 
vise classification and cataloguing, virtually 
superseded him. The Library derived its 








income from dispensation fees and fines, 
a curious arrangement which continued 
until the end of the 18th Century. 

Under Frederick III the use of the 
Library was regulated and the legal deposit 
system established by a decree of 1699; 
this, however, was not strictly enforced 
until 1824, At this time the Library became 
known as the Royal Library of Berlin. 

In the ee of Frederick William I 
most of the Library’s income was diverted, 
and William’s successor, Frederick the 
Great, was, for the first thirty years of 
his reign, more occupied with wars than 
with learning. By 1770, however, he was 
able to turn his attention to his royal 
library. He bought extensively : Pa hoe 
his reign the Library’s stock increased 
from 72,000 to 150,000, all the acquisitions 
having been bought by the King in person. 
He also gave orders for a new building, 
vee” was started in 1775 and opened in 
1 : 

After Frederick’s death came the revol- 
utionary period, when institutes of learnin 
were fostered as part of the nationa 
movement. The necessary reorganisation 
of the Royal Library was one of the main 
concerns of Wilhelm von Humboldt, Head 
of the Department of Culture of the 
Ministry of the Interior. At his instigation 
its grant was doubled, and by his instru- 
mentality direct participation of the sov- 
ereign ceased and the Library’s administra- 
tion became the concern of the Ministry. 
The duties of the Library’s staff were 
defined by a series of Reglemente, of which 
Schleiermacher’s (1813) became the basis 
for all German public libraries. The Chief 
Librarian, Biester, rearranged and _ clas- 
sified the Library’s contents and in 1811 
began, with Buttmann, a new alphabetical 
catalogue. 

From the foundation (1809) of Berlin 
University until 1833 the Royal Library 
served also as the university library. In 
this way its stock immensely increased. 
At the same time it had to deal with 
numerous accessions for the newly-acquired 
Prussian territories, while purchases in- 
cluded the libraries of Graf Méjan, com- 
prising 14,000 volumes, among them a 
magnificent collection of Aldine editions, 
and of Baron Meusebach (36,000 volumes), 
rich in fine examples of 15th and 16th 
Century German printing and literature. 
In 1819 the first periodical reading-room 
was opened. 

The early years of the 20th Century 
saw further large increases in the Library's 
stock. Its manuscript department was 
enormously enriched by the acquisition 
of the collections of Heiligenstadt Gymna- 
sium, containing the manuscripts from 
the Jesuit College dissolved in 1773, of 
Magdeburg Cathedral School, of the town 
of Erfurt and of Celle Church Library. 
Gifts included the August Freund and 
Lessing collections. The Library again 
needed re-housing, and in 1809 its books 
were moved into the present building, 
which was formally opened in 1914. 
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With the establishment of the Weimar 
Republic the library ceased to be known 
as Royal and became the State Library. 
The post-war years of poverty and inflation 
severely restricted its enlargement, espe- 
cially in the field of foreign publications, 
but to some extent this state of affairs 
was alleviated by the foundation, in 
1920, of the Notgemeinschaft der deutschen 
Wissenschaft, which did much to acquire 
foreign works by purchase and exchange. 

The Library is not a national library 
in the sense of the British Museum or 
the Bibliothéque Nationale, since it receives 
legal deposits only from the old Prussian 
state and from Pomerania. Nor is its 
manuscript collection comparable to that 
of the State Library of Munich. Never- 
theless it has built up such a nation-wide 
service that it may justly claim to be 
the national library of Germany, while 
its stock of two and three-quarter million 
books is immensely the largest in Ger- 
many and contains the largest collection 
of German literature in the world. 

Contrary to the usual practice of libraries 
of this status, books are still lent out. 

The Library has departments of Printed 
Books, Manuscripts, Orientalia, East Asia- 
tica and Music Maps. Alphabetical book- 
and card index catalogues, and a subject 
catalogue, are in use.

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The University of Gét- 
tingen was founded in 
1734 by George IT, King 
of England and Elector 
of Hanover. The Library 
thus received many 
gifts from English 
scholars and collectors, 
and was early noted for 
its collection of modern 
foreign works. 

The Library _ itself 
dates from 1737, when 
the University received 
2,000 duplicates from 
the Royal Library at 
Hanover. Its increase 
was ensured by order- 
ing the legal deposit 
of every book publi- 
shed in Hanover, and 
by the stipulation 
that every matriculat- 
ing student should pay a_ contribution 
of half a thaler towards the purchase of 
books. The Library was soon enriched by 
the bequest of J. H. von Bilow’s library of 
almost 9,000 volumes and by the acquisition 
of the library of the old Gymnasium of 
Géttingen containing over 700 volumes, 
Thirty years after its foundation it con- 
tained 60,000 works. 

Among the acquisitions of this period 
may be mentioned the Journals of the 
British House of Lords and House of Com- 
mons, presented by the Duke of Newcastle 
and Sir Henry Pelham respectively, and 
the gifts of Admiral Anson, Sir Hans Sloane 
and Freyherr von Miinchhausen, the Cura- 
tor of the University. 

Among the Library’s long succession of 
distinguished Librarians two names are 
outstanding. The first is that of Christian 
Gottlob Heyne, later to distinguish himself 
as a classical philologist, who joined the 
Library as Second Librarian in 1763. He 
organised, classified and purchased with 
discretion, raising the Library’s stock during 
his term of office from 60,000 to 200,000 
volumes and its status to the finest in Ger- 
many and one of the finest in Europe, not 
in size, or the number of its bibliographical 
rarities, but in the relative completeness 
of its German and foreign learned literature. 
The second great name is that of Karl 
Dziatzko (1886—1903), who not only intro- 
duced a number of modern improvements 
but who was also successful in having 
librarianship recognised as a_ university 
subject and himself assumed the chair of 
library science at the University. 

At its foundation the Library was housed 
in one hall of the Collegium Paulinum build- 
ing. In the course of its continual expan- 
sion it has taken over piecemeal the whole 
of that building, the top storey of the ad- 
joining University Church of St. Paul and 
a new wing, added 1734—1787. A special 
store building was constructed 1878—1883, 
and another building for book stacks 
1914—1916, 
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Universily Library. Géttingen.

The Library was founded by Caspar 
Borner, who was also its first Librarian. 
It received its first stock from the various 
monastic orders sequestrated during the 
Reformation, the israries of the Domi- 
nicans, Cistercians and Franciscans, and 
of the Augustinian Canons of St. Thomas 
and the Lauterberg, contributing no less 
than 4,000 printed volumes and 1,500 
manuscripts to the newly-established Lib- 
rary of this Saxon university. Borner 
also bequeathed to his foundation his 
own private library, rich in early printed 
Greek books. 

Boérner was succeeded in 1547 by 
Joachim Camerarius, contemporary of 
Erasmus and Colet and one of the framers 
of the Augsburg Confession, who reor- 
ganised the University in the new human- 
istic spirit. Feller, who succeeded him 
in 1676, did much to improve the catal- 
ogues of the Library and also succeeded 
in incorporating the libraries of the colleges 
and Faculties of Philosophy (1680). 

During the 18th Century Leipzig was 
supreme in the German world of learning, 
but the Library, perhaps through want 
of a Librarian of first-rate quality, failed 
to take its proper place in the intellectual 
life of the University, though it continued 
to absorb, by purchase or donation, a 
number of notable collections. Its greatest 
period of expansion, however, was the 
19th Century, during which the number 
of its volumes rose to 120,000 in 1850 
and to 500,000 by the end of the century. 

The great landmark in the Library’s 
more recent history was the change from 
the Bibliotheca Paulina to the Bibliotheca 
Albertina. In the new building there was 
room for systematic classification and 
for the pursuit of a definite policy of 
expansion. Oskar von Gebhardt, chosen 
for this task in 1893, revised the Library’s 
stock, repaired its deficiencies by purchase 
and exchange, took in hand the cataloguing 
of manuscripts and was able to separate 
at last the office of librarian from that 
of professor. 

Among the Library’s special collections 
, be mentioned the following: 

The Aldines (360 volumes) from the 
Library of Petrus Mosellanus, acquired 
by Caspar Borner; the Camerarius, Slei- 
damus and Richard Wiilker (Goethe-Frank- 
furt) Collections; the Faust and Schiller 
libraries of Bode and Diirr; the Chinese 
Collection of Wilhelm Grube; the corres- 
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pondence of Johann Christian Gottsched; 
and the manuscript collections of Professor 
J. H. Bobbart and Constantin Tischendorf, 
the latter, dealing with the Far East, 
containing Greek, Syrian, Coptic, Arabic, 
Arab-Druse, Georgian and Ethiopian manu- 
scripts.

the credit for its establishment is due 
to his ‘‘Hofratsprasident”, Johann Jakob 
Fugger. A number of great foundation 
collections placed it immediately in the 
front rank of existing libraries: the library 
of the Oriental scholar, J. J. Widmanstetter, 
rich in Oriental and Western manuscripts 
and in rare printed books; Fugger’s 
own library of 10,000 volumes, including 
many rare manuscripts, mostly Greek, 
and’ containing the collection of the 
Nuremberg humanist, Hartmann Schedel; 
and the Hérwart and Werdenstein collec- 
tions, the foundation of the Modern 
Music section. or 

Albert V had a special building erected 
for his Library. After his death the patron- 
age of the ruling princes continued. 
William V acquired the Hdérwart and 
Werdenstein collections mentioned above. 
Maximilian I, when Tiibingen fell into 
the hands of the League in 1634, had 
the contents of that city’s library sent 


Manuscripts Reading Room. 
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to Munich, thus raising its stock to 
17,046 printed volumes and 723 Latin 
and 273 Greek manuscripts. Maximilian 
also spent large sums on the Library and 
enriched it with many of his personal 
possessions. It is to him that it owes 
such treasures as the imperial prayer-book 
with the wonderful marginal drawings 
by Diirer and the magnificent Boccaccio 
illustrated by Jean Fouquet. 

From the end of the Thirty Years’ 
War to the middle of the next century 
the Library made little progress. From 
1746 to 1780, however, its Director was 
Andreas Felix Oefele, the historian, and 
he, by his administration and by virtue 
of his scholarship, made it the resort of 
the learned world. His own library and 
manuscript notes passed to his heirs, 
and only in 1903 came back into the 
possession of the Library. 

The next phase in the Library’s history 
was the reign of the Elector Palatine 
Charles Theodore (1777—99) who, for 
the first time for 450 years, united the 
thrones of Bavaria and the Palatinate. 
The Library received from him many 
treasures, including a number of illuminated 
manuscripts, and, at his death, his own 
private library from Mannheim. 

With the opening of the 19th Century 
came the sequestration of the monasteries, 
and the Library had to deal with no less 
than 150 collections, among them those 
of the Bishop of Passau and of the Augus- 
tinian Canons at Polling. The manuscripts 
from these foundations, some of them 
Carolingian, helped to make the Library 
the first in Germany and comparable 
only to the Vatican, Paris, London and 
Oxford libraries. In Germany it has since 
been outstripped in size by the Prussian 
State Library, but it still remains the first 
German Library for manuscripts and 
bibliographical rarities. 

The tremendous task of classifying and 
cataloguing these manuscript accessions 
was undertaken by J. W. Hamburger. 
He worked incessantly for four years, 
until forced to retire by broken health. 
The task was begun again from the be- 
ginning by a former Benedictine monk, 
Martin Schrettinger, who continued to 
work at it from 1814 to his death in 1851. 

At this era (1818) the Charter of the 
Constitution of the Kingdom declared 
the Library inalienable State property. 

Landmarks in the Library’s history 
since that date are the new building, 
begun in 1832 and finished in 1843, and 
the work of cataloguing and adding to 
existing stock carried on by Philip von 
Lichtenthaler (Director 1826—57) and his 
successors. The Library building, construct- 
ed at a cost of 1,150,000 guilders, was 
151 by 58 metres in area and two storeys 
in height. It has been considerably en- 
larged from time to time, and plans are 
now under consideration for additional 
store-houses. It contains a reading-room 
and a newspaper-room accommodating 
200 and 40 readers respectively, a reference 





library of 5,000 volumes, a manuscript 
reading-room with its own reference library 
and a seating capacity of 51, and a few 
reserved seats for special workers. 

An alphabetical author-catalogue on 
cards, a bound shelf list, a subject catalogue, 
chiefly historical, and a public card- 
catalogue in the main reading-room are 
in use. 

The Library receives a legal deposit of 
all Bavarian publications.

The Hofbibliothek, as it was called until 
1920, was founded in 1493 by the Emperor 
Maximilian I, who had inherited a valuable 
collection of books and rare manuscripts 
from his father, Frederick V. The books 
were kept at first in the Imperial Castle at 
Innsbruck, and only found their way into 
the Court Library of Vienna at some later 
date. Ferdinand I (1519—1564) was the 
first real patron of the Library, and is often 
referred to as its founder (1526). 

Historians of the Library have emphas- 
ised the réle played by the Emperors, who, 
patrons of learning themselves, and rulers 
not only of Austria but of the Holy Roman 
Empire, of Hungary and of territories as 
far apart as Naples and the Low Countries, 
had exceptional opportunities of acquiring 
literary treasures of many lands. In par- 
ticular were benefits received from the 
Emperor eng 4 who in 1665 gave to 
the Library the greater part of the Sigis- 
mund von Tyrol Collection, incorporated 
in the Innsbruck Royal Library; from 
Maximilian II, who appointed the first 
official Librarian, Hugo Blotius; from 
Ferdinand II, who in 1623 moved the 
Library from the Minorite monastery to 
the Hofberg, and also reinforced the legal 
deposit system, and from Charles VI, at 
whose orders a new library building was 
erected in 1723—1726. Nevertheless the 
lt ha of the Library has been from its 
beginnings due for the most part to the 
activities of its Librarians. 

The first of these, though they did not 
hold the official title, were Conrad Celties 
(1493—1508) and Johann Cuspinian (1508— 
1529). These two men laid the foundations 
of the manuscripts collection, selecting, by 
special order of the Emperor, the pick of 
monastic libraries throughout the Empire 
and acquiring a number of other costly 
collections. 

In 1575 the first Official Librarian, Hugo 
Blotius, was appointed by Maximilian II. 
During his term of office, and particularly 
after the succession of Rudolph II (1576— 
1612), a fervent patron of learning, he 
succeeded in reorganising the Library, in- 
creasing its stock and making it more 
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State Library, Vienna. 


readily accessible to scholars. The legal 
deposit system was introduced during his 
term of office. He was succeeded by Se- 
bastian Tengnagel (1608—1636), who left 
the Library vastly improved in arrangement 
and cataloguing and richer in many rare 
works acquired through his relations with 
scholars in all parts of the world and in his 
own manuscript collection, the foundation 
of the present Orientalia. 

After Tengnagel’s death the Library 
seems to have fallen into neglect for some 
thirty years. Peter Lambeck (Lambecius), 
appointed in 1622 as the Emperor’s Histo- 
riographer and Librarian, records that he 
found it dirty, ill-housed and chaotic. He 
had the building cleaned and repaired and 
encouraged the public to use the Library. 
He is remembered also for his work on the 
catalogues and for the number of accessions 
during his office: among them his own 
library from Hamburg, a collection of 
Greek manuscripts from Venice, the Mar- 


quis Cabrega Library from Spain and most 
of the Innsbruck Royal Library. 

The chief event in the first half of the 
18th Century was the removal of the Li- 
brary to the new building erected by order 
of Charles VI. Its stock at this time (1727) 
numbered 90,000 volumes. 

In 1725 the apointment of Prefects had 
begun, and in the second half of the cen- 
tury, under the Prefects Gerard and Gott- 
fried van Swieten, the Library made a 
number of important acquisitions. Chief 
of these were the incorporation in 1756 
and 1780 of the Vienna University (founded 
1364) and Town (founded 1466) Libraries, 
and in 1756 the library of the Empress 
Maria Theresa’s father from the Imperial 
Castle at Graz. The richest collections 
acquired during this period, however, were 
those of the suppressed Jesuit Order and 
of the sequestrated monasteries. 

The Revolutionary Wars which marked 
the turn of the century brought the Library 
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a troubled period. In 
1797 its books were 
packed ready to be sent 
away at the approach 
of the French. In 1805 
and 1809 they were sent 
to Hungary, those which 
had not been removed 
being lost to France after 
the occupation of Vienna. 
In 1813 the books were 
brought back, and after 
the Treaty of Vienna 
most of those which 
had been carried off to 
Irrance were returned. 

Early in the 19th 
Century the new al- 
phabetical catalogue 
was finished and a new 
subject catalogue begun 
under the Prefectures of 
Dietrichstein,Miinch and 
Birk, to the first of whom the Library also 
owes the foundation of its music and auto- 
graph collections. Concentration on such 
work, however, led to neglect of the Libra- 
ry’s stock, and by the latter half of the 
century its rate of growth was no longer 
commensurate with its importance. William 
von Hartel, appointed Director in 1891, 
did much to repair this state of things, 
enforcing once more the law of legal deposit 
and filling, by intensive purchasing, the 
gaps in foreign literature. Karabacek, the 
last pre-War Director, made the Library 
internationally famous by the series of 
great exhibitions he arranged in the **Prunk- 
saal”. At this time also a new reading- 
room was built. 

In 1919, after the fall of the Empire, the 
Library came under the control of the 
Ministry of Public Instruction and its status 
was changed to that of National Library. 
Since the Anschluss of March, 1938, it is 
known as the State Library of Vienna.

At the foundation of the University, in 
the 14th Century, provision was made for 
a public library for the use of students and 
scholars. This library survived for four 
centuries, but the wars and sieges to which 
the city was subjected, coupled with inter- 
nicine strife among the university faculties 
and the negligence of the library’s ad- 
ministrators, reduced it finally to complete 
decay. In 1756 such volumes as had not 
been dispersed or destroyed were presented 
to the Vienna Hofbibliothek and for twenty 
years the University was without a Library 
of its own. 

The new Library was founded in 1775 
and opened two years later: the second 
biggest learned library of Austria and the 
biggest university library of the German- 
speaking world. The collections of the 
suppressed Jesuit Order and of the seque- 
strated monasteries, and personal gifts of 
the Empress Maria Theresa, made up its

first. stock. Franz Stephan Rautenstrauch, 
former Abbot of the Benedictine monastery 
of Bfewnow, Bohemia, and Director of 
Theological Studies in Prague and Vienna, 
was at that time member for Library Ad- 
ministration of the High Studies Commis- 
sion. He issued (1778) the “Instruktion” 
upon which the organisation of the meget 
was based, insisting, by the express wis 
of the Empress, that the purchase of biblio- 
graphical rarities should be subordinated 
to the urgent necessity for collecting essen- 
tial learned literature, organising and cata- 
loguing. 

Until 1815 the Library had to deal with 
a flood of accessions from the sequestrated 
monasteries, the costlier of which, however, 
went to the Royal Library. During this 

eriod, nevertheless, the alphabetical cata- 
ogue was finished and a subject catalogue 
begun. 

In 1814 the Library received its first 
official Director, Prof. J. W. Ridler, wh® 
held the appointment for twenty years. 
He organised the Library on modern lines, 
secured reconstruction of its building to 
allow of freer development, and instituted 
further work on catalogues which was car- 
ried on by his successor, Lechner. 

After the revolutionary conflicts of 1848 
a new period of activity set in. The Library, 
which served the public as well as the Uni- 
versity, was administered on progressive 
lines which made it a model of its kind. This 
development was facilitated by the new 
building, designed by Freiherr Heinrich von 
Ferstel, to which the Library moved in 1884, 

The Library naturally suffered severely 
during the World War and its aftermath. 
To repair its losses and to institute needed 
modernisations has been the aim of its 
post-war Directors, S. Frankfurter (1919— 
1923), G. A. Criiwell (1923—1931) and 
the present Director, Johann Gans. The 
second also worked consistently to secure 
co-operation with sister institutes of the 
English-speaking world. 

The Library is again suffering from lack 
of space, and plans have for some time been 
under consideration for a central building 
which should house both the State and 
University libraries. At present it has a 
reading-room, newspaper-room and_ pro- 
fessorial reading-room with accommodation 
for 340, 48 and 16 respectively, as well as 
two catalogue rooms and a lending depart- 
ment.

The Library was founded at the same 
time as the College, and seems first to have 
achieved an independent existence in 1823, 
when its works, numbering 885 in about 
1,000 volumes, were classified, and alpha- 
betical and systematic catalogues put in 
hand. 

It collected books, not only on veterinary 
science, but on human medicine, animal- 
breeding and military hippology. At first 
its progress was incapacitated by lack of 
funds; but in 1919 another civil and mili- 
tary veterinary library, of later foundation 
and richer resources, was united with it, 
and since that date it has developed rapidly. 

The Library receives annually about a 
hundred periodicals from Europe, India, 
Japan, Turkey, S. Africa, U. S. A., South 
America and Australia. 

Among the Library’s past Directors (since 
1921 Librarians) may be mentioned K. 
Starch (1906—1908), A. von Tschermak 
(1908—1915), G. Gunther (1915—1921), 
c. Skoda and J. Lenaréié (retired 1933). 
Dr. Oscar Ritter von Troll-Obergfell, the 
present Librarian, is a well-known paleon- 
tologist and biologist. He was formerly in 
the service of the Vienna University Library, 
which he represented at the World Library 
Congress, Rome, in 1929. He was also De- 
legate to the International Geological Con- 
gresses in Vienna (1903) and Stockholm 
(1910), and to other learned conferences.

The original Library was founded by 
Julius, third son of Henry, Duke of Bruns- 
wick and Liineburg, who, on his succession 
in 1568, moved his own private Library to 
Wolfenbiittel, appointed a Librarian and 
issued a “Librerey Ordnung”’. He made 
a number of acquisitions, partly by pur- 
chase and partly by a levy of theological 
works on all the monastic houses in his 
Duchy. His son, Heinrich Julius, continued 
to increase the Library, acquiring a number 
of legal works, notably the Flacian Collec- 
tion. On his death, however, his successor 
decided to present the Library to the Uni- 
versity of Helmstedt, founded by Duke 
Julius ; and in 1617 the whole of the con- 
tents were dispatched there. 

Some twenty years later the succession 
fell to Duke August, a member of a younger 
branch of the family. In 1644 he trans- 
ferred his personal library to Wolfenbiittel, 
housing it in the old armoury over the 
stables. He made a number of magnificent 
purchases, including 400 manuscripts, im- 
portant sources of French history, from 
the Mazarine Library, and a collection of 
13th-Century Florentine manuscripts from 
the library of Mathias Corvinus. Most of 
the present incunabula were acquired by 
him, as well as some good Elzevirs and 
Aldines. In short, he made the Library the 
richest in 17th-Century Europe. Moreover 
he was his own Librarian, devoting infinite 
care to the arrangement of his books and 
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a. detailed instructions in his will for 
the Library’s maintenance. 

In spite of these, however, the Library 
passed through a period of neglect, though 
Librarians were appointed regularly from 
1666 onwards and the Duke’s son, Anton, 
had a new building erected in 1706—1710. 

In 1708 a regularly yearly grant was at 
last obtained for maintenance and acqui- 
sitions. The Librarian at this time was 
Gottfried Leibniz, who divided his time 
between Wolfenbiittel and Hanover but 
who nevertheless expended great care on 
the Library and restored it to a flourishing 
condition. His most notable acquisitions 
were the manuscripts of Marquadus Gudius, 
mostly 11th Century and rich in the Greek 
classics. 

In 1735, with the succession of Duke 
Charles, an era of expansion set in. Among 
the princely and ducal libraries acquired 
in this period were those of Duke Ludwig 
Rudolf, Prince Friedrich Franz, the Du- 
chess Antoinette Amalie, Duke Ludwig 
Ernst, former Regent of Holland, and the 
famous Bible collection of the Duchess 
Elizabeth Sophie Marie. 

Of 18th-Century Librarians Jakob Burck- 
hard (1738—1752) is remembered for the 
order he restored in the archives and papers 
of the Library, and as its first historian. 
Gotthold Lessing (1770—1781) made the 
Library internationally famous by his 
publications, and planned a number of 
ambitious improvements; but his enthu- 
siasm outran his application, and on his 
death his successor, Ernst Langer, found 
the Library in a state of complete chaos. 
Langer devoted ee years to the task of 
ordering and cataloguing the Library. 
During his office it was plundered by the 
French, a number of its treasures, notably 
the Mazarine manuscripts, being levied to 
swell the Imperial Library in Paris. On the 
fall of Napo eon, however, most of these, 
the Mazarine manuscripts excepted, were 
returned. Moreover, in 1809 the old Julian 
Library was at last re-incorporated. 

Under Karl Schénemann (1830—1854) 
several improvements in the working con- 
ditions were introduced and an increase in 
the grant obtained. His successor, Ludwig 
Bethman (1854—1867) devoted himself to 
the problem of the Library’s arrangement 
and under his Librarianship the solution 
sought by several of his predecessors was 
at last found. 

The Library was closed from 1881—1885 
during the erection of a new building, to 
which it was finally transferred in 1887. 

It has since been brought up to date in 
German biography, history, literature, ge- 
neral linguistics and bibliography. It re- 
ceives a legal deposit of every publication 
issued in Brunswick.

Although earlier collections existed, the 
foundation date usually assigned to the 
Library is 1424, at which time 122 items 
were listed. Its first benefactor, and virtual 
founder, however, was Thomas Rotherham, 
Chancellor of the University, Bishop of 
Lincoln and afterwards Archibishop of 
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Cambridge Universily Library. 


York, who in the latter half of the century 
endowed it with 200 volumes, bequeathing 
a number of other works at his death in 
1500. The Library received little further 
encouragement until three-quarters of the 
way through the next century, when 
Dr. Andrew Perne, Master of Peterhouse, 
set himself to rehabilitate it and succeeded 
in enlisting to this purpose the support of 
a number of friends, among them the 
Bishops of Durham and Winchester, Sir 
Nicholas Bacon and Matthew Parker, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. 

During the 17th Century the Library 
received a number of notable gifts: the 
Oriental manuscripts from the library of 
Thomas Erpenius, presented by the Duke 
of Buckingham; the library of Richard 
Holdsworth, Master of Emmanuel College 
(10,095 volumes); the Waldensian ma- 
nuscripts, collected by Cromwell’s envoy 
Samuel Morland and containing scriptures, 
religious treatises and poems in the old 
Waldensian language; the Henry Lucas 
library of 4,000 volumes on history and 
travel; and 1,000 volumes presented by 
John Hacket, Bishop of Coventry and Lich- 
field. It also received its first endowment, 
the sum of £1,000 presented by Tobias 
Rustat, Yeoman of the King’s Robes, in 
1666. A further notable gift, received in 
1715, was the library of John Moore, Bishop 
of Ely, consisting of 30,755 volumes, among 
them 1,790 manuscripts, purchased by the 
King at a cost of £6,450 and presented by 
him to the University. Unfortunately, 
however, owing to the lack of proper regu- 
lations and of competent administrators, 
many of these treasures were completely 


lost sight of and for two centuries wholesale 
thefts of books were perpetrated on a scan- 
dalous scale. 

In the 19th Century a better state of 
things set in. In the first place the Library 
increased steadily owing to the operation 
of the Copyright Act. Secondly a number 
of gifts of prime importance were received ; 
the Baumgartner manuscripts (1859), Sir 
Thomas Wade’s library of 4,300 Chinese 
books (1886), Dr. John Venn’s collection 
of 1,000 early works on logic (1888), 
Dr. Charles Taylor’s Hebrew manuscripts 
and books, Lord Acton’s library of nearly 
60,000 volumes (1902), two collections of 
Japanese books received through Sir Ernest 
Satow and W. G. Ashton (1912), John 
Charrington’s and Sir Stephen Gaselee’s 
collections of early printed books, Sir Robert 
Forsyth Scott’s Burmese manuscripts (1933) 
and A. W. Young’s collection of 150 Bibles 
and Testaments. Finally, Henry Bradshaw, 
who was — Assistant in 1856 and 
Librarian in 1867, brought much-needed 
order into the Library, rediscovered a num- 
ber of forgotten treasures, including the 
Waldensian manuscripts, classified the 
manuscripts, collected the incunabula and 
himself presented a number of valuable 
books, notably those printed in the Low 
Countries at the end of the 15th Century. 
His successor, Francis Jenkinson (Librarian 
1886—1923) continued his work and also 
enriched the Library by his gift of a number 
of early printed books. 

The Library’s history has been one long 
struggle to adapt inadequate accommoda- 
tion to its steadily increasing contents. In 
1934, however, a new building, designed 
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by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott and financed by 
legacies and by the International Educa- 
tional Board, was finally ready for the 
transfer of books. This has a tower 157 feet 
in height for use as a store, and also 26 
book stacks. 

No general printed catalogue of the 
Library has been issued. The main cata- 
logue consists of printed slips pasted into 
volumes. Various catalogues of manu- 
scripts have been issued, the latest being 
that compiled according to the findings of 
the Pitt Press Syndics in 1856—67. A cata- 
logue of the Oriental manuscripts was 
issued subsequently.

The initiative for the founding of the 
British Museum Library, the national 
library of England and _ largest of all 
the world’s libraries, came from a _ private 
individual; the 18th Century physician 
Sir Hans Sloane, a leading collector of 
books and natural history specimens, who, 
at his death in 1753, directed his collec- 
tions to be offered to the Crown or Par- 
liament for the nominal price of £ 20,000. 
The offer caused some embarrassment to 
the depleted Treasury, but eventually, 
by Act of Parliament, the sum of £ 100,000 
was raised by lottery for the purchase 
of the collections, for their housing, together 
with the Harleian manuscripts (for which 
an additional £10,000 was raised) and 
the Cotton manuscripts, the property 
of the Crown since 1700, and for the 
provision of an endowment of £ 30,000 
for upkeep and development. 

The Act of Incorporation appointed as 
principal Trustees the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the Lord Chancellor and the Speaker 
of the House of Commons, the remaining 
Trustees being the Bishop of London, 
the principal Secretaries and Officers of 
State, the Presidents of the Royal Society 
and the College (now Royal College) of 
Physicians and two representatives each 
of the Sloane, Cotton and Harley families. 
The Board was later enlarged to include 





The British Museum. 
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a nominee of the Sove- 
reign, the Presidents of 
the Royal Academy of 
Arts and the Society of 
Antiquaries and three 
more representatives of 
the families of bene- 
factors, Townley and 
Payne Knight. A further 
fifteen Trustees are 
elected from among 
men of eminence in 
scholarship and science. 
The actual administra- 
tion is conducted by a 
Standing Committee of 
twenty, elected by the 
Trustees. 

By its Statutes the 
Library may not permit 
books to be removed 
from its premises. It 
therefore allows the loan 
of books to be con- 
ducted by the National 
Central Library, and remains a library 
of reference and research. The public is 
admitted by ticket, readers being required 
to be over 21, to be sponsored by a res- 
ponsible person and to prove that they 
are engaged in genuine research and 
that the books they require cannot be 
consulled in any other London library. 


The early development of the Library 
was seriously handicapped by lack of 
funds. Regular Parliamentary grants began 
in 1834—35, and for a time in the middle 
of the 19th Century a special grant was 
made which enabled the Library to be 
built up rapidly. More recently the cessation 
of this grant, the rise in prices and the 
competition from America and other sources 
have again reduced the Library’s pur- 
chasing power. The bulk of its accessions, 
however, come to it under the operation 
of the Copyright Act, by which it receives 
a copy of every book published in the 
United Kingdom and in Ireland. 

The number of books, known only 
approximately, exceeds four million, with 
a total shelf-run of 73 miles. 

Existing departments are those of Printed 
Books (to which Maps and Music are 
attached), Manuscripts, Natural History 
(now removed to South Kensington), An- 
tiquities, Coins and Medals, Prints and 
Drawings and Oriental Printed Books. 
A newspaper library, not classed as a special 
department, is maintained at Colindale. 

On its foundation the Library was 
transferred from Sloane’s home in Chelsea 
to Montagu House, Bloomsbury. With 
the acquisition, however, of King George 
IIT’s library (1823) its space requirements 
were doubled, and a new building, designed 
in the fashionable Greek style by Sir Robert 
Smirke, was constructed on the same 
site. Numerous additions have since been 
made. The celebrated circular reading- 
room, with its 450 radiating seats and its 
book-stacks (the first to be planned), 
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was the conception of Antonio Panizzi. 
A special State Papers reading-room, with 
53 seats, was made possible in 1905 by 
the removal of newspapers to the Colindale 
repository, which in 1932 was converted 
into a newspaper library by the addition 
of a reading-room. Maps are consulted in 
the map-room, and the departments of 
Manuscripts and Oriental Printed Books 
have their own reading-rooms with ac- 
commodation for 25 and 22 respectively. 

The greatest figure in the history of 
the Library is Antonio Panizzi (1797— 
1879), a political refugee from Italy who 
was appointed Assistant Librarian in 1831, 
Keeper of Printed Books in 1837 and 
Principal Librarian in 1856. He promul- 
gated a new set of catalogue rules, com- 
pelled Government assistance in the shape 
of an annual purchase grant of £ 10,000, 
triumphantly routed a governmental in- 
_quiry inspired by amateur critics, con- 
ceived and carried through, in 1852, 
the reading-room and stacks, and secured 
the admission of the Museum staff to 
the benefits of the Civil Service. He it 
was who established as the Library’s 
aim the possession of the best collections 
of the literature of every country outside 
the countries themselves. He was no less 
brilliant a scholar than an administrator, 
and it was through his reputation and 
influence that the wonderful library of 
Thomas Grenville was bequeathed to the 
Museum in 1846. 

Edward Edwards, Thomas Watts, Sir 
Edward Augustus Bond, Sir Edward 
Maunde Thompson and Richard Garnett 
are contemporaries or successors of Panizzi 
who have left their mark on the Library’s 
development. 


SPECIAL COLLECTIONS : 


Printed Books : 


Foundation collections were the Sloane 
collection, particularly rich in natural 


g* 
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history, and the old Royal Collection, 
presented by George II in 1757. Later 
additions were the Thomason Tracts of 
the Civil War and Commonwealth (1761), 
the Garrick plays (1779), the Cracherode 
Collection, including much early printing 
(1799), the Charles Burney classical and 
English newspaper collections (1818), the 
Sir Joseph Banks library, devoted largely 
to botany and travel (1820), the King’s 
Library, collected by George III and 
presented by George IV (1823), the Coker 
French Revolution Tracts (1818, 1831, 
1856), the Grenville Library, rich in fine 
copies of early printing, romances, literature 
and history (1846), the Huth manuscripts 
and printed books (1910) and the King’s 
Music, deposited in 1910. The incunabula 
collection, gathered by Robert Proctor, 
is drawn from all collections except the 
King’s and Grenville libraries. With the 
exception of the three last-named all 
collections acquired since 1846 have been 
incorporated in the general library. 


Manuscripts : 


Foundation collections were the Cotton, 
Harleian and Sloane manuscripts, the two 
former rich in political papers and the 
third in botanical and zoological records 
and drawings. With these may be reckoned 
the Royal Collection, acquired by the 
Kings of England from Henry VII to 
George II, who presented the collection 
to the Library in 1757. Later accessions 
are the Birch collection (1765), the Lans- 
downe collection of 16th—19th Century 


political papers (1807), the Hargrave legal 
manuscripts (1813), the Burney classical 
manuscripts (1818), the King’s (George 
III's) collection, the Egerton collection 
and endowment (1829), the Arundel col- 
lection (1831) and the Stowe collection 
(1883). The “Additional” collection includes 
gifts and purchases which do not form 
part of any special collection. 


Orientalia : 


Many Oriental books, mostly Hebrew 
and Arabic, were drawn from the old 
manuscript collections, notably from the 
old Royal Library. Among additional 
collections are the C. J. Rich Near East 
collection, including the first cuneiform 
inscription to reach Europe (1820), the 
Syriac manuscripts discovered in 1843 
in the monasteries of the Nitrian valley, 
the Zouche manuscripts (deposited 1888, 
bequeathed 1917), Sir Aurel Stein’s manu- 
scripts from Chinese Turkestan (1907 
onwards) and the Gaster Hebrew manu- 
scripts (1923). 

CATALOGUES : 

General printed catalogues were issued 
in 1819 and 1881—1905. A _ catalogue 
of accessions is issued in monthly parts 
and a revised edition is in process of 
compilation. The catalogue in use in the 
reading-room consists of printed slips 
pasted in volumes. Numerous catalogues 
exist of the manuscript collections and 


of the Oriental manuscripts and printed 
books.

The nucleus of the General Library 
was the library of the old University 
of London, which dates from about 1838. 
It was opened to readers in 1877 and 
limited borrowing facilities were introduced 
two years later. The Library, formerly 
housed in the Central Building of the 
University of London, at South Kensington, 
has now been transferred to the new 
Bloomsbury building. 

The Library consists of a_ reference 
and lending library of standard books and 
the following special collections : 


The De Morgan Library of mathematical 
and astronomical books belonging to the 
late Professor Augustus De Morgan, pur- 
chased by Lord Overstone and presented 
by him to the University in 1871. The 
collection consists of about 4,000 volumes 
and pamphlets, and includes a number 
of rare and valuable books. 

The Grote Library, bequeathed in 1871 
and consisting of about 5,000 volumes 
and pamphlets comprising Greek and 
Latin classics and books on Greek and 
Roman history and archaeology. 


The Library of the British Association, 
presented in 1879 and consisting chiefly 
of sets of journals received before that 
date by exchange with other societies. 


The Shaw-Lefevre Russian Library, pre- 
sented in 1880. 

The Lady Welby Library, comprising 
1,500 volumes and 1,000 pamphlets on 
theology, philosophy, economics, education, 
science and philology, collected and an- 
notated by the Hon. Victoria Lady Welby, 
and presented by Sir Charles Welby in 
1912. The Library is available, under 
safeguards, to students of any nation. 

The Eram Collection 
of 300 Italian books, 
presented in 1912. 

The Preedy Memorial 
Library of archaeology 
and art, presented, with 
an endowment for the 
purchase of new works, 
in 1922. 

The Dr. A. D. Waller 
Memorial Library of 
2,000 volumes (books 
and periodicals) on phy- 
siology and psychology, 
established in 1923. 

The Hitchcock Library 
of 2,000 volumes on 
philosophy, theology 
and church history, pre- 
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sented in 1925 by the widow of the 
late Rev. George Stewart Hitchcock. 

The Durning-Lawrence Library, bequea- 
thed in 1929 and, thanks to the gift 
in 1931 of the library furniture, reconstruct- 
ed as it was at 13, Carlton House Terrace 
in the days of its founder, Sir Edwin 
Durning-Lawrence, the well-known prota- 
gonist of the Bacon—Shakespeare contro- 
versy. The Library comprises some 5,750 
volumes, many of great rarity and value. 
Among its treasures are a fine set of 
the first four Shakespeare folios; the 
Koberger Latin Bible (Nuremberg, 1477), 
the Complutensian Polyglott Bible of 
1514—17, the first edition of Coverdale’s 
Bible (Ziirich, 1535) and the first and 
second editions of the Authorized Version; 
a Cervantes Collection; an exceptionally 
complete Bacon Collection, including auto- 
graph and manuscript annotations; a 
Defoe Collection; first editions of Eliza- 
bethan, Jacobean and Restoration authors; 
a collection of MRosicrucian literature ; 
and a number of manuscripts and fine 
armorial bindings. 

The Education Department and Quick 
Memorial Library, presented to the 
Teachers’ (now Education) Guild in 1900 
and transferred to the University, together 
with other education collections, in 1929. 
It contains about 1,000 volumes. 

The Croflon Collection, presented in 
1932 and consisting of 550 volumes of 
small format, chiefly reprints of English 
and French literary works. 

Theses. In addition to the theses depos- 
ited by University members the Library 
possesses about 10,000 theses of foreign 
universities. 

Manuscripls, Being a comparatively re- 
cent foundation, the Library has received 
no rich legacy of medieval manuscripts 
such as are to found in the libraries of 
the older universities and their colleges. 
Nevertheless it contains several items of 
outstanding value, notably the 14th Century 
manuscript Life of the Black Prince, the 
original agreement made at Calais in 
1413 between the envoys of Henry V 
and the Duke of Burgundy and a signed 
despatch in Arabic sent by General Gordon 
from Khartoum.

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2. The Goldsmith’s Company's 
Library of Economie Liter- 
ature:

The nucleus of the Library was pur- 
chased by the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths from Professor H. S. Foxwell 
in 1901, and presented by them to the 
University in 1903, since when the volumes 
have been bound, arranged and catalogued. 
It is intended to serve as a basis for the 
study of the industrial, commercial, moneta- 
ry and financial history of the United King- 
dom, as well as the gradual development 
of economic science generally, and on 
the historical side is admittedly one of 
the finest economic libraries in the world. 
It contains a railway section, Richard 
Oastler’s collection of tracts on factories, 
Factory Commission and similar reports, 
the Sabatier Collection on French monetary 
history and a large collection of 17th 
and 18th-Century proclamations and broad- 
sides. 


3. The Music Library:

The Library contains, besides scores 
and works on music, collections of gramo- 
phone records and pianola rolls and a 
unique collection of 20,000 photostat re- 

roductions of Tudor church music. An 
ih rtant gift, consisting of rare and 
valuable works on music acquired at 
the sale of the Littleton Library, was 
received in 1932 from the Carnegie Trust. 


The Library sends out Travelling Libra- 
ries to University Extension and Tutorial 
Class Centres. 

In addition to the various printed 
catalogues a card catalogue of the General 
and ldsmiths’ Libraries is available 
in the reading-room. There are separate 
card catalogues from the Music and Tra- 
velling Libraries and for parliamentary 
publications and theses. Classified lists of 
accessions are published annually.

In 1892, however, the world-famous Althorp 
Library of Lord Sp:ncer came into the 
market and was purchased by Mrs. Rylands 
at a ccst of nearly a quarter of a_ million 
pounds. In 1901, two years after the formal 
opening of the Library, she acquired, at 
little less cost, some 6,000 illuminated and 
other manuscripts from the Earl of Craw- 
ford’s Bibliotheca Lindesiana. These two 
ec nui made the Library, from its very 

eginning and in spite of its recent foun- 
dation, one of the most famous in the 
learned world. 

The Althorp Library was begun in the 
18th Century by the second Earl Spencer, 
who in 1790 purchased the collection of 
Count Reviczky, a Hungarian nobleman 
and diplomat who is believed to have 
acquired a more complete collection of first 
productions of the early presses than ~~ 
of his predecessors or contemporaries. It 
comprises over 3,000 incunabula, among 
them some of the earliest examples of 
block-printing and two famous 42-line and 
36-line Bibles ; an Aldine Press collection 
of over 800 volumes, many on vellum, 
believed to be the largest ever brought 
together ; and many fine bindings by fa- 
mous English and continental masters. 

The Manuscript Collection now consists 
of some 12,000 items, of which 6,000 belong 
to the Bibliotheca Lindesiana. This includes 
2,000 Arabic, Persian, Turkish and other 
Oriental manuscripts, many of them beauti- 
fully illuminated, unique Islamic works and 
Arabic papyri; and several hundred West- 
ern manuscripts from the 6th—19th Cen- 
turies, including a number of English ma- 
nuscripts of special interest. 

For the cataloguing of the Library the 
services of a number of distinguished scho- 
lars were obtained, and catalogues have 
been compiled of the Demotic Papyri(Dr. F. 
Ll. Griffith, 1910), the Greek collection 
(Dr. Hunt and others), the Arabic papyri 
(Prof. D. S. Margoliouth) and the Western 
manuscripts (first two volumes, Dr. Mon- 
tague Rhodes James, 1920). The catalogue 
of English books to 1640 (1895) and a three- 
volume catalogue of all printed books (1899) 
were compiled by the first Librarian, Ed- 
ward Gordon Duff.

The Bodleian Library was one of the 
earliest public libraries of Europe and is 
the greatest university library in the world. 
As a British deposit library it is second 
only to that of the British Museum, before 
the rise of which, in the 19th Century, it 
was the National Library of England. 
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Duke Humfrey’s Library (in the Bodleian) 


As the official Library of Oxford Uni- 
versity it had two predecessors : the Cobham 
Library, founded in 1410 from the collec- 
tion of Thomas de Cobham, and Duke 
Humfrey’s Library, of which Duke Hum- 
frey of Gloucester, its great benefactor, 
was offered the title of Founder in 1444. 
These, however, were destroyed by the 
Commissioners of Edward VI, who in 1550 
“purged the Oxford libraries of super- 
stitious books’; burning some volumes 
ublicly, and selling the rest, even to the 
urniture and fittings so that not a single 
book or shelf remained. 

In 1598 Sir Thomas Bodley the diplo- 
matist, a former student of Magdalen and 
a Fellow of Merton, offered to devote 
himself to refounding the University 
Library. For four years he collected books 
in London, in the chief cities of France, 
Italy and Spain, and at the Frankfort book 
fairs, aided by Thomas James, officially 
appointed Keeper of the Library in 1601. 
The Library was formally opened on No- 
vember 8, 1602, and contained at that 
time some 2,000 volumes. In 1610 its Code 
of Statutes, which remained substantially 
the same for three centuries, was confirmed 
by Convocation, and an agreement was 
concluded with the Stationers’ Company 
by which the Library received a perfect 
copy of every book printed by the Com- 
pany. 

Among foundation or early donors of 
books and endowments were Lords Buck- 


hurst, Hunsdon, Montacute, Lumley, 
Mountjoy and Cobham, William Gent, 
Sir Walter Cope, the Earls of Essex and 
Northumberland, Sir Walter Raleigh, Sir 
Francis Bacon, Sir Robert Cotton and King 
James 1, who presented a number of his 
own works, 

Among notable collections received be- 
fore the Civil War were the Barocci Col- 
lection of 242 volumes of Greek manus- 
cripts (of which a further 24 manuscripts 
were subsequently purchased by Oliver 
Cromwell and presented to the Library) ; 
the Roe manuscripts, 29 in number, of 
which all but three were Greek; Sir 
Kenelm Digby's 238 scientific and histo- 
rical manuscripts; the Laudian manu- 
scripts, 1,300 in number, in 20 different 
languages: and the Library of Robert 
Burton, containing notably many rare 
books of plays. 

The Civil War, with Oxford the head- 
quarters of the Royalist army, naturally 
disrupted the life of the University. The 
Library, however, was kept intact. In the 
second half of the century it continued to 
receive important accessions, of which the 
most notable were Lord Fairfax’s bequest 
of many valuable manuscripts and books, 
including 160 volumes of genealogical ma- 
nuscripts compiled by Roger Dodsworth ; 
Lord Hatton’s manuscripts, including a 
special Anglo-Saxon collection; the Orient- 
al manuscripts of Edward Pococke and 
Dr. Robert Huntingdon; and, most va- 
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luable of all, the Selden bequest (1654) of 
Oriental and Greek manuscripts and of 
8,000 printed volumes, some previously 
the property of Ben Jonson, Dr. Donne and 
Sir Robert Cotton. 

In the 18th Century the Library was 
further enriched by important accessions 
of manuscripts, letters and state papers. 
The period on the whole, however, was 
characterised by slack administration, and 
it was not until the turn of the century that 
es and purchases began to multiply again. 

e D’Orville, Clarke and Canonici ma- 
nuscripts, the Gough topographical collec- 
tion, the Malone collection of dramatic 
literature, the Oppenheimer Hebrew 
Library, the Sanskrit Collections of Pro- 
fessor Wilson and the Maharajah Sir 
Chandra Shum Shere, the Backhouse 
Chinese Collection, the Mortara Italian 
Library, the Shelley Collection and the 
Bywater Aristotelean Collection are a few 
of the notable accessions acquired since 
that time. 

In the 19th Century, also, the Library 
was served by a succession of distinguished 
Librarians. polery Bandinel (1813— 
1860) saw the publication of the great 
printed catalogue of 1843, while his suc- 
cessor, Henry Octavius Coxe (1860 —1881), 
compiled the catalogue of Greek manus- 
cripts. The most significant figure of the 
Century, however, was E. W. B. Nicholson, 
a Librarian of a new type sponsored by 
Dr. Jowett and appointed in 1882. He set 
himself to solve many urgent pols 
and abolish a number of anachronisms, 
in the Library's administration. Increased 
staff, new cataloguing methods, improve- 
ments in manuscript binding and the en- 
largement of readers’ facilities were among 
the measures introduced by him, and many 
improvements carried out after his death 
by his successor, Falconer Madan (known 
also as the author of Oxford Books, one of 
the major works of magrngs ay rr refer- 
ence), were largely due to his initiative. 

The centre of the Library is still the room 
of the old Duke Humfrey’s Library, re- 
constructed by Sir Thomas Bodley and 
remaining much as it was in his day. A new 
wing, containing the Proscholium and the 
“Arts End’, was added at Bodley’s sug- 
ren in 1613, and a second, housing the 

elden Collection and known as the “Selden 
End”, in 1634—1640. The Library, how- 
ever, continued to outgrow its accom- 
modation, taking over the Anatomy School 
in 1789, the old Law School in 1818 and 
rooms on the first and second floors of the 
Schools Quadrangle in 1821 and 1828. In 
1860, with all sides of the Quadrangle full, 
a temporary relief was provided by the loan 
of the Radcliffe Camera for the provision 
of reading and catalogue rooms. Subse- 
ace ee however, the Library invaded the 
heldonian and old Ashmolean basements 
and the Examination Schools, and even 
the underground bookstore constructed in 
1912 failed to solve the urgent problem of 
accommodation. It was with gratitude, 
therefore, that in 1930 the University ac- 


cepted the offer of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation to defray the expenses of a com- 
mission of inquiry into the problem. The 
report of the Commission, presented in 
1931, recommended the retention of the 
original Bodleian as an enlarged range of 
reading-rooms and the provision of a new 
storage building on the other side of Broad 
Street. This building, designed by Sir Giles 
Gilbert Scott and costing £ 400,000, is now 
under construction.

The Library has the second largest and 
most valuable Shakespearian collection in 
the world, including 70 out of 100 quartos 
of the Plays and comprising in all 5,152 
volumes. Its Biblical manuscripts include 
the Laudianus and Ebnerianus Codices, 
while much other valuable Old Testament 
literature is contained in the Oppenheimer 
Collection. A manuscript of Marco Polo’s 
Travels, a Book of Hours which belonged 
to Mary Tudor and afterwards to Prince 
Henry, and a manuscript of Lydgate’s 
Troy-book believed to be the copy presented 
by the poet to his royal patron, Henry V, 
are among the Library’s individual trea- 
sures. A magnificent series of ediliones 
principes of Greek and Latin classics and 
of early English printing, a fine series of 
Caxtons, Pynsons and Wynkyn de Wordes, 
are notable among its printed books.

After the foundation of the University 
College of Wales at Aberystwyth a move- 
ment was set on foot for the formation 
of a national library of predominantly 
Celtic interest. A Royal Charter was 
granted in 1907 and two years later the 
present Library was opened. Its foundation 
collections were the private library of 
Sir John Williams, the Welsh Library 
collected by the University College of 
Wales and the library of Edward wen, 
of Caernarvon. These, with the later 
addition of Principal Davies’s library, 
contain practically everything of import- 
ance published in the Welsh language 
since the middle of the 16th Century, 
and by far the largest collection of Welsh 
manuscripts extant. 

Among collections other than purely 
Celtic acquired since the Library's found- 
ation are those of F. W. Bourdillon (medie- 
val French romance), Sidney Hartland 
(ethnology and folklore), Sir Charles 
Thomas-Stanford (incunabula, Euclid and 
Civil War tracts) and the Witton-Davies 
library of Hebrew and other Oriental 
literature. 

The Library, originally housed in hired 
premises, was removed in 1915—16 to 
a new building, designed by S. K. Greenslade, 
which has been called the Parthenon of 
Wales. It has practically unlimited space 
for growth. 

The Library is one of the six copyright 
libraries, entitled, with certain exceptions, 
to a copy of every book published in 
the United Kingdom. It is empowered 
to lend its duplicates outside, and also 
sends out boxes of books for use by students 
in organised study classes.

From its foundation, in 1682, until 
1925 the Library was the private property 
of the Scottish Faculty of Advocates, 
Its national character, however, was 
recognised by the Copyright Act of 1709, 
which named it as one of the legal deposit 
libraries ; and its use by the public has 
always been permitted. 

The Library owes its foundation to the 
initiative of Sir George Mackenzie, then 
Lord Advocate, who persuaded the F aculty 
to establish its own library and also pre- 
sented a number of valuable works to the 
new foundation. Two curators were 
appointed in 1683 and the first Librarian, 
James Naismith, in the following year. 

In 1700, after a fire which destroyed 
the original building, the Library was 
moved to the Laigh Parliament House, 
which, with additions, it still occupies. 

The continual expansion of the Library, 
owing to the operation of the copyright 
deposit system, in time became too great 
a burden on the Faculty, and in the 19th 
Century three attempts were made, without 





success, to obtain public “ig node After 
the Great War, however, it became plain 
that the Library could no longer be main- 
tained as a private institution, and in 
1925 an Act was passed which transferred 
it to the nation. At that time the Library 
contained 750,000 volumes, not including 
manuscripts, maps and music. 

Among the valuable gifts which the 
Library has received since its transfer 
are the Lauriston Castle Library, bequeath- 
ed in 1926 by the late Mr. and Mrs. 
W. R. Reid; the Glenriddell manuscripts 
of Robert Burns, given by John Gribbel 
of Philadelphia; the Earl of Rosebery’s 
Scottish Collection from Barnbougle Castle, 
received in 1927; the Walter Blaikie 
Jacobite Collection (1928); and _ the 
Carlyle papers, presented in 1929 and 
1930 by Carlyle’s nephew, Alexander Carlyle. 

The manuscript collection includes a 
number of medieval illuminated works, 
a most important collection of Scottish 
manuscripts, among them the Charters of 
the Scottish kings, which include man 
original historical sources, early Scottish 
law-books, literary manuscripts, and auto- 
graph letters of Hume, Adam Smith,

The Library was for-

As at present administered, the Library 
is a centre of research for scholars of all 
nations visiting Athens. Its stock is being 
gradually increased by means of funds pro- 
vided by the American School of Classical 
Studies. 

A card-index of authors and editors has 
been completed and a subject catalogue 
put in hand. A complete catalogue will be 
published as soon as practicable. 


Special Collections: 


1. Greek Literature. The Collection has 
Classical, Mediaeval and Modern sec- 
tions. The former contains some 
6,000 items and includes an almost 
complete series of first editions. Its 
chief treasure is an editio princeps 
of Homer published in Florence by 
the Nerli Brothers (1488). The Me- 
diaeval period is represented not only 
by works in the purist language but 
also by rarer documents in the so- 
called Vulgar Greek. 

. Greek History. The Collection is par- 
ticularly interesting for its modern 
section, dealing with the War of

The Library originally belonged to the 
“Athenaeum”, constituted as a University 
in 1877.

The Library contains the “Luther Bible’, 
a copy of the New Testament, published 
in 1527 at Basle, with Luther’s own anno- 
tations of his polemics against Erasmus. 
Among its manuscript rarities are the 13th- 
Century Chronicle of Emo and Menco, 
Abbots of the Premonstrant Monastery of 
Bloemhof, a 13th-Century Maerlant manu- 
script and some old Friesian legal docu- 
ments. Its incunabula 
include an edilio prin- 
ceps of Homer (Florence, 
1488) and a beautifully 
illuminated Dutch pra- 
yerbook (Paris, 1497).

The Library owes its existence to an 
agreement between the Prince of Orange 
(William the Silent) and the States-General 
of Holland, concluded in 1581, which gave 
to the town of Haarlem the possessions of 
the religious orders as compensation for 
the damages it had received during the 
famous siege that ended in the defeat of 
the Spanish forces. The chief foundation 





collection was the library of the monastery 
of St. John, rich in manuscripts, incunabula 
and post-incunabula. 

The Library was at first administered by 
the minister of the State church and the 
Curator of the Latin School. Its first official 
Librarian was appointed in 1821. 

In 1922, during the librarianship of Dr. 
J. D. Rutgers van der Loeff, the Library's 
status was defined as that of a municipal 
public library. 

Mr. P. V. de Wit, who succeeded to the 
librarianship in 1935, has instituted system- 
atic classification and cataloguing and 
introduced a number of modernisations.

The nucleus of the 
Library was formed by 
the private collection of 
the last “Stadhouder’’, 
William V, who left his 
office in 1795 on the 
proclamation of the 
Batavian Republic. The 
new Government, desir- 
ous of establishing a State Library, bought 
the collection, amalgamated it with some 
others and with the 5,000 volumes thus 
obtained formed what in 1798 received 
the title of Royal Library. It was organised 
by the French Abbé, Charles Supplice Fla- 
ment, and at first was for official use only. 

In 1810, when Holland became part of 
the French Empire, the Library was pre- 
sented to the Municipality by royal decree. 
The collection then amounted to over 
22,000 volumes. 

On the accession of William I, first King 
of the Netherlands, the Municipality, with 
no funds to spare for its administration, 
petitioned that it should be relieved of the 
Library. William took it over and turned 
it once more into a State Library, adding 
to it in 1819 the library of the Castle of 
Dillenberg and removing it to its present 
premises in the Lange Vorhout. Thanks to 
royal patronage and generous public sup- 
port the Library grew rapidly and now 
contains over 1,000,000 volumes, in spite 
of the fact that the legal deposit system, 
in force in various forms until 1912, has 
now been dropped. 

In 1908 a new building was erected in the 
garden, housing a reading-room with ac- 
commodation for 60, a new book stack, a 
lending departmant and an alphabetical 
and subject catalogue room. 

The Library comes within the province 
of the Ministry of Education, Sciences and 
Arts. It lends books to university and 
public libraries and maintains an exchange 
service, created in 1928 and independent of 
the international system, of selected publi- 
cations.

Some of its books have been deposited 
in the Library by different institutes whose 
property they remain: for instance by the 
Asser Foundation, the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, the Academy of 
International Law and the Netherlands 
Comittee on _ Intellectual Co-operation. 

Although a comparatively young found- 
ation, the Library possesses a great number 
of old books.

Lieuwe Annes-Buma, founder of the 
Library, was born in 1796 in the Friesian 
village of Woudsend. He passed through 
the Latin School of Kampen and thence 
to the Universities of Groningen and 
Leyden, after which he continued his 
studies in Paris, attending the lectures 
of Jean Francois Boissonade and devoting 
much of his time to the study of Greek 
sculpture in the Louvre. The remainder 
of his life he spent in retirement in the 
little Friesian village of Makkum, cultivat- 
ing his interest in the classics, and at his 
death in 1876 he bequeathed to the province 
of Friesland the sum of 100,000 guilders 
for the founding of a library of Greek 
and Latin literature to be established at 
Leeuwarden and to bear its founder’s 
name. An annual sum of 3,000 guilders 
for the enlargement of the library was 
to be provided by the province. 





As the nucleus of the Library the’ Pro- 
vincial Council bought the Greek and 
Latin books from Dr. Buma’s own private 
library. They were taken to the Provincial 
Library of Friesland and remained there, 
as a separate collection, until 1934. In 
September of that year, however, the 
collection was removed to a new building, 
necessitated by the Library’s expansion. 

The Library has been from its beginning 
administered by the Gedeputeerde Staten, 
under the supervision of the Provincial 
Council.

the foundation and maintenance of a library. 
Part of St. Laurence’s Church was set aside 
for the collection, which was maintained 
there until the end of the 18th Century. 
After the French period the Library re- 
mained in the church, but no traces are to 
be found of any connection between it and 
the municipal treasury. A list of books and 
manuscripts was published in 1814. 

Meanwhile a collection of books belong- 
ing to the town was housed in the Town 
Hall, together with the Archives. On the 
removal of the Record Office to the more 
spacious Boymans Museum the Town Hall 
and St. Laurence’s libraries, totalling some 
30,000 books, were united (ca. 1870). In 
1890 this new Library was opened to the 
public. In 1906, after the removal of the 
Record Office to another building, the Lib- 
rary became entirely independent. It re- 
ceived its own building in 1907, and in 1923 
moved into its present modern premises. 

The Library has newspaper, periodical 
and research reading-rooms and lending 
and children’s departments. It has five 
branch establishments, each with its own 
reading-room and children’s department.

The nucleus of the 
Library was the Jesuit 
Library of Nagyszom-

The Royal Hungarian Bureau of Statistics 
was founded in 1867, after the eventual 
“Compromise” with Austria, as a_ section 
of the Hungarian Ministry for Agriculture, 
Industry and Commerce. It carried out the 
first Hungarian census of population and 
gradually organised and extended its col- 
lections of demographic and economic data. 
It was developed in 1871 into an independ- 
ent institution, under the name of the 
Royal Hungarian National Statistical Office, 
and in 1897 received its present name. The 
war and subsequent revolution, and the 
cession of territory by the Peace Treaties, 
necessitated complete reorganisation of 
official statistics, which was regulated by 
the Law of 1929.

Prior to the introduction, in 1874, of the 
ministerial system, the public records of 
Hungary had been kept, in a manner often 
fragmentary and interrupted, by regional 
and central archives, the Hungarian Royal 
Board of Revenue and the Hungarian Court 
Chancery in Vienna. In that year, however, 
on the advice of the Hungarian Royal Aca- 
demy of Sciences, the Public Record Office 
was established to centralise the functions 
of these institutions.

The Cathedral of Esztergom received its 
first gifts of books in 1397 from its Canon, 
John de Kiikilléi, and was later enriched 
by John Vitéz de Zrednai (d. 1472), a col- 
lector of Greek and Latin books. In 1611 
the Synod of Nagyszombat decreed that 
all collections belonging to the Archbishops 
and Canons of Esztergom were to pass into 
the possession of the Cathedral on the death 
of their owners. Later in the century the 
Library was further enlarged by the Fugger 
Collection of 1,681 volumes, acquired by 
George Lippay (d. 1666). : 

When Archbishop Barkéezy transferred 
his See to Pressburg (Pozsony) the old 
Library remained behind and a new one 
was created at Pressburg, with J. Unger- 
hoffer as its first Librarian. This was re- 
moved to Esztergom and united with the 
old Library in 182i. Originally housed in 
the nave of the church of the Franciscan 
Order, it was moved into a new building 
in 1853, at which time it contained some 
54,000 volumes and 1,391 manuscripts. 

The Library also contains a number of 
maps, engravings, coins and medals. Among 
its special treasures are a 15th-Century 
Bible, Jordanszky, Nagyszombat and Cor- 
vin Codices, autographs of Matyas Bél, 
George Palkovits and Ignatius Harnkopf 
and the manuscript collections of Joseph 
Battyany and Joseph Kopdécsy.

The Library’s nucleus was the collection 
of the Royal Dublin Society, a semi-public 
institution enjoying a state grant, which 
in 1877 was taken over by the Government 
and developed as a National Library. Its 
original premises, in Leinster House, were 
enlarged by the addition of new wings, 
opened in 1890 during the Librarianship 
of William Archer.

The Library received its foundation in a 
manner unique in British history : the sub- 
scription by the British Army in Munster 
of £700 to oe books for the recently- 
founded College in gratitude for the British 
victory over the Irish and Spanish at 
the battle of Kinsale, 1601. With this mo- 
ney Luke Challoner and James Ussher, 
later Primate of Ireland, purchased books 
in London, where they met and co-operated 
with Sir Thomas Bodley, himself engaged 
in the purchase of books for his Oxford 
library. Ussher continued to acquire a per- 
sonal collection, destined for the College 
Library after his death, but the Civil War 
and other vicissitudes intervened and it 
was once more the officers and men of the 
British Army who found the money for the 
purchase of his collection, which was handed 
over the College after the Restoration. 

At first the Library was not put to much 
use owing to its inadequate housing faci- 
lities. Early in the 18th Century, however, 
grants were obtained from Queen Anne and 
from the Irish Parliament for the erection 
of a new building. This was completed in 
1724 and the transference of books con- 
cluded 10 years later. At the same time the 
Library began to receive a number of va- 
luable gifts and bequests, notably the 
libraries of Sir William Palliser, Arch- 
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Trinity College Library, Dublin. 


bishop of Cashel (4,100 volumes), Dr. Clau- 
dius Gilbert, Regius Professor of Divinity 
(13,000 volumes), Dr. John Stearne, Bishop 
of Clogher and Vice-Chancellor of the 
University (200 volumes of manuscripts 
and a number of books) and Sir John 
Sebright (a manuscript collection of Irish 
historical sources) ; and in 1802 it acquired 
by purchase the Fagel Library of 20,000 
volumes, particularly rich in history and 
politics. 

For the next 50 years the Library fell 
into neglect, from which it was rescued in 
the second half of the century by a series 
of distinguished Librarians: J. Henthron 
Todd (appointed 1852), who, with the help 
of John O'Donovan and Eugene O’Curry, 
succeeded in sorting, arranging and classi- 
fying the whole Library; John Kells 
Ingram (Librarian 1879—1887), who car- 
ried on the work of classifying the manus- 
cripts; and Thomas Kingsmill Abbott 
(1829—1913), compiler with E. J. Gwynn 
of the catalogue of Irish manuscripts. 

In 1801 the Copyright Act was extended 
to secure for the Library the legal deposit 
of all works published in the United King- 
dom. Its status was unaffected by the con- 
stitution of the Irish Free State. 

As the Library’s statutes forbid the re- 
moval of any book a special lending library 
has long been constituted from which stan- 
dard works can be borrowed by students. 

A general printed catalogue was issued 
in 1872 and catalogues of manuscripts and 
Irish manuscripts in 1900 and 1921 res- 
pectively. A slip catalogue, pasted in vo- 
fumes, is maintained, and also a card cata- 
logue. 





The Manuscript Collection: 


The collection contains, besides much 
historical material, such notable Irish ma- 
nuscripts as the Book of Durrow, two Irish 
copies of the Vulgate version of the four 
Gospels, the Book of Armagh, the Book 
of Leinster, the 11th or 12th Century Book 
of Hymns, the 15th Century Annals of 
Ulster and the manuscripts collected by 
the antiquary Llwyd. Its chief treasure, 
however, is the world-famous Book of Kells, 
a late 7th or 8th Century Latin Gospel 
which is the most beautiful example of 
Irish illuminated work extant. 

Among the general manuscript collection 
are a copy of the Opus Majus of Roger 
Bacon, a manuscript of Piers Plowman and 
a portion of the Records of the Inquisition 
at Rome.

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The Library was founded by the Depart- 
mental Administration of Bologna, from 
the collections of suppressed monasteries, 
to which was added the rich private lib- 
rary of the Abbot Antonio Magnani. Ori- 
ginally housed in the building of the 
Dominican Fathers, it was transferred in 
1859 to the old Chief Gymnasium, since 
when it has risen to first place among 
the communal libraries of Italy. 

Shortly after its transfer it received a 
number of additional monastic accessions, 
together with bequests of many famous 
private libraries.

In 1712 Count Luigi Ferdinando Marsili 
founded the Institute of Science at Bologna 
and presented it with his own private col- 
lection for the formation of its Library. 
Thirty years after its foundation the Library 
received its first great collection, that be- 
queathed to the city in 1605 by the cele- 
brated naturalist Ulisse Aldrovani. Bene- 
dict XIV, by gifts from his private library 
and by his patronage, made the Library 
one of the finest in Italy ; it is to him that 
it owes its magnificent Great Hall. Another 
ecclesiastical patron was Cardinal Filippo 
Maria Monti, who, in the 18th Century, 
presented his own private library, together 
with a valuable collection of portraits. 

ene the French domination the 
Library lost a number of its most precious 
volumes, but was in part compensated by 
its acquisitions from the libraries of the 
suppressed monastic orders, of which the 
manuscripts from the S, Salvatore monastery 
form a collection of the greatest import- 
ance. 

Valuable accessions during the last two 
centuries are the Mezzofanti, Brugnoli, 
Taruffi, Fragapane, Romei, Puntoni, Toldo 


and Trombetti libraries and the library of 
the Military Praesidium of Bologna. 

Since 1870, when it became a state in- 
stitution, the Library has been accorded 
the legal deposit privilege.

The Library owes its origin to King 
Charles Emmanuel III of Savoy, who 
in 1764 reconstituted the University of 
Cagliari, fallen into decay under Spanish 
rule, and, to ensure the establishment 
of an adequate library, gave orders for 
the Royal Press and all private printers 
to deposit copies of their publications, 
and for all Professors to deposit similarly 
their own writings. Foundation collections 
were received from the King himself 
and from Count Bogino. 

Royal patronage continued under Charles’ 
successor, Victor Amedeus III, who, on 
the dissolution of the Jesuit Order, acquired 
for the Library the collections of the 
suppressed monasteries of S. Michele, 
Sta. Teresa and Sta. Croce, the last-named 
including the Monserrato Rossello library, 
comprising the most precious works extant 
on the history of Sardinia, among them 
the library of Niccolo Canelles, introducer 
of printing into the island. 

After these accessions a period of organi- 
sation and construction set in. In 1786 
a fixed annual grant was allocated to the 
Library, and in 1792 it was opened to the 
public. 

Much of the credit for the University’s 
early development is due to its first Libra- 
rian, Giacinto Hintz. After his death, 
however, the troubled times, the French 
invasion, the inadequate financial aid 
and the indifference of the authorities 
caused the Library to fall into neglect. 
From 1790 it was practically abandoned 
for thirty years, and it was not until 
1820 that the appointment of official 
Librarians recommenced. Since then hol- 
ders of the office have been A. D. Azuni 
(1820—27), L. Baylle (1827—33), G. Spanno 
(1833—41), P. Martini (1842—65), V. 
Angius (1865—75), Prof. Gennari (1875—81) 
E. Severini (1881—94), A. Aveta (1895), 
Arnaldo Capra (1895—1927) and Gino 
Tamburini (1928—32). Dr. Bianca Bruno, 
the present Director, has instituted re- 
constructions, repairs and modernisations 
in the building, divided the contents 
into ancient and modern sections, instituted

the inventorying and cataloguing of in- 
cunabula, manuscripts and autographs 
and conceived and carried out the special 
reference-room sectionalised according to 
subject. She has enriched the Library 
with many works of bibliography, archaeo- 
logy, art and antiquities, and has acquired 
the private libraries of Gastaldi Millelire, 
Cardia, Jaccod and Guillot. 

Originally _ philosophico-theological in 
interest, the University has now a broadly 
humanistic scope, and is particularly rich 
in juridical, historical, literary and biblio- 
graphical material, and in works of every 
kind relating to the history, topography, 
literature and civilisation of Sardinia. 

Monastic collections acquired by the 
Library, in addition to the Santa Croce, 
San Michele and Santa Teresa libraries 
mentioned above, include those of the 
Minorites of Sta. Rosalia (1865), Dominicans 

1865), Capuchins (1865), Carmelites (1870), 

apuchins of Sanluri and Villasor (1870)

The Library had its origin in 1746 in 
a single room on the upper floor of the 
“Paradiso” Palace of Studies. Owing to 
the generosity of the citizens of Ferrara, 
the efforts of the communal administration 
and the patronage of Clement VIII and 
his successor Benedict IV, it was soon 
found possible to take over other rooms, 
construct additional shelving and add the 
library of Cardinal Bentivoglio. The Lib- 
rary was formally opened to the public 
in 1750. 

To the existing six rooms, three large 
and three small, in which were included 
the residence of the Librarian, were added 
in 1892 a further three rooms, formerly 
belonging to the archaeological museum, 
the anatomical collection and the admi- 
nistration of the University. In 1915 a 
new wing was thrown out to house the 
administrative offices 
and a modern iron book- 
stack. 

In the settecento hall 
of the Library are now 
preserved the remains 
of Ludovico Ariosto, 
from whom it takes its 
name and of whose 
works it preserves the 
largest extant collection, 
including autograph 
fragments of Orlando 
Furioso, the seven sa- 
tires and numerous let- 
ters and relics. 

In the Monti Room 
is preserved the heart 
of Vincenzo Monti, to- 
gether with his writing- 
desk, his inkwell and the 
Della Cruscan vocabu- 
lary annotated by him. 





The Library also contains collections 
of autographs and relics of Tasso, Carducci 
and D’Annunzio.

The Library received its name and 
foundation from the Abbot Francesco 
Marucelli, a famous 17th Century biblio-

provided for the purpose. 

The building, designed by Alessandro 
Groi, was opened to the public in 1752 
by the offices of Alessandro Marucelli, 
nephew of the founder, and Angelo Maria 
Bandini, the first Librarian. 

Besides being rich in bibliographical 
rarities the Library has continued to 
develop as an instrument of living culture, 
general and Tuscan, and has devoted 
special attention to pure and applied arts.

Its collection of manuscripts and letters 
is particularly strong in 16th and 17th 
Century material and in the period of 
the talian revival. Notable items 
are the collection and correspondence of 
the archaeologist Anton Francesco Groi; 
the manuscripts of the brothers Anton 
Maria and Salvino Salvini; the manu- 
scripts and Italian and foreign correspon- 
dence of A. M. Bandini; the autographs 
and manuscripts of Francesco Redi; the 
Martelli legacy of Foscolo’s letters and 
literary papers; and the manuscripts of 
Silvio Pellico-Magiotti, Luigi Cambray- 
Digny and Pio Rajna. 

The Library still preserves the Mare 
magnum, the gigantic bibliographical work 
in 111 volumes compiled by its founder 
and amplified by his successors in the 
first half of the 18th Century.

The initial foundation was constituted 
from the private library of Cosimo il 
Vecchio, later enriched by his sons Piero 
and Giovanni and especially by Lorenzo 
the Magnificent, who sent his agents 
throughout Europe and the Orient. On 
the expulsion from Florence of Pietro, 
the Library was confiscated and acquired 
by the Convent of San Marco, by which 
it was re-sold to Giovanni dei Medici. 
Tranferred to the Villa Medici in Rome, 
where it remained until 1522, it was 
then brought back to Florence, where 
Michelangelo designed a _ building for it 
in the cloisters of the San Lorenzo Basilica. 
It was finally established there in 1571, 
taking the name of Medici-Lorenzo and 
containing at that time about 3,000 
printed and manuscript works. 

Left in charge of the San Lorenzo 
Capitol, it received its chief care from 
the Lorena house, by whose instrumentality 
were acquired the Gaddiani, Strozziani 
and Palatini codices. Other accessions 
came from suppressed religious orders.

The Library had its origin in that founded 
in 1548 by the Fathers of the Jesuit College 
in Messina, which assimilated other Jesuit 
collections and in 1734 was notably in- 
creased by the Giacomo Longo bequest.

The Library was founded by the Empress 
Maria Theresa and opened to the public 
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in 1773 in the Palace 
of Brera, at that time 
the property of the 
Jesuit College, of which 
it incorporated the old 
library foundations. The 
public reading-room, the 
oldest part of the Lib- 
rary, still contains the 
primitive theological 
collections. The Maria 
Theresa Room _ dates 
from the second half of 
the 18th Century and 
is decorated, as are the 
Globe Hall and refer- 
ence-room, by Pierma- 
rini. During the French 
occupation a number 
of the Library’s works 
were removed, the 
greater part being 
restored in 1816. 

The foundation collections of the Library 
were the Jesuit, Pertusati, Firmian, Haller, 
Durini and Mortara Collections, while 
the Gentili, Novati and Rignano Collections 
are among its more recent acquisitions. 
In virtue of the copyright deposit law it 
receives a copy of every publication 
issued in the province of Milan. 

The Library is humanistic in scope 
and particularly rich in literature, history 
(including geography and art history) 
and philosophy. Special features include 
an important collection of old scientific 
and medical works, a number of valuable 
Aldines, a complete collection of Bodoni 
editions and a very rich collection of 
Manzoniana. It also possesses a collection 
of erotica and a good chess collection. 

Its manuscript collection includes the 
famous 13th Century del Bescapé poem, 
the earliest document known in the Milanese 
dialect ; Francesco Berlinghieri’s Geography; 
the 15th Century Legend of Josaphat, 
the property of Bona di Savoia; and 
many books of hours and autographs. 

Besides manuscript catalogues of the 
ancient and modern foundations the Library 
maintains systematic sheaf catalogues of 
general works, periodicals and reference 
books, for the last of which an alpha- 
betical catalogue, in 149 sections, also 
exists. 

Count Dr. Tomaso Gnoli, Director of 
the Library and Bibliographical Super- 
intendent for Lombardy, was formerly 
Director of the Angelica and Casanatense 
Libraries of Rome. He is a contributor

The origin of the Library is the private 
collection of the house of Este, the foun- 
dation of which the bibliographer Tira- 
boschi places at the beginning of the 13th 
Century. The earliest relative document 
is a catalogue of 1436 listing 278 codices 
many of which are still preserved. The 
Library was fostered with increasing care 
by the Dukes of Este, whose fame as patrons 
not only attracted a senacle of the greatest 
poets and writers of Italy but also encour- 
aged the birth and development of a Fer- 
rarese school of illumination of which the 
Bible of 1455—1461, the work of Taddeo 
Crivelli, Franco Russo and their school, the 
Fra Matteo da Alessandria Psalter and the 
Borso Missal are notable examples. This 
series of local works was supplemented by 
Bolognese, Lombard and Florentine pro- 
ducts (notably the Matthias Corvino codices) 


and by the works of Flemish, German and 
French masters. 
Associated with the early development 


of the Library are the names of Nicolo ITI, . 


Lionello, Borso, Ercole I and Alfonso II. 
Under the last named, who fled from Fer- 
rara to Modena before the troops of the 
Papal Legate, the Library was transferred 
to the latter city, losing in the process many 
works which are now to be found in the 
Vatican and Ambrosiana Libraries, in the 
Bibliothéque Nationale of Paris and in 
English collections. Finally installed in a 
wing of the Ducal palace, however, the 
care of its patrons was renewed, and during 
the 16th and 17th centuries, under such 
great librarians as Bacchini, Muratori, 
Zaccaria and Tiraboschi, it became one of 
the finest libraries of Italy. 

The suppression of the Jesuit Order 
brought the Library a number of acces- 
sions, and about the same time it acquired 
from the Court archives a great number of 
letters which form the basis of the present 
collection. 

In 1749 Duke Francesco III opened the 
Library to the public. Francis IV, returning 
to the bibliophile tradition of his ancestors, 
acquired for it a magnificent collection of 
choral codices, of first editions and of in- 
cunabula. Only in the time of the last 
Archeduke, Francesco V, was the Library 
allowed to fall into neglect and to be depriv- 
ed of some of its treasures. 

In 1869 the Library became a state in- 
stitution and in 1881 it was moved to its 
present premises. The University Library, 
founded in 1772, suppressed in 1796 and 
reopened in 1884, was amalgamted with 
it in 1893. 

Notable acquisitions since this time are 
the Marquis Giuseppe Campori collection 
of 6,082 codices and 100,000 autographs ; 
the Muratori archives ; and the Borso Bible, 
acquired by Senator Treccani in 1923, 

The Library’s manuscript collection, with 
the great foundations of the Este and Cam- 
pori manuscripts, is one of the richest in 
Italy. It also owns a collection of 14th 
century maps and charts and a musical 
collection, deriving from the Court of Este, 
containing many manuscripts of unpublish- 
ed musical works and a number of printed 
works of extreme rarity.

The Library was constituted in 1734, 
by Charles III of Bourbon, on the basis 
of the Farnese Library of Parma, and 
was later enriched by acquisitions from 
the Jesuits and from the suppressed 
monasteries. It was opened in 1804 in 
the Palace of Studies (now the National 
Museum) under the name of the Royal 
Library of Naples, later changed to 
Bourbon Library (1816) and National 
Library (1860). It received its present 
name in 1925, on its transference to the 
new Royal Palace, opened in 1927. At 
this time there were amalgamated with 
it the Brancacciana, 
Lucchesi Palli and 
Provincial Libraries 
and the libraries of 
the S. Martino Mu- 
seum, the Oriental 
Institute and Maria 
Carolina of Austria. 
The Office of the 
Herculanean Papyri 
and the Lucchesi Palli 
Library now also form 
part of the Victor 
Emmanuel Library. 

The Library is gen- 
eral in character, 
with especially strong 
collections of history 
and philology (classical 
philology in particular), 
archaeology, art his- 
tory, bibliography, Spa- 
nish literature and 
SouthernItalian culture.

Special Collections 


Manuscripts. The basis of the ancient 
collection is formed by the Farnese 
manuscripts from the S. Giovanni 
monastery at Carbonara. Also ancient, 
although only recently (1919) acquired 
by the Library, are the codices 
recovered from Austria. Among the 
Italian collection may be mentioned 
a 14th Century manuscript of the 
Divine Comedy ; among the codices 
those of Thomas Aquinas (Commentari 
di Alberto Magno sopra opere attribuite 
a Dionigi Areopagita, 1248), Ariosto, 
Tasso (Gerusalemme Conquistata, Dia- 
logues, Letters), Tommaso Campanella, 
Giacomo Leopardi, Bertrando Spa- 
venta and Luigi Settembrini. 
Printed Works. Special features are 
the collections of incunabula (chiefly 
of Melchiorre Delfico and the Marquis 
Taccone), Bibles, Aldines, Bodoni 
editions, the Tasso Collection, the 
collection of books and pamphlets 
relating to Vesuvius and to volcanos 
in general and the Leopardi, Calabra 
and Lucana Collections. 


3. Papyri. The Office of the Herculanean 


Papyri (founded in 1905 as a de- 
partment of the National Museum 
and later transferred to the Library) 
was constituted for the assembling 
and elucidation of the papyri dis- 
covered in 1752 during the Her- 
culaneum excavations. This work was 
accomplished by the industry of 
the Genoese Father Antonio Piaggio 
(1713—98), who made use of a 
‘“‘machine’’ of his own invention, 
still preserved by the Office. Recently 
a complete apparatus has been acqui- 
red for the photographic reproduction 
of the papyri. 


. The Lucchesi-Palli Library was offered 


to the State in 1888 by Count Eduardo 
Lucchesi-Palli for presentation to the 
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National Viclor Emmanuel III. Library, Naples.

National Library as an autonomous 
section. It contains predominantly 
dramatic literature and is rich in 
Neapolitan, Italian and French operas, 
in musical manuscripts, theatre records 
and important autographs of theatrical 
and musical writers. 


In 1932 the legal deposit of all works 
printed in the Province of Naples, pre- 
viously accorded to it as the Bourbon 
Library but after 1860 diverted to the 
University Library, was restored to the 
National Library. 

The Library has four reading-rooms: 
for general literature (104 seats), for 
manuscripts and rare books (20 seats) 
and two for special research (50 seats 
each), 

Apart from various special catalogues 
of manuscripts, incunabula and rare works 
and the general manuscript author-cata- 
logue in 29 volumes, the Library possesses 
modern author and subject sheaf catalogues. 

Count Dr. Antonio Boselli, Chief-Libra- 
rian since 1935, is a graduate of Bologna 
University, a former Docent in Italian 
Literature at the University of Malta 
and a past Director of the Palatine Library 
of Parma (1922—27), the National Library 
of Palermo (1927—30) and Bologna Uni- 
versity Library (1930—36). He represents 
Italy on the Expert Librarians’ Committee 
of the International Institute of Intellectual 
Co-operation and is Secretary of the 
Italian Library Association. (During the 
editorial work Count Ant. Boselli has 
been nominated Director of the National 
Central Library, Florence).

The Library was founded by a decree 
of Ferdinand I from the collections of 
the former ‘‘Gest Vecchio” monastery, 
in the building of which the University 
was established, and of the Gioacchina 
Library (founded 1812). Many of the rarer 
works in the latter collection, however, 
notably the Taccone manuscripts, were 
transferred by a decree of 1819 to the 
Bourbon (now National) Library; but 
the municipality, unable 
to bear the cost of 
upkeep, petitioned for 
their return to the Uni- 
versity, finally effected 
in 1923. Four years 
later the University 
Library was opened 
to the public. In 1869, 
after the unification of 
Italy, it became a state 
institution. 

Thenceforward it re- 
ceived a number of 
official accessions from 
the Palatine Library, 
the Ministry of Public 
Instruction and from 
Italian and _ foreign 
academies. Since 1933 
it has received a legal 
deposit of every publi- 
cation issued in the 
province. 
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Important private donations include 
the Dante Collection of the Marquis Alfonso 
della Valle di Casanova, the Vittorio 
Imbriani donation, rich in rare and valu- 
able works, and the Viti, Pilla and Lorenzo 
endowments.

The creation of a Library for the Athe- 
naeum of Padua was projected in 1629 
by the Venetian Republic, and the new 
foundation was inaugurated in 1631 in 
the former Jesuit monastery. The following 
year it was transferred to the Hall of 
Giants of the ancient Palace of Carrara. 

Its foundation collection was Prof. Be- 
nedetto Selvatico’s gift of 1,400 legal 
works and 34 manuscripts. Other private 
donations, the operation of the legal 
deposit system and a large share in the 
dispersed collections of the suppressed 
Venetian monastic orders, contributed to 
its increase. 

Among noteworthy special collections 
are the Fock philological miscellanea ; 
the Morpurgo collection of Semitic literature 
and history ; the Catullo legacy of works 
on natural sciences and medicine; the 
Albertotti collection; the Orto donation 
of botanical works, many of them of 
the 15th Century; the Verson donation 
of scientific periodicals ; and the Musatti 
collection on Venetian history. 

In 1912 the Library moved into its 
present building, the first in Italy to be 
constructed explicitly for library purposes 
and a model of its kind. 

The Library is open to University 
students and to research-workers in all 
branches of learning. 

Altogether it possesses 27 catalogues, 
of which 3 are general card indices, author, 
subject and systematic.

In 1778 there was constituted in the 
Collegio Massimo of the dissolved Society 
of Jesus, by order of Ferdinand I, a library 
comprising the books of that College and 
of the Jesuits of the ancient Val di Mazara, 
of the Olivetani of Santa Maria del Bosco 
and of Canon Barbaraci. It took the title 
of Royal Library and was opened in 1782. 

Later accessions came, among others, 
from the libraries of the Prince of Carama- 
nica and of the Prince Lancillotto Castelli 
di Torremuzza. 

From 1805 to 1860, under the administra- 
tion of the Jesuits, the Library declined in 
importance, but was rehabilitated in the 
second half of the Century by the in- 
corporation of large numbers of works 
from the collections of the suppressed 
religious houses. 

In addition to those mentioned above 
the Library has special collections of Sici- 
lian first editions and of autographs of 
Leopardi, Bellini, Rossini, Meli, Bellar- 
mino, D’Acquisto and others.

The Library was founded in 1761 by 
Duke Philip of Bourbon, acting upon the 
advice of his minister, Guglielmo Du Tillot, 
and inaugurated in 1769. Its first Librarian 
was the Piedmontese archaeologist and 
philologist, Father Paolo Maria Paciaudi, 
who, except for two short intervals, re- 
mained in office until his death in 1785 
and left the Library richer by 38,000 
volumes, excluding those acquired in 1768 
after the expulsion of the Jesuits. Under 
his successor, Father Ireneo Affd, the 
Library’s rate of increase slackened some- 
what, principally owing to the diminution 
of government grants, 
until the succession of 
Maria Louisa, wife of 
Napoleon I. Under this 
sovereign, and the direc- 
tion of Angelo Pezzana, 
the Library entered 
upon its most flourish- 
ing period. 

Among notable acces- 
sions of this time were 
(1816) Prof. G. B. De 
Rossi’s Hebraic codices 
and printed works, one 
of the finest collections 
in existence and holding 
first place for the 
number of its codices 
(800); the M. Ortalli 
collection of 40,000 
prints (1828) ; the 
Bartolomeo Gamba and

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raries ; the manuscripts of local historical ; author catalogues in volume and sheaf 


interest, of Saint-Méry, administrator of 
the Duchy during the Napoleonic domi- 
nation; the medical writings of Rasori 
and Spallanzani; and the letters of the 
typographer Gian Battista Bodoni, and 
his collection of die-stamps and matrices. 
At his death in 1862 Pezzano left the 
Library 120,000 volumes strong. 

Under his successor, the historian Fede- 
rico Odorici, the Library was amalgamated 
with, and took the name of,the Biblioteca 
Palatina, founded in Lucca by Duke 
Charles II of Bourbon, transferred to 
Parma in 1848 and comprising, with its 
incorporated libraries of Ferdinand of 
Bourbon and Maria Louisa, some 60,000 
volumes and a number of very rare manu- 
scripts. 

In 1867 the Library acquired 20,000 
volumes from the collections of the sup- 
pressed Benedictine, Minorite, Capuchin 
and Reformed Orders. Accessions of more 
recent date include the 20,000 literary, 
historical and philosophical works be- 
queathed in 1928 by Mansueto Tarchini and 
the Library of the Military Praesidium of 
Parma (15,000 volumes), incorporated by 
governmental decree in 1935. 

A section of the Library, housed since 
1889 in the Royal Conservatoire of Music, 
contains 60,000 volumes and prints, and 
5,000 musical manuscripts of the 17th— 
19th Centuries, many of extreme rarity. 

The Library is furnished with alphabetical 





form and subject sheaf catalogues of in- 
cunabula, prints, portraits, manuscripts 
and autographs.

The Library grew out of the intellec- 
tual renaissance which marked the 
middle of the 18th Century. In 1757 
the Empress Maria Theresa signalled 
her desire for the foundation of such 
an institution, but it was not until 
1763 that the mathematician Gregorio 
Fontana was summoned to Pavia as Pro- 
fessor and Librarian and entrusted with the 
Library’s foundation. His first concern 
was to collect the Acts of the principal 
European Academies, and to form from 
the Library of the Ghislieri College a 
nucleus of 12,000 volumes, which he opened 
to students as a public library. 

From the provisional premises in the 
Ghislieri College the Library was removed 
to the vast hall of the University building 
(on the right of the present entrance-hall), 
with its three intercommunicating reading- 
rooms, the first reserved for the public, 
the second for Professors of the Middle 
School and the third for University Pro- 
fessors. 

To the original collection were sub- 
sequently added accessions from the Court 
of Vienna (1773—74), from the Braidense 
Library of Milan, from the Haller Collection 
(1778), from the Library of Count Firmian 
and from the suppressed religious orders 
(1784). Its greatest additions, however, 
came to the Library in the 19th Century, 
from its share in the division of the libraries 
of the suppressed convents and from dona- 
tions and bequests. Among its most im- 
portant acquisitions during this period may 
be mentioned the library of the Architec- 
tural School; the P. V. Aldini manuscripts; 
the Prof. Moretti botanical library; the 
important Ticinese manuscripts of the 
historian Robolini; and the library of 
Prof. Alfonso Corradi, comprising 4,000 
volumes and 7,000 pamphlets on medical 
matters, in particular ancient medicine, 
and a further 6,000 volumes and 6,000 
pamphlets of general interest and especially 
rich in communal history. Valuable be- 
quests were the rare books from the 
library of the Marquis Belcredi; the Prof. 
Joseph Frank medical library ; the Prof. 
Marchesi architectural library; and the 
medical and historical library of Dr. Cap- 
soni. 

The Library has enjoyed intermittently, 
under the Cisalpine and Italian govern- 
ments and from 1816 to 1859 under the 
Austrian rule, the right to receive copyright 
reg This right was re-instituted in 
One 

Author and subject catalogues, and 
catalogues of periodicals and manuscripts, 
are in existence. 

Dr. Agata Lo Vasco, who joined the 
Library’s staff as Librarian in 1935 and 
was appointed Director in the following 
year, is a graduate of Milan University 
and a Diplomée in Paleography of the 


Milan State Archives. She was formerly 
Librarian of the Royal Brera Library of 
Milan and the Royal Estense Library of 
Modena. Dr. Lo Vasco is the author of

The Library, opened to the public in 
1742, was established until 1823 in an 
annexe of the astronomical observatory, 
being later transferred to the University 
building which it now occupies. 

Its nucleus was formed by the books 
bequeathed to the University by Pro- 
fessors Luigi Maria Baffini, Giuseppe Ave- 
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rani and others, and it was subsequently 
greatly increased by the State’s acquisition 
of the library of the archaeologist F. A. Gori 
(including works of G. B. Doni, Filippo 
Mariotti, Anton Maria and Salvino Salvini) 
and of those of Prof. Cristoforo Teodoro 
Verzani (1762) and Senator Marcello 
Malaspina (1763). Other important acquisi- 
tions were the Grand Duke Pietro Leopold’s 
gift of part of the Cesareo-Lotaringio- 
Palatina Library; the annexation of the 
library of the suppressed San Michele 
monastery of Pisa; and the donations of 
Prof. Francesco Albizi (1787), Mgr. Angelo 
Fabroni and Prof. Cesare Malanima. 

On its transference, in 1823, to the 
present building the Library was re- 
organised by Professor Giuseppe Piazzini, 
who greatly increased the number of its 
contents and left it, at his death, a valuable 
legacy. With it have been incorporated 
the libraries of the abolished Colleges of 
Philosophy and of Ferdinand, that of the 
suppressed Corporations, and, since 1873, 
the libraries of Professors Francesco Carrara 
and Michele Ferrucci, of Francesco Fran- 
ceschi, of Professors Lombardini, Antonio 
Feroci and Corridi and of the advocate 
Punta. 

The Library receives by law a copy of 
every publication issued in the Province.

named after Cardinal Niccold Forteguerri 
who in 1473 bequeathed his estate in 
trust for the constitution of a free edu- 
cational institution known as the ‘Pious 
House of Learning’. Within this a school 
was founded, subsequently transferred to 
the administration of the Commune, from 
the library of which, opened to the public 
in 1696, the present institution has grown. 
Until the middle of the 18th Century 
this was known simply as the ‘Library 
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of Learning”, taking 
the name of Forte- 
guerri in 1815 from the 
Liceo Forteguerri to 
which for some time 
it was attached. 

In its beginnings the 
Library was a modest 
collection, possessing in 
1706 2,147 volumes 
which by the end of 
the century had increas- 
ed to 7,000, its most 
notable accession during 
that period being the 
collection of the 15th 
Century humanist Soz0- 
meno. The donations of 
Francesco Canini (1830), 
Francesco M. Franchini 
Taviani (1839) and 
above all of Niccold 
Puccini (1852) gave an 
impetus to its development, while in the 
second half of the 19th Century it received, 
among other notable acquisitions, the Maz- 
zoni and Ciampi bequests, collections from 
the suppressed religious orders and books 
and manuscripts of Pietro Cantucci, of 
the Pistoian Academy, of Giuseppe Civini 
and of Giuseppe Ciantelli. By the end 
of the century its stock had risen to 25,000 
volumes. 

For the first quarter of the present 
century the Library made little progress, 
and it is only since 1924 that the present 
Director, Dr. Quinto Santoli, has given 
it a new impetus and raised it to its present 
importance, acquiring the collections of 
Attilio Gherardeschi (1925), Guido Maccid 
(1927), Ferdinando Martini (1929) and 
Alberto Chiapelli (1930). Important do- 
nations received during the same period 
are those of Pietro Lotti (1929), Arturo 
Linacher (1931), Ferdinando Martini (1931), 
Luigi Chiapelli (1931), Giuseppe Magrini 
(1935) and Peleo Bacci (1936).

The Library was founded by Alexander 
VII in 1661 and opened to the public 
in 1667.

The Library is the foundation of Cardinal 
Girolamo Casanate, who in 1698 left the 
sum of 160,000 scudi, together with his 
own collection of 50,000 volumes, to 
found a public library in the Dominican 
monastery of the Minerva. The building 
was finished, and the Library opened, 
in 1701, and, by the acquisitions of such 
libraries as the Castellana, Ricci, Riozzi, 
Paolini, Tolomei and Saliceti collections, 
the Library rose during the century to 
an eminence second only to that of the 
Vatican. From the second half of the 
century, under the librarianship of Father 
Audiffredi, dates the present collection 
of incunabula, while by his second Librarian, 
Father Schiara, were added such great 
collections as the Muratori, Rainaldi and 
Ughelli, as well as many manuscripts, 
notably Greek and Oriental. 

As the Library increased in renown many 
of the religious houses deposited with 
it their bibliographical treasures. 

During the revolutionary period the 
Library suffered some serious losses, and 
under the French domination it was 
declared municipal property and put under 
the authority of civil functionaries. Its 
rehabilitation was due largely to the 
wise administration of Father Giacomo 
Magno and by the modernisations carried 
out in the face of some opposition by his 
successor, Father De Ferrari. 

With the suppression of the religious 
orders in 1873 the fate of the Library for 
a time hung in the balance. Finally, in 1884, 
the Dominicans had to surrender it, and 
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the Government decided to maintain the 
Library as a separate foundation. 

Prof. Edoardo Alvisi, Director under the 
new régime, succeeded in regaining posses- 
sion of the Library’s full revenue. During 
his term of office were acquired a collection 
of 20,000 pamphlets and the famous library 
of Polish historical works presented in 
1888 by Prof. Arturo Wolynski. Modernisa- 
tions in construction and cataloguing were 
carried out under Ignazio Giorgi, Director 
1893—1923. 

The Library has always specialised in 
ecclesiastical, civil and Juridical history. 
Special collections, apart from those men- 
tioned above, include its large number 
of Roman governmental proclamations 
from 1500 to 1870 and the special music 
collection based on the Baini bequest. 

The former volume-catalogues of printed 
works, by author and subject, are now 
carried on in the form of card indices. 
Numerous separate catalogues exist for 
the special collections.

The Library was founded by the Pied- 
montese Government in 1857, a catalogue 
issued six years later listing 3,000 volumes. 
In 1864 fire destroyed it almost entirely 
and in 1870 such volumes as remained 
were transferred to the Ministry of the 
Treasury, in Rome. The number of its 
volumes rose to 15,000 by 1891 and to 
27,000 by 1900, and when, in 1923, the 
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Ministries of Finance and the Treasury 
were amalgamated, it was enriched by 
an additional 30,000 volumes, 5,000 pam- 
phlets and 200 periodicals. Moreover it 
subsequently acquired the libraries of 
the General-Directorates of the Treasury, 
of Customs and of Revenue. 

In 1923 also the Library was reorganised 
and Professor Gangemi appointed its Di- 
rector. 

The Library keeps abreast of foreign 
as well as Italian economic, financial and 
political literature, and contains sections 
of jurisprudence, history, sociology, banking 
etc. Notable features are its complete 
collection of Italian balance-sheets, includ- 
ing those of the former Italian states 
and of the principal state institutions ; 
its statistical section, occupying an entire 
room and comprising 3,000 volumes ; 
its legislation collection of 5,000 volumes, 
which may be considered to cover com- 
pletely the development of the legislation 
of Italy and of the former Italian states ; 
its complete collection of the reports of 
various governmental inquiries and of 
scientific academies and institutes; its 
collection of year-books, almanacks and 
calendars in the fields of economics, com- 
merce, industry, geography, etc.; and 
its large collection of periodicals, kept 
strictly up to date. 

Prof. Dr. Lello Gangemi, Director of 
the Library, was formerly Secretary of 
the Research Office of the General Con- 
federation of Industry (1920—22) and 
the Cabinet of the Minister De’Stefani 
(1922—25). After giving courses in Econo- 
mic Science and Political Economy and 
Legislation, he was appointed Lecturer, at 
Perugia University, in State Accountancy 
(1928—35) and Fascist History and Doc- 
trine (1933—34). In 1935 he was appointed 
Titular Professor of Financial Law and 
Science at the University of Camerino. 
of which University he is President of 
the Faculty of Jurispruderce. Dr. Gangemi 
is the author of numerous works on political 
economy in Italian and German. 

The Vice-Director of the Library, Prof. 
Walter d’Avanzo, First Secretary in the 
Ministry of Finance, is Assistant Professor 
of Civil and Private Law at Rome Uni- 
versity and the author of a number of 
monographs, mostly on Civil Law.

Although a foundation of the new cor- 
porative laws, the Library has a more an- 
cient origin in the library of the former 
Merchant’s University, converted into a 
chamber of commerce, arts and manufac- 
tures in 1800 and reorganised under state 
control in 1862. 

The Library collects works in the fields 
of economics, finance, industry, commerce, 
agriculture, syndico-corporatism and kind- 
red subjects. Among its notable collections 
are the Folio of the Chamber of Commerce, 
begun in 1850, the Acts of the Milan Cham- 
ber of Commerce from 1877, the collection 
of laws and decrees from 1800 to the pre- 
sent time, the Bolletino del Ministero di 
Agricoltura e Commercio from 1878 and 
L’Economiste Francais from 1879.

The Vatican Library is the library of 
the Popes, and its history therefore dates 
from the beginnings of the Roman Church. 
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St. Jerome speaks of a Romanae Ecclesiae 
chartarium, and there are many mediaeval 
references to a_ collection of records, 
sometimes called Archivum S. Petri. In 
1295, under Bonifacius VIII, the Library 
is known to have contained 443 works, 
of which 32 Greek manuscripts are believed 
to have come from the Emperor Frede- 
rick II’s collection. A number of volumes 
were dispersed after 1345, while many 
were transported to Avignon on_ the 
establishment there of the Holy See. 
Of these only a few were returned to 
Rome, though some manuscripts, _ still 
in the Palais des Papes in 1594 and acquired 
by a Borghese cardinal for his private 
library, were re-acquired by purchase as 
recently as 1902. 

The virtual founder of the present 
Library may be considered to have been 
the humanist Tomaso Parentucelli, who 
became Pope under the name of Nicholas V. 
He sent his agents to many European 
countries to collect bibliographical treasures, 
and, on the fall of Constantinople, invited 
the exiled Byzantine scholars to Rome 
to translate Greek classics into Latin 
for the papal library, thus introducing 
to Western Europe the works of Herodotus, 
Thucydides, Xenophon and Polybius. At 
his death in 1455, after only eight years 
in office, he left the Library the richest 
in all Italy. 

His successor, Sixtus IV, who was 


responsible for the introduction of the first 
printed works, disposed the Library on 
the ground floor of the pontifical palace 
and divided it into Greek, Latin, Reserved 
and Pontifical sections. During the next 
century, however, the Library outgrew 
this accommodation, and under Sixtus V 
a new building, cutting through the middle 
of Bramante’s tripartite courtyard, was 
erected (1587—89). 

Under Leo XIII the treasures of the 
papal archives were for the first time 
opened to research workers, and some 
60,0UU reference books assembled in the 
vast new Sala di Consultazione under his 
direction and by the industry of Father 
Ehrle. A new room for the study of 
manuscripts was provided by Pius X. 
The most important achievement, however, 
in the modernisation and enlargement 
of the Library, was the work carried 
out by Pius XI, who transformed the wing 
of the Bramante building, under the 
Lapidario, into a stack of six floors, with 
shelves capable of holding 800,000 volumes.

from the Avignon collection), Bar- 
beriniani (mostly collected by Car- 
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dinal Francesco Barberini, nephew 
of Urban VIII), Chisiani (collected 
by Fabio Chigi and later by Alexander 

II), Ferrajoli (bequeathed 1926), 
and Ruoli (288 volumes) and Jntroiti 
e esiti (88 volumes), both from the 
offices of the Roman Curia and 
concerned with 16th-Century history. 
An additional 11 collections are on 
permanent loan: the musical manu- 
scripts of the Sixtine Chapel, the 
archives of the Roman churches of 
S. Anastasia, S. Angelo in Pescheria, 
S. Maria in Cosmedin, S. Maria in 
Via Lata, S. Maria ad Martyres and 
S. Maria Maggiore, the De Rossi 
foundation and the Caetani famil 
archives. Besides other minor col- 
lections there is a small collection 
of papyri. 

2. Printed works. Incunabula number 
about 6,000, besides several hundred 
duplicates. Books printed after 1501 
are grouped in the Palatina section, 
containing 4,537 volumes from Heidel- 
berg, the Prima Raccolta, numbering 
7,990 volumes printed between 1501 
and 1609, and the Raccolta Generale, 
subdivided into 21 sections. Among 
special collections maintained sepa- 
rately are the Drammaturgia Allac- 
ciana play collection, the Capponi 
(3,210 volumes), the Cicognara (4,447 
volumes, 1825) collection of arts 
and antiquities, the Mai (10,485, 
1855), the De Rossi Miscellanea (1894), 
the Barberini (31,671 volumes, 1902 
the Rossiana (6,000 volumes, 1922), 
the Chigi (30,260 volumes, 1923), 
the Ferrajoli (40,300 volumes, 1926), 
the Ruffin (700 volumes, 1927) heraldic 
and genealogical collection, the Ros- 
Pigliosi (3,000 volumes, 1930) and 
the Caetani (5,000 volumes, 1935), 

The Library also administers cabinets 
of coins and medals and of engravings, 
the Museo Sacro and Museo Profano of 
the Vatican Museum, a laboratory for 
the restoration of manuscripts and a school 
of librarianship to which women were 
first admitted in 1937. 

Bona fide students in the fields of 
learning covered by the Library are 
admitted on suitable introduction. Ordinary 
readers, from lack of room, are excluded. 

Work has been in progress for over 
30 years on a multi-volume catalogue 
of manuscripts, of which some 35 volumes 
are so far issued or in course of printing 
or preparation. A card catalogue is also 
being compiled. For the incunabula there 
is a general alphabetical card-catalogue, 
while a printed catalogue is now being 
prepared by Father Tommaso Accurti. 
A qeonral recataloguing of other printed 
books by dictionary and systematic indices 
of printed cards is now in progress, the 
system being fundamentally that of the 
Library of Congress. 

Mgr. Giovanni Mercati, Cardinal Pro- 
tector and Librarian and Archivist of the 
Holy See, is a graduate of the Pontifical 


Gregorian University. As a young priest 
he became dottore of the Ambrosiana of 
Milan, and in 1898 entered the Vatican 
Library as Greek scrillore, succeeding to 


the librarianship in 1918. He is a Doctor ° 


honoris causa of Oxford University and 
a member of several academies. Among 
his publications are notes on Biblical, 
early Christian and Byzantine literature, 
and editions of a portion of Origen’s 
Exapla, discovered by himself, of an un- 
published Ordo ambrosianus and of a 
ply Ga of the Hypotyposeis of Clement 
of Alexandria ; and, together with Contardo 
Ferrini, editions of Patzes’ Librorum LX 
Basilicorum summarium (I—XI11), writings 
of Cardinal Isidorus the Ruthenian and 
photographic editions of Cicero’s De Re- 
publica, from a Vatican palimpsest, and 
the Biblical codex Vaticanus B (1209). 

The present Prefect, Dom Anselmo M. 
Albareda, is a native of Barcelona who 
came to Rome in 1913 from the Benedictine 
Abbey of Montserrat, where he later 
returned, having taken his academic de- 
grees, to teach literature and philosophy 
and to edit the Revista Montserratina. 
Returning to Rome in 1921 as a student 
of the school of palaeography established 
in the Vatican Archives, he shortly began 
a series of investigations in the main 
European libraries in order to establish 
a bibliography of the Rule of St. Benedict. 
As an investigator of Montserrat history 
he initiated the Analecta Montserratensia 
and published the following works: Manu- 
scrils de la Biblioteca de Montserrat (1917), 
La Congregacio Benedictina de Montserrat

In the 17th Century a small library ex- 
isted for the use of professors of the Uni- 
versity. In 1720, by the addition, by order of 
Victor Emmanuel II, of 10,000 volumes 
from the Ducal library, the present Library 
had its inception. A librarian was appointed, 
and the Library, established in the new 
University buildings, opened to the public. 

Its large manuscript collection, first 
catalogued in 1845 by the Abbot G. Pasini, 
was further enriched in 1845 by the acqui- 
sition, through the instrumentality of the 
Abbot A. Peyron, and with the authority 
of the Minister Prospero Balbo, of the 
priceless codices of the Bobbio monastery, 
suppressed under the French domination. 

The disastrous fire of 1904 destroyed 
almost completely the Oriental manuscripts, 
devastated the Italian and French found- 
ations and seriously damaged the Greek 
and Latin collections. 

The 61 Bobbio codi- 
ces, however, are still 
preserved.

In 1363 Francesco Petrarca presented 
his books to the Venetian Republic, but 
no attempt to found a library with them 
seems to have been made. The present 
Library had its origin in the collection 
of valuable Greek and Latin manuscripts 
presented by Cardinal Bessarione in 1468 
and housed in the ‘Old Library’ designed 
by Jacopo Sansovino. 

In the 15th and 16th Centuries the 
Library acquired the collections of the 
Contarini, the Reccanati, the Farsetti 
and the Nani, and during the next hundred 
years it received many additions from 
confiscated monastic libraries as well as 
two notable accessions, the precious Zeno 
collection of Italian literary works and 
the collection of the Abbot Jacopo Morelli.

On the establishment of Latvian inde- 
pendence the State Library was founded 
by the amalgamation of several private 
libraries and collections. In 1920 a public 
reading-room was opened and a students’ 
lending department instituted, pressure 
on space consequently necessitating the 
provision of new premises. The Library 
proper was installed in this second building 
in 1921, the lending department remaining 
in the original premises. 

The Library collects all publications 
appearing in Latvia, everything published 
in other countries on Latvian art, science 
and culture, and, as far as possible, general 
publications. It receives two deposit copies 
of every Latvian publication, one of which 
is loaned to the public 
and the other stored. 

In 1924 the Library 
ratified the Brussels 
international exchange 
convention of 1866, 
so that the necessary 
number of official or 
offically subsidised pub- 
lications is now re- 
ceived regularly. 

The Library’s most 
important section is 
the Latvian Depart- 
ment, containing as it 
does all the _ books, 
calendars, periodicals 
and miscellaneous pub- 
lications which have 
appeared in the Lettish 
language.

At its foundation the Library consisted 
chiefly of the collections of former mon- 
asteries closed during the Reformation. 
A great number of valuable incunabula 
were taken over from the Dominican con- 
vent of St. John and the Franciscan con- 
vent of St. Catherine, and to these were 
added bequests and gifts as well as books 
purchased or obtained by exchange. 

In 1553 the Riga Town Council allotted 
to the Library the refectory of the former 
monastery adjoining the cathedral. It 
remained here until 1891, when it was 
transferred to its present premises in the 
former town hall. 

The Library is encyclopaedic in character, 
with, among other special sections, import- 
ant Latvian, Russian and Baltic collec- 
tions.

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The valuable Library of the Riga Poly- 
technic, consisting of about 60,000 volumes, 
was evacuated to Russia during the War 
and was never returned to Latvia, so that 
the University Library had to be built up 
from the very beginning. By 1923 it already 
contained more than 40,000 volumes, 
thanks to the great efforts of those con- 
cerned and to the help received from the 
French universities, the City of Paris, the 
Society of the Friends of Latvia in London, 
the Swiss universities, the Finnish Scien- 
tific Society and the Modena Academy of 
Science.

Its creation was a formidable task, for not 
only had the cultural heritage of the 
country to struggle for existence under 
centuries of foreign domination but also 
the existing libraries, public and private, 
had been carried away by emigrés, sacked 
by invading armies, German, Polish and

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Russian, Bolshevik and anti-Bolshevik, 
their books burnt for fuel and their manu- 
scripts pulped for paper. 

The Library, however, was established, 
and under its first Directors, Professor 
Edward Volteris and Andrius Skema, a 
beginning was made by calling in what 
remained of the former Russian govern- 
ment libraries and the abandoned collec- 
tions of emigré landowners. From this 
nucleus, rich in many valuable books and 
documents, and from large collections ob- 
tained in Germany, America and other 
countries, an encyclopaedic collection was 
built up which is to-day the largest and 
richest in Lithuania. 

In addition to the Central Library some 
18 branch libraries have now been estab- 
lished in the more important towns and 
stocked with books, reviews and periodicals. 

The collections of Central and branch 
libraries are encyclopaedic in interest, with 
belles lettres predominating, forming 34 
per cent of the Central Library’s contents 
and 84 per cent of the contents of its 
branches. Literature in the original lang- 
uage, as well as in translation, has an 
important place. 

The Library and its branches are fully 
catalogued by author and subject and by 
the Dewey decimal system. 

M. Joseph Avizonis, the present Director, 
was born in 1882, studied at Jelgava 
gymnasium and graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Odessa. Forced by the Tsarist 
policy of Russianisation to abandon educa- 
tional work in his own country, he worked 
in Russia until 1922, when he returned to 
initiate pioneer national education in the 
new Lithuanian state, establishing and 
directing several gymnasiums and com- 
mercial schools. He was appointed Director 
of the Central State Library in 1935. 
M. Avizonis is also well-known as the 
=o of important literary and scientific 
works. 


Lithuanian Folklore Arehives.

Established by the 
Lithuanian Govern- 
ment, and administered 
by the Ministry of 
Education, the Archives 
have taken over, 
centralised and docu- 
mented the collections 
of all previous institu- 
tions. First considera- 
tion is being given to 
the arrangement and 
cataloguing of the 
collection, the publica- 
tion and analyses of 
which will be under- 
taken later. 

The Archives con- 
tain 84,000 song texts, 
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10,000 songs with their melodies, 12,000 
tales and legends, 39,000 proverbs and 
popular sayings, 24,000 riddles, 22,000 
items relating to spells, superstitions and 
folk-medicine and much other folklore and 
ethnographic material: in all 200,000 
items. In addition the phonographic re- 
cording of folk melodies was begun in 1935, 
and a folklore library has been established 
to collect and place at the disposal of 
research-workers Lithuanian and foreign 
publications. 

In 1935 the Archives started the serial 
ublication of Tautosakos Darbai (Folklore 
tudies), devoted to the study of the more 

valuable folklore material. Two volumes 
of this are published annually. 

The management of the Archives consists 
of a Director, appointed by the Ministry 
of Education, and an advisory board of 
specialists. There is a staff of five. 

Outside Lithuania the Lithuanian Society 
of Sciences in Vilna possesses a notable 
collection of folklore, comprising about 
10,000 songs, 4,500 tales and legends, 
21,500 proverbs and popular sayings, 5,000 
riddles, etc. Copies of these items are at 

resent being made by the Lithuanian 
“olklore Archives, so that before long all 
such material will be centralised in one 
collection.

The France of the Revolution, which 
made of Luxemburg the Department of 
Forests, created the Library as that of 
the Central School, of 
the collections of the 


former States, of the 
Jesuits and of the 
monastic libraries of 
Orval, Echternach, 
Munster, St. Hubert 


and Bonnevoie furnish- 
ing a nucleus of 9,273 


volumes and 224 ma- 
nuscripts. A French 
professor, Halle, was 
appointed first Lib- 
rarian. 

In 1802, however, 
the Government com- 


missars commandeered 
for the Paris National 
Library 84 of the most 
precious manuscripts, 
and 2,000 volumes were 
sold by auction. Two 
years later the post of 
Librarian was abotished 
and the collection allotted to the secon- 
dary school founded by Napoleon I. 

In 1815, after the Congress of Vienna, 
the Dutch Government replaced the second- 
ary school by a new institution known as 
the Athenaeum. The Library, transferred 
accordingly, remained in a state of complete 
disorder until 1818, when M. Clasen, first 
Town Librarian, began its inventorying 
and cataloguing. 

In 1848 the former Town collections 
were placed at the disposition of the State ; 
and in 1897, after the creation of other 
secondary educational establishments, the 
Library was finally declared National. 

Properly speaking the Library is scientific 
in character, but special circumstances, 
notably the absence of a municipal library, 


oblige it to cater for a large non-scientific 
public. Its policy has varied, also, with 
the vicissitudes in its history. It is strong 
in 16th and 18th Century works of theology 
and law, while the 19th and 20th Centuries 
are well represented in the historical field 
and the collection of modern philosophical 
works is extensive. Manuscripts date from 
the 9th Century and include notably the 
Dialogues of St. Gregory (9th Century), 
Pliny’s Natural History (11th Century), 
two precious 15th Century Books of Hours 
and many beautiful 13th—16th Century 
bindings. 

Apart from general alphabetical (slip) 
and subject (printed) catalogues, also 
catalogues of manuscripts and incunabula 
and yearly lists of new accessions are at 
the disposal of the public. 

The Library adheres to the International 
Lending Service and loans volumes notably 
to the libraries of Berlin, Bonn, Cologne, 
Frankfort, Munich, Brussels, Metz, Nancy, 
Strasbourg and Switzerland. 

Mr. Pierre Frieden, Director of the 
Library, is Professor of Philosophy at the 
Luxemburg Athenaeum and a member of 
the Paris Centre international de synthése. 
He is the author of Paul Bourgel, Mono-

It 
has a Music Department of 7,500 scores 
and 1,900 manuscripts with its own 
reading-room, accommodating 15 persons, 
and special collections of Norwegian maps, 
portraits and prospectuses. 

Most of the University Institutes possess 
special libraries, of which the most important 
are those of the collection of Northern 
antiquities, of the Chemical Laboratory, 
of the Astronomical Observatory, of the 
Museums of Natural Sciences and of the 
Geographical Institute. In addition each 
of the five Faculties possesses one or more 
reading-rooms with a reference library of 
over 4,000 volumes. 

Printed catalogues include annual biblio- 
graphies of deposited Norwegian literature, 
issued 1883—1926, and various special 
catalogues. There are also several manu- 
script inventories, and general and public 
slip-catalogues. A systematic catalogue is 
in course of compilation. 

Books are lent in co-operation with other 
libraries.

In the early ‘nineties 
a plan for the reorga-

Haakon Nyhuus, a former worker in 
the Newberry and Public libraries of 
Chicago. Under his direction the Library 
was completely replanned on American 
lines, and became the model for the modern 
public library movement in Norway. 

The main library moved in 1933 to a 
new building, designed by Nils Reiersen 
and containing a lending department, re- 
ference room, technical reading-room, 
children’s department and lecture hall as 
well as a special library for the blind. 
There are three branch libraries, two of 
which have their own buildings. 

The Library supplies the Oslo primary 
schools with books and with bibliographical 
instruction. 

Mr. Arne Arnesen was appointed Chief 
Librarian in 1913, since when he has 
raised the standard of the staff to one of 
high professional efficiency. Ha has written 
a number of papers and some books on 
library matters.

The Library was formed by the amalga- 
mation of three prior collections: the 
Library of the Norwegian Trade Intelli- 
gence Bureau (10,000 items), founded in 
1902, reorganised in 1919 and transferred 
to the Ministry of Foreign Affairs in 1924 ; 
the old collection of the Ministry (5,000 
volumes), reorganised in 1921; and the 
library of the Ministry of Agriculture 
(19,500 volumes and pamphlets), organised 
in 1920 and transferred to the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs in 1932. 

It is divided’'into two sections: the 
Law Section, the original library of the 
Ministry and exclusively a reference library 
for officials ; and the Technical and Com- 
mercial Section, which, besides being a 
reference library for officials of the Minis- 
tries of Foreign Affairs and Agriculture, 
is also open to the public. Books, other 
than those essential to the Ministries’ 
work, may be borrowed. 
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The Library is primarily interested 
in international law, foreign policy and 
diplomatic history, economics, trade and 
commercial policy, industrial development 
and agriculture. The collection is, however, 
still only a working one built up according 
to the needs of the moment. 

The collection is classified by the Dewey 
decimal system, with a dictionary card 
catalogue and a systematic shelf list for 
for the main library and author and 
systematic subject catalogues, as well 
as a shelf list, for the Law division.

The Jagiellonian Library is the oldest 
in Poland, taking its origin from the private 
libraries of University Professors and 
other collectors presented during the 15th 
and 16th Centuries.

The Library originated in that of the 
Jesuit College, founded in Lwéw in 1661. 
In 1772 this College was transformed into 
a University, and its Library increased 
by the addition of 11,000 volumes from 
the Garelli Library of Vienna. About 
30,000 volumes from sequestrated monastic 
collections, as well as a great number 
of manuscripts, documents and incunabula, 
were soon afterwards added. The greater 
part of the collection, however, was 
destroyed during the Austrian bombard- 
ment of the town in 1848, only 13,000 
volumes being saved. Private donations 
and governmental grants assisted the 
Library’s rehabilitation, its stock increasing 
to 35,000 volumes in 1853 and 70,000 
volumes in 1885. A _ notable _ private 
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donation at this time was the collection 
of 10,000 volumes presented by the cleric, 
D. Michael Formaniosz. 

Only in 1905, when the Library was 
transferred to its own modern building, 
was an adequate arrangement of its 
stock possible. This was the work of its 
late Director, Dr. A. Semkowicz. Shortly 
before the War the Zenowicz, Ambro- 
ziewicz, Weigel and Cossa libraries were 
incorporated, and also the valuable library 
of Prince Adam Czartoryski containing 
some 25,000 volumes. 

No damage was sustained during the 
War except gaps in the files of periodicals, 
now filled chiefly by generous gifts from 
France and the U. S. A., the medical 
and biological periodicals being provided 
by the Rockefeller Foundation. 

In 1938 the Library purchased the 
largest individual collection since its found- 
ation: the Count Joseph Koziebrodzski 
library of 6,500 volumes of manuscripts, 
incunabula and rare 16th—19th Century 
Polish prints. 

Alphabetical and systematic card cata- 
logues are maintained and a manuscript 
catalogue is in course of preparation. 
There is also a printed catalogue of periodi- 
cals, issued in 1936. 

Dr. Rudolf Kotula, a former student 
of the Universities of Lwéw, Graz, Berlin, 
Breslau, Munich and Innsbruck, entered 
the Library’s service in 1900 and was 
appointed Director in 1923, directing also, 
since 1915, the Count Baworowski Endow- 
ment Library in Lwéw. From 1907 to 
1913 he was a member of the committee 
of the Austrian Society for Library Science 
and since 1921 has been a member of the 
Lwow Scientific Society. Among his most 
important publications are Die Universildts- 
Bibliothek in Lemberg (1906), Polnisches 
Bibliothekwesen in Oslerreich (1913), Das 
Pflichtexemplar in Sitdpolen (1917), Biblio- 
teka W. hr. Baworowskiego we Lwowie

The origin of 
the Library was the former Kaiser Wilhelm 
Bibliothek, founded in 1902 from the old 
District Library and, since its object 
was the Germanisation of the Polish 
districts of Germany, enriched by gifts 
from many German libraries, learned so- 
cieties, publishers, official institutions and 
private donors. After the Polish insurrection 
and the expulsion of the Germans the

Library was annexed to the University 
of Poznan, being officially re-opened in 
1919 with Dr. Edward Kuntze, of the 
Jagiellonian Library of Cracow, as _ its 
first Director. 

Three urgent problems at this time 
presented themselves: the supplementing 
of the predominantly German books by 
classical and modern Polish works; the 
adaptation to the needs of the University 
of a library which was popular rather 
than scientific in character; and _ the 
creation of a new staff to replace the former 
German officials. By the help of Polish 
and foreign scientific societies, institutions 
and private donors, and by the enforcement 
of the copyright act securing the Library 
a deposit of every publication issued in 
Poland, the first two requirements were 
met, while Dr. Kuntze instituted a course 
in librarianship for the training of his 
new staff. 

The most important change in technical 
methods effected by Dr. Kuntze was 
the introduction of the ‘*‘numerus currens’’ 
system in the storehouse, thus saving 
much valuable space. Cataloguing im- 
provements were also carried out during 
his directorship. 

In 1927 Dr. Kuntze was succeeded by 
the present Director, Dr. Stefan Vrtel- 
Wierczynski, during whose term of office 
a number of important tasks have been 
accomplished: a central catalogue of the 
University institute libraries was initiated 
in 1929 in order to avoid duplication in 
acquisitions ; a central catalogue of perio- 
dicals in Poznan libraries was started in 
the same year; manuscripts were invent- 
oried and incunabula separated and form- 
ed into a special collection ; the reference- 
collections were reorganised, the out-of- 
date German volumes being replaced by 
modern Polish and foreign standard works ; 
a special periodical reading-room was 
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created in 1933 in a section of the lecture 
hall in order to relieve pressure on the main 
reading-room’s space ; in order to complete 
deficiencies in older books permission 
was obtained from the Minister of Edu- 
cation to requisition from the college 
libraries of Poznan their manuscripts, 
books printed in the 15th—18th Centuries 
and a selection of works printed between 
1800 and 1840; 17,400 volumes, among 
them 35 incunabula, and some rare maps 
and illustrated works being thus acquired ; 
work was begun on adaptating the cata- 
logues to the new uniform Polish rules 
enforced in 1934 ; anda system of duplicate- 
exchange inaugurated in 1935.

Of the Library of the University before 
its return from Lisbon to Coimbra no 
record remains, the earliest mention of 
the — Library being a letter of 
King John III to the Rector instructing 
him to acquire book-cases and to find a 
building for library purposes.

In 1835, on the sequestration of all 
monastic collections and their partition 
among the four great public libraries of 
Portugal, the brag Library received 
the collections of San Bento, Santa Cruz, 
Santa Rita and La Graga.

The Library possesses important collec- 
tions, mostly of 16th—18th Century works 
on law, theology, medicine and literature.

he building, begun in 1716 by decree 
of John V, is a sumptuous baroque construc- 
tion consisting of three vast halls decorated 
with carvings by Manuel da Silva and 
painted ceilings and cornices by Antonio 
Simoes Ribeiro and Vincente Nunes.

The Library was founded by Philip IT 
in the great monastery of El Escorial 
in the Sierra Guadarrama, designed by 
the architect Juan de Herrera. It was 
opened in 1576 with a stock of books 
collected by the King’s agents throughout 
Europe, and placed in charge of the monks 
of St. Jerome. 

Foundation collections were the King’s 
library of 2,000 volumes and the libraries 
of Juan de Paez and of Pedro Ponce 
de Leén, Inquisitor-General of the King- 
dom. The Library subsequently acquired 
the collection of Diego Hurtado de Men- 
doza, the most famous private library 
in Spain, that of Anténio Agustin, Arch- 
bishop of Tarragona, and the Greek and 
Arabic manuscripts of Muley Zidan. 

The disastrous fire of 1671, which 
raged for fifteen days, destroyed between 
3,000 and 4,000 of the manuscripts, besides 
printed books and catalogues. Further 
depredations were suffered during the 
Peninsular War, when the entire Library 
was removed to Madrid and lost some 
10,000 volumes before its restoration by 
Ferdinand VII. Nevertheless the manu- 
script collection is still notable, particularly 
in its collection of Byzantine and Patristical 
material. Special treasures are a 10th 
Century Codex Aureus, St. Augustine’s 
De Baplismo Parvulorum, said to be in 
his own hand, the original works of 
St. Teresa, a manuscript of St. Basil, 
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Escorial Library.

The Library 
owes its origin to 
the interest arous- 
ed in Sweden 
early in the cen- 
tury in the public 
library movement 
of Norway and 
Denmark, which 
countries had 
taken their impulse from the United States 
and Great Britain. It was _ established 
on the model of the Deichman Library 
in Oslo, by that time reorganised by 
Haakon Nyhuus on American lines. 
Dewey’s decimal classification and 
Brown’s lending system were adopted. 

At first the Library was administered by 
the Malm6 Lecture Association, which later 
developed into the Malmé Library and 
Lecture Association. It was chiefly sub- 
sidised, however, by the Malmé City Coun- 
cil, and in 1927 it became a municipal in- 
stitution. It serves as the Central Library 
for the county of Malméhus and has estab- 
lished 6 branches. 

While possessing no special collections, 
the Library is rich in works of popular 
science, Swedish and foreign humanities and 
Scandinavian history. 

Printed catalogues were issued in 1906 
and 1913, and yearly, of accessions, since 
1930. In addition classified, alphabeticat 
author and title, and subject catalogues 
are maintained on cards of international 
size, with separate alphabetical and classi- 
fied catalogues of the reference library and 
the travelling libraries. 

The organiser and first Chief Librarian 
of the Library was Hans Emil Larsson.

The Royal Library, the national library 
of Sweden, has traditions going back to 
the collections amassed in the 16th Century, 
from those of suppressed Catholic orders, 
by Gustavus Vasa and his successors in 
the Franciscan monastery on the Riddar- 
holman. Its history proper, however, 
begins under Gustavus Adolphus (1611— 
1632) and Queen Christina (1632—1654). 

At first the chief accessions were booty 
carried off from Germany and Austria 
during the Thirty Years’ War. Under 
Queen Christina large purchases of books 
and manuscripts were also made, but on 
her abdication the Queen took with her 
the most valuable part of the Library, 

which now forms the

partly by booty from

rarios of Gustavus III 
(15,000 volumes, 1792) and Gustavus IV 
(7,500 volumes, 1796). At the end of the 
18th Century the Library contained more 
than 30,000 volumes. 

Development in the 19th Century and 
after has centred round the efforts to 
create a Swedish national library. Already 
projected about 1800 by the Librarian 
P, Malmstrém, this idea took form in a 
library “Instruction” of 1877 by which the 
Library was organised as an independent 
government office. Thanks to the pro- 
gressive raising of its annual grant, and 
the strict enforcement of the copyright 
deposit law, the growth of the Library 
was very rapid. It also received a number 
of private donations and bequests, notably 
the v. Engestrém library of 15,000 volumes 
containing the remnants of several private 
17th Century archives (1864); the Drott- 
ningsholm and Gripsholm collections (1867); 
the library of the late King Charles XV 
and the Rosersberg collections (1873) ; 
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Royal Library, Stockholm. 


and the Ralamb collection, containing 
many old Swedish printed books previously 
missing in the Library (1878). 


Departments. 


A) Printed Books: 


1. The Department of Swedish Books 
collects as completely as possible all books 
printed in Swedish, in Sweden or abroad, 
and foreign works relating to Sweden. It 
is the largest and most complete collection 
of its kind in the country. 

2. The Department of Foreign Books 
collects mainly works in the fields of the 
humanities, archaeology and arts, philo- 
sophy, geography, history, political economy 
and law, while special libraries acquire 
scientific, technical and medical literature. 
French 18th Century literature, and English 
Elizabethan and post-Elizabethan drama, 
are well represented, and notable also are 
the Hamilton collection and the collection 
of Robinsonades. The 15th Century books 
number over 1,100. 

3. Special Collections are the G. Bergh- 
man collection of Elzevirs (2,377 volumes), 
perhaps the most complete in existence 
outside the Netherlands, and the A. E,. Nor- 
denskiéld collection of Japonica. 


B) Manuscripts : 


Among the old Swedish manuscripts 
the most important are the collections 
incorporated from the Antikvitetsarkivet, 
containing theological works from the 
Vadstena monastery and numerous ancient 
laws, mediaeval chronicles, etc. The collec- 
tion of old Icelandic manuscripts is second 
only to that of the Copenhagen University 
Library. Among more recent Swedish 
manuscripts are those of the Swedish 
authors C. M. Bellman, P. D. A. Atterbom, 


V. Rydberg, August Strindberg and Selma 
Lagerléf, and numerous letters, including 
the correspondence of C. C. Gjérwell 
(78 volumes), L. Hammerskéld and L, v. 
Engestrém. Of foreign manuscripts the 
most remarkable are the Codex Aureus, 
an 8th Century Gospel in uncial characters, 
once the property of Canterbury Cathedral, 
a 9th Century Sacramentary of the Sens 
diocese, the Gigas librorum, an enormous 
Rohemian manuscript from the 12th Cen- 
tury, several French mediaeval manuscripts 
and a number of exquisite manuscripts of 
the Italian renaissance. Separate collec- 
tions are the manuscripts of the v. Enge- 
str6m and Ralamb libraries. 

C) The collection of maps, prints and por- 
traits includes the De la Gardie collection 
of 16th and 17th Century engraved town 
views, comprising many prints of the 
greatest rarity and some unica. 

The present building, situated in the 
Humlegarden, was erected 1870—77 and 
the collections were finally removed in 
1878 from their old home in the Royal 
Palace, where the Library had _ been 
installed since 1768. Several reconstruc- 
tions have been made during the present 
century and in 1926—27 the building was 
considerably enlarged. It contains a read- 
ing-room with accommodation for 131 
persons and an exhibition room where 
15th and 16th Century books and bindings 
are on view. 

The Library is open gratuitously to 
students and others for purposes of research 
and reference. In certain circumstances 
books may be borrowed from the Library, 
which also forms a central exchange for 
inter-library loans. : 

In additions to numerous printed cata- 
logues of special collections printed works 
are catalogued, alphabetically and by sub- 
ject, on slips and on cards of international 
size, the latter registering only additions 
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from 1918 inclusive. 
For the manuscripts a 
subject catalogue on 
slips and an alphabet- 
ical register on cards are 
maintained, in addition 
to printed catalogues 
of special collections. 
Among the Librari- 
ans who have contri- 
buted to the progress 
of the Library may be 
mentioned the learned 
Gustaf Benzelstierna

Dr. Helge Almquist The State Ar- 

chives (Public 
Record Office of Sweden) is the central 
public authority for the archives of Sweden 
and an institution for the promotion of 
historical research. At the outset merely 
the archive of the King’s Chancery, as 
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Royal Library, Stockholm. The reading-room. 


such tracing its origins far back into the 
Middle Ages, it was not until the reign 
of Gustavus Adolphus that it was formally 
organised by Axel Oxenstierna (1618). 
Extensive organising and cataloguing was 
carried out during the 17th Century by 
Erik Runell Palmskiéld, but the burning 
of the Royal Palace of Stockholm in 1697 
destroyed a great part of the records and 
displaced the remainder. In the 1830's 
the statesman and civil servant Hans Jarta 
began his work of reorganising the archives 
with special attention to the scientific 
viewpoint, and in 1906 the Riksarkiv 
became the central authority for the 
archive administration of Sweden. 

In this capacity it superintends the 
provincial repositories, the Landsarkiv of 
Upsala, Vadsrena, Lund, Gothenburg and 
Haarnésand and similar institutions in 
Stockholm, Ostersund and Visty, all of 
which are the repositories of older records 
from local public authorities. Its function 
as the promoter of historical research is 
directly expressed in its activities, dating 

from the latter part of 
1 the 19th Century, as 
a scientific publishing 
centre. 

The Riksarkiv contains 
the records from the 
King’s Chancery. As 
part of the mediaeval 
material, however, was 
carried off to Denmark 
in the early part of the 
16th Century, and a 
great deal more des- 
troyed by a series of 
fires, including the great 
fire of 1697 mentioned 
above, few government- 
al documents remain 
from the Middle Ages, 
the great mass of mate- 
rial of this character 
beginning in the 16th 
Century. 
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A series of particular interest is the so- 
called Riksregistratur (entry books), official 
copies, in chronological order, of the rough 
drafts of practically all royal rescripts from 
1523 to the present day. The Riksarkiv 
also contains the records of Kings and 
Princes, as well as the private collections 
of such eminent Swedes as Axel Oxenstierna, 
Magnus Gabriel de la Gardie, Per Brahe, 
Carl Gustaf Wrangel, Carl Gustaf Tessin 
and other such famous men, forming thus 
an important contribution to the domestic 
and foreign history of the Swedish kingdom. 

Professor Helge Almquist, State Archivist 
since 1926, was formerly a Lecturer at 
Upsala University and was appointed 
Professor of History at the University of 
Gothenburg in 1915. In the field of historic- 
al research he is well-known for his work 
in the study of the political relations 
between Sweden and the Slavonic peoples, 
of the period of the great Northern war and 
of municipal history. His publications in- 
clude A History 
of Sweden under 
the Wasa Dy- 
nasty (1922) and 
History of Gothen- 
burg 1619—1718 
(1929 and 1935).

From 1818 to 1866 the Library received 
compulsory copyright deposits of all public- 
ations issued in Sweden. An arrangement 
for the exchange of publications, concluded 
in 1779 with the Royal Society of London, 
was extended to 260 institutions in 1867, 
to 558 in 1893, and by 1935 the Academy 
was in correspondence with 1,127 learned 
institutions all over the world. 

An important special collection is the 
Bergianska, some 5,300 volumes belonging 
to the brothers Bengt and Peter Jonas 
Bergius, deposited in 1791. The Manuscript 
Collection includes papers and letters of 
Berzelius, Linnaeus, Bernoullis, Swedenborg, 
N. Collins and B. Berg, the last-named 
comprising 20 volumes of correspondence. 
Thereis also anotable collection of portraits. 

Dr. A. Holmberg, who succeeded to the 
Librarianship in 1932, has reorganised the 
cataloguing system, preparing a shelf-list 
and an alphabetical catalogue, initiating a 
systematic catalogue and preparing in- 
ventories of the special collections.

The University Library is not comparable 
with those of Upsala and Lund, but it is 
adequately complemented by the Royal 
Nobel Institute and other ofticia! libraries 
which possess all that special literature

versity. When the hoped- 
for building for the 
humanistic faculty be- 
comes an accomplished 
fact it is intended to 
collect the 100,000 vol- 
umes owned by the Uni- 
versity, and scattered 
throughout various fa- 
culties and institutes, 
and deposit them there 
as a Central Library. 

The volumes that 
will constitute this 
library consist of gifts 
from the Swedish Aca- 
demy in 1873, from 
the University Libraries 
of Copenhagen and Oslo, 
the Royal Libraries of 
Stockholm and Copenhagen, and from 
various government offices, publishers and 
private persons in Sweden. 

At present the office of the University 
exchange and lending library is accommod- 
ated in the humanistic library.

It contains a con- 
tinuous record of par- 
liamentary proceedings 
and a collection of 
works relating to law, 
political science, admin- 
istration, national eco- 
nomy, national welfare 
and nutrition. It re- 
ceives acompulsory copy 
of all official publica- 
tions of the Swedish 
state and maintains an 
exchange service with about 20 important 
foreign parliamentary libraries. 

A printed author and subject catalogue 
incorporates all additions to the Library 
until 1927, supplementary volumes for 
later accessions being issued from time to 
time. 

The Parliamentary Archives, which are 
under the administration of the Library, 
contain the minutes of the proceedings of 
both Houses since 1809 and all important 
documents relating to the constitution 
and legislation of Sweden.

The foundation collections of this famous 
medical library were those of Professor 
A. J. Hagstro6mer, Casten Ronnows, A. Back, 
E. Salomon and D. Schulz vonSchulzenheim. 
In 1849 it received the medical collection, 
numbering some 800 volumes, of the Aca- 
demy of Sciences and at the same time it 
began to receive foreign publications and 
medical theses. 

Other notable accessions during the 
century were the Anders Retzius collection 
(760 volumes), the Huss collection (2,000

volumes, 1880) and Professor Wising’s 
collection of periodicals, numbering 1,400 
items (1890); the Nadenson ophthalmo- 
logical collection of 2,200 volumes and 
2,000 pamphlets; and 200 volumes and 
14,000 pamphlets, mainly devoted to ana- 
tomy and anthropology, presented by 
Gustave Retzius. 

Towards the end of the Century the 
Library made arrangements to receive 
duplicates from the Medical Society of 
King’s County, Brooklyn, and the State 
Library of Aarhus (Denmark).

The Library, de- 
voted to architecture, chemistry, che- 
mical, civil, electrical, radio and mechani- 
cal engineering, mining and metallurgy, 
contains the largest collection of technical 


literature in Sweden with the exception 
of that of the Royal Patent Office. It was 
founded in 1826 as the Library of the 
Royal Institute of Technology, its nucleus 


being the collection of 800 volumes from ° 


the School of Mechanics, founded in 1798 
in association with the Royal Chamber of 
Models, based in its turn on the collections 
of the famous engineer Christoffer Polhem, 
initiated in 1696. 

In 1930, when the Library moved into 
its present building, its stock comprised 
about 60,000 volumes, 22,000 theses and 
pamphlets, 250 maps and over 500 volumes 
of manuscripts, notable among special 
collections being the books and manuscripts 
of the Falun Mining School, transferred in 
1868 and containing many rare books and 
manuscripts of the 16th—18th centuries, 
rare old manuscript maps of Swedish mines 
and canals, designs and calculations of 
Polhem, Carl von Linné’s Vulcanus doci-

masticus and the correspondence of Jonas 
Bagge (over 10,000 items); and the Carl 
Nystrémer library (2,000 volumes) of works 
on hydraulics, sanitary engineering and 
road, railway and bridge construction. 
Since 1930 the Peter Klason (chemistry), 
Klas Sonden (hygiene and _ bacteriology) 
and Swedish Radio Clubs collections have 
been presented to the Library, while de- 
posits include the libraries of the Photo- 
graphic Association, the Building Associa- 
tion of Stockholm and about 16,00 theses 
and reprints dealing with physics and 
chemistry deposited by the Royal Swedish 
Institute for Engineering Research. 

The present Library building, built to 
the designs of Erik Lallerstedt at a cost 
of 513,000 crowns, has a floor-area of 
2,140 square metres and a shelf-capacity 
of 5,000 metres. Provision has been made 
for future extensions in view of the fact 
that the Library, besides serving the 
University, also acts as the central technical 
library of Sweden. 

Apart from printed catalogues of acces- 
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sions from 1826—1913 
and a bound manu- 
script catalogue formed 
by the yearly journals 
of accessions from 1826 
onwards, alphabetical 
author, and alphabeti- 
cal and classified sub- 
ject card catalogues are 
maintained. The system 
in use is a modification 
of that of the Lib- 
rary of Congress, a 
complete set of whose 
ecards is deposited with 
the Library.

The Library was founded by Gustavus 
Adolphus, who incorporated with it the 
collection of the old Franciscan monastery 
of the Gramunkeholmen in Stockholm, 
containing the famous libraries of Hogen- 
skild Bielke and King Sigismund. Enriched 
during his life with war booty brought 
from Riga, Braunsberg, 
Frauenburg, Wiirzburg, 
Mainz, Olmutz, Prague, 
Posen, Wilna and Cra- 
cow, at his death the 
Library contained 1,000 
volumes. It was arrang- 
ed by Laurentius Tolf- 
stadius, appointed 1638. 

Chief accessions dur- 
ing the 17th Century 
were the 65 manu- 
scripts of De la Gardie, 
Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity, including the 
world-famous Gothic 
translation of the Bible 
of Bishop Ulfilas and 
many of the Icelandic 
sagas; and the print- 
ed books of Magnus 
Gabriel De la Gardie 
and the library of 
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Claes Ralamb, both presented by Charles 
XI. In the following century the manu- 
script collection received rich additions of 
Swedish, Greek, Oriental and Slav manu- 
scripts and of historical papers, including 
all the papers of George III, left with the 
Library to be opened 50 years after his 
death; the only important accession of print- 
ed books, however, was the Cronstedt lib- 
rary, given by Gustav III as Crown Prince. 

With the turn of the century gifts 
began to multiply, the Library receiving 
at this time the Nordin, Fleming and 
Jonas Halleberg collections, the Ascheberg, 
Meyerfelt and Sparre family papers and 
the archives of the Oxenstierna Barons. 
In1811 the University’s grant was increased, 
in 1834 a grant was obtained from the 
State and in 1841 the Library moved 
into its present building, the ‘Carolina 
Rediviva”. Accessions received after this 
transference included the Westin bequest 
(22,000 volumes, 1881), the Wackerbath 
library of over 43,000 volumes (1885), the 
Oriental manuscripts and printed books 
presented to King Oscar II on the occasion 
of the Oriental Congress held in Stockholm in 
1889, the law library of M. Bergfalk (1890) 
and 387 Oriental manuscripts purchased 
from F. R. Martin (1895). 

The chief treasures of the manuscript 
collection are the Codex Argenteus (the 
Gothic Bible mentioned above) and the 
Edda of Snorre Sturleson, both from the 
De la Gardie collection. The important 
map collection is based on the 5,000 items 
presented in 1813 by Count C. D. Gyllen- 
borg, augmented in 1881 by the Westin 
gift of 68 large portfolios. 

In addition to the 11 principal printed 
catalogues an alphabetical catalogue of 
printed works and a summary inventory of 
manuscripts are maintained in manuscript 
form, while card catalogues have been 
in use since 1911. 

As one of the copyright deposit libraries 
of the state the Library is open to the 
public. Reciprocal loans are granted.

Founded contemporarily with the Uni- 
versity, the Library’s early development 
was hampered by lack of funds. It received 
some assistance from the monastic and 
endowment libraries of the city, and after 
the Reformation was enriched by the 
acquisition of a number of sequestrated 
monastic collections, notably that of the 
Carthusians. The Amerbach and Dr. Remi- 
gius Faesch museums, With their libraries, 
were incorporated in 1661 and 1823 respec- 
tively.

The centralisation of Swiss culture was 
only possible after the Federal Constitution 
of 1848, and it was not until the end of 
the century that general national institutes 
of science and art were established: the 
National Museum in 1893 and the National 
Library in 1895. 

One of the first duties of the Library 
was to collect all publications which had 
appeared in Switzerland since the creation 
of the Confederation, as well as_ those 
concerning Switzerland or written, published 
or printed by Swiss. The Library developed 
with extraordinary rapidity, receiving many 
gifts and donations and acquiring such 
large collections as the Friedrich Staub 
(Swiss dialects) and Professor Hérmann 
(Rheto-Romance) libraries. Larger pre- 
mises soon became essential, and in 1900 
the Library was reopened in a new building, 
designed to house also the National Archives. 

The scope of the Library, which in 1911 
was extended to include works prior to 
1848, assumed increasingly greater pro- 
portions. To printed books were added 
prints, maps, posters, photographs and 
music. Works by or about Swiss abroad, 
such as Rousseau, Pestalozzi, General 
Haldimand, Wéolflin, Fritz and Paul Sara- 
sin, Professor Piccard, form another exten- 
sion, making about one third of the entire 
Swiss literary production, while another 
important branch of the Library’s activities 
is the collection of works by foreigners 
who resided or took refuge in Switzerland 
and published their books there; _ these 
are all collected in the National Library, 
headed by Calvin, Erasmus, Voltaire, 
Byron, Kleist, and so on up to Mazzini, 
Wagner, Nietzsche, Lenin and Romain 
Rolland. To the same category belong 
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Swiss National Library, Berne. South Front and Main Entrance. 


also those foreign works printed or pub- 
lished in Switzerland, and certain foreign 
works edited, annotated or illustrated by 
Swiss. 

In 1931 the Library, which had long 
outgrown its space accommodation, was 
installed in a magnificent new building 
of steel and glass with an_ eight-storey 
book-store, well-lit reading rooms and 
terrace, picture and exhibition galleries 
and two wings to provide for future 
expansion. Following the _ transference 
munificent donations of foreign books 
considerably increased the Library’s im- 
portance, notable gifts being the F. J. 
Liithi collection of Bibles in over 300 
languages, the Gerster and Kundig poster 
collection and the priceless Liebeskind 
music library including works by Gluck, 
Haydn and Ditters von Dittersdorf. 

The Library is the bibliographical centre 
of Switzerland, and from 1928 has also 
undertaken a complete card catalogue 
of the Swiss libraries. 

Dr. Marcel Godet, son of the well-known 
author Philippe Godet and a _ graduate 
of the universities of Paris, Berlin, Halle 
and Munich, was appointed Director of 
the National Library in 1909 after serving 
as Librarian to King Charles I of Rumania 
and to Carmen Sylva. The present General 
Catalogue of Swiss Libraries and the new 
library building are in a large measure 
due to his efforts, as well as the foundation, 
in 1920, of the Swiss Popular Library, 
of which he has been Managing Director 
since 1928. President from 1924 to 1928 
of the Union of Swiss Librarians, Dr. 
Godet has been a member since 1924 of 
the League of Nations Commission of 
Experts and of the Institute for Intellectual 
Co-operation, while as Vice-President of 
the International Association of Librarians 


he presided over the committee meetings 
at Avignon (1933), Madrid (1934) and 
Warsaw (1936), being elected President 
at this last meeting. He edited the Index 
Bibliographicus (1925), contributed to the 
Historical- Bibliographical Dictionary of 
Switzerland and is the author of La Biblio- 
théque nationale suisse, son histoire, ses 
collections, son nouvel édifice (1932).

The Library was founded during the 
Reformation, when the former monastery 
of the barefoot monks was converted into 
a grammar school, brought, in 1545, under 
the supervision of the Senatus Academicus. 
Receiving government subsidies in the 
18th Century, and in 1788—91 moving 
to a new building designed by Antoine 
and Sprungli, the Library acquired during 
the 19th Century the ecclesiastical library 
of the Commune, the medical library of 
the College of Physicians and a number 
of other academic collections. In 1803 
it was amalgamated with the old library 
of the municipality.

The Library was founded contemporarily 
with Calvin’s Academy and was at first 
placed under the supervision of the eccles- 
iastical authorities.

The Library is formed from a number of 
earlier foundations: the old Civic Public 
Library (later Municipal Library), founded 
in 1629; the libraries of the Society of 
Natural Sciences (1746), the Medico-Sur- 
gical Society (ca. 1780), the Juristic Society 
(1823) and the Society of Antiquaries

The nucleus of the former Imperial 
Public Library was the collection formed 
in Warsaw by the Counts Zaluski, pre- 
sented to the nation in 1740 and formally 
opened in 1748. This consisted mostly 
of Polish and western European works, 
together with manuscripts and incunabula 
from monastic collections. On the capture 
of Warsaw in 1794 the library, already 
reduced by neglect and pilferings from 
400,000 to 250,000 volumes, was confis- 
cated by Russia and given by the Empress 
Catherine the Great in charge of S 
Popov, Councillor of State, with instructions 
to form a Russian National Library with 
the addition of all Russian books published 
since 1764 and various government col- 
lections such as the Voltaire and Diderot 
libraries. 

The death of the Empress in 1796 was 
a serious setback to the Library’s develop- 
ment, and it was only in 1902, with the 
appointment of Count Alexander Stroganov 
as Director, that a serious start was made 
on moving the books into the new building, 
classifying and cataloguing. Delayed by 
the Napoleonic invasion, the formal opening 
of the Library took place in 1814 under 
Stroganov’s successor, Olenin, by whose 
agency the Library was placed under 
the administration of the Ministry of 
Education and assured of a fixed grant 
and the privilege of copyright deposit. 
Olenin was also responsible for drawing 
up staff, organisation and budget systems 
for which he obtained imperial sanction. 

The great — in the history of the 
Library was Count Modest Andreivitch 
Korf, Director from 1849 to 1872. He 
secured an increase inits grants, introduced 
shelving and cataloguing rules which re- 
mained in force until the end of the imperial 
régime and, by his reconstruction of the 
building and exhibition arrangement, suc- 
ceeded in popularising the Library and 
making it for the first time a genuinely 
public institution. Moreover he publicised 
it throughout the learned world, while 
the accessions during his term of office 
— 343,421 printed works, 11,485 manu- 
scripts and autographs, 29,632 prints and 
photographs, 7,016 scores and 1,755 maps 





and plans — raised it in strength to a place 
second only to that of the Bibliothéque 
Nationale of Paris. Under Korf the Lib- 
rary became the responsibility of the 
Ministry of the Imperial Court, returning 
to the Ministry of Education under his 
successor Delianov. 

Among the most important accessions 
during the 19th Century were the 400 
manuscripts and 8,000 autographs smuggled 
out of France by Dubrovsky in 1805 and 
now kept as a_ special collection ; the 
manuscripts and incunabula of Count 
Viazmitnov (1829); the manuscripts brought 
back from the wars with Persia and 
Turkey ie the Pogodin library 
(1852); 51 manuscripts of the 5th to 9th 
Centuries purchased in 1856 from Con- 
stantin Tischendorf, together with a further 
100 Oriental manuscripts subsequently 
collected by him and including the Codex 
Sinaiticus recently bought by the British 
Museum ; the Greek, Russian and Oriental 
manuscripts bought in 1883 from Bishop 
Porfirij; and the Codex N., presented 
by Nicholas II in 1896. Since the revolution 
the Library, while having returned to 
Poland by the Treaty of Riga all but 
2,000 of the 13,000 Polish manuscripts 
forming its original collection, has been 
greatly enriched by confiscated collections 
of the imperial family, emigrés and reli- 
gious houses. 

Apart from its manuscript collections, 
second only to those of the Bibliothéque 
Nationale and first in the world in Slavonic 
and Near Eastern manuscripts, the Library 
has sections of works printed in Russian, 
of books in Church Slavonic, of books 
in the Russian language printed at the 
time of Peter the Great, of Russica, of 
books in Oriental languages, of incunabula, 
Elzevirs and Aldines, and the Voltaire 
library. 

The original building, enlarged by Korf 
with a reading-room of 250 seats, modelled 
on that of the British Museum Library, 
and a newspaper and periodical reading- 
room, the first of its kind in Russia, was 
supplemented in 1901 by a new building 
with its own large reading-room. Works 
on mathematics, law, philosophy and 
polygraphy were transferred here, the 
space vacated in the old building being 
given over to the manuscript department 
and the old Russian section. 

A new subiect catalogue was begun in 
1931, a class catalogue of foreign books 
having existed since 1928.

The Library, the oldest provincial public 
library in ussia, owes its foundation 
to the initiative of A. Leveschine, proprietor 
of the Franco-Russian Journal d’Odessa, 
who turned over the surplus funds of 
the journal for its establishment, enlarged 
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its original stock of 5,000 volumes by 
assing on review copies of books and 
journals, and, while Governor of Odessa, 
secured for it the copyright deposit of 
all publications printed there. 

At the same time the Librarian, N. 
Mourzakevitch, arranged for the deposit 
of publications of a number of academies 
and learned societies; an example which 
was followed by many libraries in Russia 
and elsewhere. Thenceforward the Library 
assumed a definitely learned character 
and increased rapidly in size and renown. 

In 1907 its stock of 107,000 volumes 
was moved into a new building, considered 
at that time the best-appointed in Russia. 
Space was considered adequate for a 
century’s growth, but the enormous number 
of books acquired after the revolution 
— from 1917—22 their number’ was 
estimated at 300,000 — have caused it 
already to outgrow this accommodation. 
These books were partly collected from 
the homes of emigrés by the People’s 
Commissariat for Education, partly pre- 
sented direct by their owners, as, for 
example, the rich collection of editions 
de luxe belonging to Count Tolstoy. 
One of the most interesting collections 
acquired as this time was that of the 
former secret police (‘‘Okhranka’’). 

Since the revolution the Library has 
been divided into sections of accessions 
and cataloguing ; book stacks ; circulation 
and bibliographical information; rare books 
and manuscripts; local history; and 
the Marxist and Leninist collection. In 
1929 its copyright deposit privilege was 
extended to all publications issued in 
the U.S.S. R. 

Since 1927 the old catalogue cards 
have been replaced by printed cards 
issued by the Russian and Ukrainian 
Central Book Chambers. From these are 
compiled author and subject catalogues 
as well as catalogues of books printed 
in Odessa, books in the Ukrainian language, 
duplicates and desiderata.

Dr. Mate Tentor 
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The oldest. largest and richest in Yugo- 
slavia, the Zagreb University Library, so 
called since 1874, had a much older founda- 
tion in the libraries of the Museum, the 
Juridical Faculty, the Royal Academy of 
Science (founded 1776). and the Jesuit 
College (founded 1606). Besides serving 
the University it is a public and national 
institution, and has received copyright 
deposits in this capacity since 1816, being 
opened to the public three years later. 

Among private donations of major im- 
portance were those of Countess Eleonore 
Patatié (2,677 volumes, 1818 and 1835), 
Count Carl Sermage (584 volumes), Count 
Ludwig Sermage (859 volumes) and Baron 
Ozegovi¢. Other important collections were 
acquired by purchase, after the constitution 
of the present Library: among them, all 
in 1893, Migne’s Patrologiae cursus com- 
pletus (388 volumes) the library of the 
Croat Ban Count Nikolaus Zrinski (526 
volumes) and the Ljudevit Gaj collection 
of 16,000 books, 700 manuscripts and some 
thousands of letters. 

Special treasures of the manuscript and 
incunabula collections are the Fungi Slavo- 
nici of Baron von Neustiidter, Le ban 
Jellaéié et les Croates, the Chronicle of 
Thomas Archidiaconus (16th Century), the 
15th Century Codex Hilarii De Sancta 
Trinitate from the library of King Mathias 
Corvinus, the glagolithic missal of 1483, 
the oldest Croat printed book, and numerous 
works in Croat, Bosnian-Cyrillic, Serbian- 
Cyrillic, Slovene, Slavonian and Dalmatian. 

In 1919 a Graphic Collection was added 
under the direction of Dr. A. Schneider. 
Based on the J. W. Valvasor collection 
of works by Diirer, Schongaues, Boham, 
Altdorfer, Duvet, Callot and others, and 
enlarged by the addition of old and modern 
Yugoslav works, it now numbers some 
14,000 items, with a reference library of 
950 volumes. 

The Library has a lending department, 
a reading-room with 260 seats and a store 
capable of accommodating 500,000 volumes. 
Books are arranged according to the Lipp- 
mann system and classified by the numerus 
currens plan. Catalogues are on cards: 
alphabetical (in duplicate), systematic and 
topographical, separate systematic cata- 
logues also existing for special subjects. 

Dr. Mate Tentor, Director of the Library 
since 1927, was born at Cherso, in Italy, 
and studied at the Cherso public school, 
the Croat grammar schools in Fiume and 
SuSak and the University of Vienna. 
Formerly a middle-school teacher in Dub- 
rovnik, Zara, Split, Kastav and Abbazia, 
and Professor in SuSak from 1919 to 1926, 
he is the author of Der ¢akavische Dialekt 
der Stadt Cherso in Jagié (in Archiv [tr 
slavische Philologie, 1909), Pismo i poslanak 
alfabeta (Letters and derivation of the 
alphabet 1931) and Latinsko i slavensko 
pismo (Latin and Slav letters) (1932).

Acadia University had no Library until 
1841, when a Presbyterian minister, the 
Rev. John Sprott, donated three books 
as the nucleus of a collection. Two years 
later W. S. DeWolfe left a legacy of 
£1,000 to the new foundation, and sub- 
sequently money and books were collected 
in the United States and in England. 

Salvaged from the fire which in 1877 
destroyed the college building, the Library 
was allotted a room in the new building 
completed in 1879. Its progress was 
slow, though a card index was introduced 
in 1884 and a regular Librarian appointed 
in 1904. In 1910, hovewer, it was decided 
to reorganise the Library. Miss Jean S. 
Haley was appointed Librarian and in 
four years raised the stock to 16,000 vol- 
umes completely catalogued by the Dewey 
Decimal System. A stone Library building 
was opened in 1915. 

Important accessions have been the 
Eric Dennis collection of Canadiana (10,000 
volumes and pamphlets), purchased in 
1917; the John D. Logan collection of 
Canadian Literature, presented in 1918: 
the William Inglis Morse collection, begun 
in 1926; and purchases made from the 
Carnegie Foundation of $ 15,000 (1932—35). 

Extension service has recently been 
introduced through a system of travelling 
libraries and a special library for Baptist 
ministers circulated by mail. 

Miss Mary Kinley Ingraham, graduate 
of Acadia University and diplomée of 
Simmons College Library School, formerly 
a schoolteacher in Nova Scotia and the 
United States, was appointed Librarian 
in 1917, receiving in the following year 
the additional appointment of Instructor 
in Library Science. Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Maritime Library Institute and 
Editor of its Bulletin, she is the author 
of stories, sketches, verse and essays 
published in various magazines and news- 
papers and the literary editor of The 
Religious Life of Acadia, by A. C. Chute 
and W. B. Boggs (1933).

A valuable collection of books presented 
to the Central Hindu College by the 
late Prof. P. K. Telang and subsequently 


‘enriched by the late Dr. Annie Besant 


passed into the hands of a Library Com- 
mittee on the establishment, in 1916, 
of the Benares Hindu University and 
formed the nucleus of the present Library. 
Grants were received from the University, 
from the United Provinces Government 
and from the private donors Seth Jamna 
Lal Bajaj and Seth Bhairava Das Ish- 
warchand, while gifts of books included 
the Sanskrit collection of Seth Roormal 
Goenka ; the law collection of Rai Bahadur 
Pt. Baldeva Ram Dave, added to by 
Rai Baij Nath and Pt. Moti Lal Nehru: 
the general library (5,000 volumes) of 
the late Justice Sir Asutosh Chaudhury 
and 1,500 French books presented by his 
brother, Premath Chaudhury; and the 
Purshottam Vishram Mawiji collection of 
works on history and fine arts, and éditions 
de luxe, presented by the Kanji Mulji 
Charitable Trust. 


The manuscript collection was formed 
with a gift of 1,000 Arabic, Persian and 
Urdu manuscripts belonging to the late 
Lala Sri Ram Tandon, who also bequeathed 
a valuable art collection containing old 
Persian paintings and works of the Mughal 
and Rajput schools. 

The Library receives the official publi- 
cations of the Indian~and_ Provincial 
Governments, ‘of several Indian States 
and of the Smithsonian and Carnegie 
Institutions in the United States.

The University Library consists of the 
General Library, various seminary libraries 
and the Science Library. The nucleus of the 
General Library was a collection of 18,000 
volumes from the library of the Dacca 
College, founded in 1841 and succeeded 
in 1921 by the University. These included 
the Sanskrit and spiritualist works present- 
ed by the late Rai Bahadur Kaliprasanna 
Ghose. Later valuable donations were the 
Arabic and Persian books presented in 1923 
by Dr. A. F. Rahman ; the Carnegie Endow- 
ment’s donation of works on history, govern- 
ment and international relations (1926) ; 


‘the Siddqui collection of 1,000 items in- 


cluding 25 commentaries on the Koran, 
over 60 books on Hadis and Fiqh and num- 
erous works on Sufism (1927); the philo- 
sophical collection of the late Dr. P. K. Roy, 
presented by his widow in 1932; and Sir 
Jadunath Sarkar’s gift of rare Portuguese 
books on Portuguese colonisation in India 
during the 15th and 16th Centuries. 

The Sanskrit Manuscripts Section was 
started in 1925 and has received notable 
gifts from Kristo Das Acharya Chaudhury, 
Tarachand Bhattacharya and Satis Chandra 
Ray, the last-named presenting his life- 
time’s collection of Vaisnava lyrics. The 
earliest manuscript, a part of Padma Pu- 
rana, dates from 1389. A committee for the 
collection of Arabic, Persian, Urdu and 
Punthi manuscripts was formed in 1928. 

The General Library, while strictly 
speaking designed for the use of University 
members, functions also as a public library, 
any bona fide reader being admitted on 
suitable recommendation. Its reading-room 
provides accommodation for 150 persons, 
a special room being set aside for teachers, 
research students and women. The Science 
Library, opened in 1922, contains 10,000 
volumes and receives some 70 journals, 
while the seminary libraries, providing a 
lending service in the various departments 
of the University, each contain about 6,000 
volumes. 
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The classification 
method is a_ modifi- 
cation, introduced by 
F. C. Turner, Librarian 
1921—1922, of the 
Dewey decimal system.

The efforts of Dr. Joseph Chasanowicz. 
who devoted himself more than forty 

ears ago to the establishment of a Jewish 

‘ational Library in Jerusalem, laid the 
foundations of the present institution. 
By 1920 30,000 books had been collected, 
and at the present time, with its stock 
of some 312,000 volumes, it is the largest 
library in the Near and Middle East. 

The Library has special sections of 
Hebraica, Judaica, Orientalia and Medicine 
and important collections of Hebrew 
incunabula, of autographs and _ portraits 
of Jewish personages of the past 400 
years (the Schwadron Collection) and 
of manuscripts, especially Hebrew and 
Oriental. 

In 1930 the Library was transferred 
to the David Wolffsohn House, which 
accommodates the cataloguing, lending 
and acquisitions departments and the 
library offices. A large reading-room, with 
a reference library of several thousand 
volumes, is provided, as is a periodicals 
room containing the more important Jewish 
and scientific journals. 

The Library serves both the University 
and the general public. Books are distri- 
buted regularly to numerous agricultural 
settlements, while branches of its Julius 
Jarcho Medical Library have been estab- 
lished in Tel-Aviv, Haifa, Afule, Tiberias 
and Petach-Tiqva. 

The quarterly Kiriath Sepher, issued 
by the Library, is the only bibliographical 
journal in the world to record all published 
works with a bearing on Jewish subjects 
and the Hebrew and Jewish literatures 
as well as all Palestinian publications.

The Library quarters

in 1937 a start was 
made on the erection of a new building, 
designed by Gerrit Moerdyk and _ incor- 
porating the best features of modern library 
architecture.

In the bibliography room are 
the Catalogue Générale of the Biblio- 
théque Nationale, the British Museum 
Catalogue, catalogues of other foreign 
libraries of importance and the depo- 
sitory catalogue of the Library of Con- 
gress. The Library is a depository for 
government publications. 

Housed in the Doheny Library 
building are the following libraries : 

Thomas Blanchard Stowell Research 
Library, established in recognition of 
the pioneer service of Thomas Blan- 
chard Stowell in developing the De- 
partment of Education of the Uni- 
versity. Dr. Stowell contributed his 
professional library, and gifts have 
made it possible to add to this collec- 
tion many complete files of educational 
and psychological periodicals. 

Clarence FE. Rainwater Research 
Library, founded 1926 and containing 
some 2,000 volumes. It specialises in 
the field of sociological research, 
American and foreign. 

International Relations Library, con- 
taining some 6,500 volumes and 1,500 
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pamphlets, is largely the gift of Pre- 
sident and Mrs. Rufus B. von Klein- 
smid. It includes numerous invaluable 
files of periodicals and reports in va- 
rious languages, and has been made 
a depository for the publications of 
the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace. 4 

Finck Linguislic Library, acquired 
as a permanent loan from the Ar- 
chaeological Institute of America, 
covers the entire field of comparative 
philology, the sections dealing with 
Indo-European,, African (the Bantu 
languages) and Oceanic (Pacific Ocean) 
materials being particularly well re- 
presented.

A memorial to Professor James 
Harmon Hoose, formerly Head of the 
Department of Philosophy, the Lib- 
rary was founded with the gifts of 
Seeley Wintersmith Mudd, Seeley 
Greenleaf Mudd, the Hoose family, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Tyler Flewelling 
and others.

The only American library that can 
rival the libraries of Europe in the possession 
of rare books and manuscripts, the Hun- 
tington Library was the creation of the 
railway magnate, Henry Edwards Hun- 
tington, who, retiring from business and 
devoting himself to book-collecting in 
1910, found himself almost at once in a 
position to acquire several world-famous 
libraries at that time on the market. 
Pursuing always the policy of purchasing 
libraries outright, or as large lots as could 
be obtained in single transactions, he 
acquired in quick succession the entire 
library of Elihu Dwight Church, rich 
in early Americana and editions of English 
poets; one of the ceyeny Chew collec- 
tions, particularly rich in 17th Cen- 
tury poetry: a number. of works 
from the Hoe Library, including a copy 
of the 42-line Bible; the Kemble-Devon- 
shire theatrical collection, purchased from 
the Duke of Devonshire together with 
25 Caxtons ; the Halsey Library of English 
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and American literature; the Britwell 
Court Library, founded by William Henry 
Miller; the Bridgewater House Library, 
founded by Sir Thomas Egerton and 
containing many 16th and 17th Century 
items, poems by Ben Jonson and Donne 
and plays by Middleton, Marston and 
their contemporaries, medieval manuscripts, 
including the Ellesmere Chaucer, and 
the John Larpent collection of manuscript 
plays; incunabula from the collection 
of Sir Thomas Phillipps; and the Stowe 
manuscripts and the Loudoun and Hastings- 
Huntingdon papers. 

In 1915 the Library was put in charge 
of a professional Librarian, George Watson 
Cole, and in 1919 the present building 
was begun on the San Marino estate. 
The main hall of this has been turned into 
an exhibition room, a separate reading- 
room being added in 1928. 

The Library is now administered by 
a board of trustees and is a centre of 
research for scholars authorised by them,

The Library was founded contemporarily 
with the College, its first important acces- 
sions being 700 volumes sent from London 
by Jeremiah Dummer in 1714 and Bishop 
Berkeley’s gift of 1,000 volumes received 
in 1733. In 1717 the books were moved 
from Saybrooks Point to New Haven 
and in 1845 the Library, increased by an 
important accession of books purchased 
in Europe, was moved into a new building 
and the first independent Librarian ap- 
pointed. 

The Library has emphasized American 
and English literature of the 17th, 18th 
and 19th Centuries, history (including 
Latin American) and economics, fields 
in which it possesses much newspaper, 
periodical and pamphlet material. Particular 
mention should be made of the collection 
of first and important editions of American 
belles-lettres presented by Owen F. Aldis 
in 1874; of the Elizabethan Club library 
of Shakespeare quartos and folios and 
of early editions of other Elizabethan 
writers ; of the Henry R. Wagner collection 
of British and Irish economic and political 
tracts; of the Henry M. Dexter library 
of Congregational history; of the Ezra 
Stiles manuscript diaries and itineraries ; 
and of the Jonathan Edwards manuscripts. 

In Oriental history and literature there 
are the Edward E. Salisbury collection 
of Oriental books and manuscripts; the 
Count Landberg Arabic manuscripts ; the 
Alexander Kohut memorial collection of 
Judaica; the collection of Chinese and 
Japanese works begun by the late Pro- 
fessor S. Wells Williams; the collection 
illustrative of the evolution of Japanese 
culture given by the Yale Association 
of Japan; and the deposited library of 
the American Oriental Society. 

Other important collections are the 
Penniman library of education; the Wil- 
liam A. Speck Goetheana; the Roman 
law library bequeathed by the late Pro- 
fessor Albert S. Wheeler; the Francis P. 
Garvan collection of Irish and sporting 
works; the Edward M. House papers 
dealing with American policy during the 
World War and the Peace Conference ; 
and the Lowell Mason music library. 
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Yale University. Slirling Memorial Library. 


Incorporated in the collections of the 
Library are Scandinavian, classical liter- 
ature, political science and Russian libra- 
ries and important Ruskin, Fielding and 
Meredith collections. 

Within the Sterling Memorial Library 
the Linonia and Brothers Library, con- 
taining some 15,000 of English standard 
works, is maintained particularly for under- 
graduates, who have direct access to its 
shelves ; the Dwight Hall Library contains 
daily newspapers from the larger cities 
of the country; the Library of Byers 
Memorial Hall specialises in scientific 
and technical books and periodicals ; and 
the Andrews Memorial Library lends many 
necessary textbooks to undergraduates 
who need that help. 

While designed especially for the use 
of officers and students of Yale University, 
the resources of the Library are available 


for reference to graduates, residents of 
New Haven and visiting scholars and 
its books are loaned to other libraries. 

Cataloguing is entirely by card index. 

Dr. Andrew Keogh, Librarian of Yale 
University Library, was born in England, 
where he attended the Durham College 
of Science, and is a graduate of the Uni- 
versities of Yale and Michigan and of 
Trinity College, Connecticut. He is also 
a Professor of Bibliography at Yale Uni- 
versity. 

Other libraries of the University are 
those of the School of Medicine, of the 
Divinity School, of the School of Law, 
of the School of the Fine Arts, of the 
School of Music and of the School of 
Forestry, the Peabody Museum Library 
and the Engineering Library. Altogether 
the University’s libraries total some 
2,400,000 volumes.

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On the transference of Congress to 
the new city of Washington access to 
the Libraries of the New York Society 
and the Philadelphia Library Committee, 
formerly made use of by its members, 
was lost. Previous proposals for the for- 
mation of its own Library, formerly 
rejected, were therefore revived, the exist- 


ing small libraries of the two Houses 
amalgamated and a Librarian appointed 
at a salary not to exceed 2 dollars a day. 
In 1814, during the Anglo-American 
War, the Capitol was fired by British 
troops and the entire Library destroyed. 
It was reconstituted with much private 
assistance and purchased, not without

party opposition, the entire private library 
of Jefferson, offered on its own terms. 
Party controversy also resulted in the 
dismissal of two Librarians, Watterston 
and Meehan, removed from office by 
Andrew Jackson and Abraham Lincoln 
respectively. Except in law books and 
public documents the Library grew slowly, 
and it took a third fire (1851) to arouse 
public interest in its reconstitution and 
to secure at last an adequate Government 
grant. 

In 1864 Ainsworth R. Spofford was 
appointed Librarian, and from that date 
began the transformation of the Library 
from a legislative into a national institution. 
In 1865 a new act strengthened the copy- 
right system, in force since 1848. In 
1866 was transferred the Smithsonian 
Institution’s collection of the publications 
of learned societies. The following year 
a system of international exchange was 
established and the Peter Force collection 
of Americana (60,000 items) purchased. 

In 1897 the new building was ready 
for the Library and an Act of Congress 
provided for its reorganisation. The post 
of Librarian was given to Herbert Putnam, 
then Librarian of Boston Public Library, 
who still holds office to-day and who 
in the forty years of his service has carried 
the preliminary work of Spofford to its 
logical conclusion: creating the systems 
of classification and cataloguing, depart- 
mentalising the administration, developing 
research facilities and vastly enlarging 
the collections. 

The Library now has special collections 
of incunabula, prints, maps, medals, music, 
law, books for the blind, genealogy, 
Slavica, Semitica, sociology, political eco- 
nomy, American history, aeronautics, Orien- 
talia and fine arts. Its manuscript collection 
of well over 1,000,000 items is the largest 
in the Western hemisphere and is absolutely 
indispensable for the study of American 
history of any period. 

The building has a main reading-room 
accommodating 225 
readers and, in addition, 
54 study rooms and 
about 300 individual 
desks.

This, the largest medical library in the 
world, has grown from a stock of 1,800 
books forming the collection of the Surgeon- 
General’s office. It is the creation of the 
army surgeon, John Shaw Billings, planner 
of the Johns Hopkins University and first 
Director of New York Public Library, who, 
as Surgeon-General, set himself the task of 
creating a complete collection of medical 
literature and providing an adequate index. 
With the aid of $ 80,000 surplus army hospi- 
tal funds made over to him in 1868 he raised 
the collection in ten years to 40,000 volumes 
and 45,000 pamphlets, and in twenty to 
50,000 volumes and 60,000 pamphlets, 
from which it has grown to its present stock 
of 395,000 volumes and 560,000 pamphlets. 

Besides the largest collection in the world 
of general medical literature the Library 
owns 450 out of 600 known medical incuna- 
bula, one of the best collections of post-1500 
rare books and about 150 early medical 
manuscripts. 

Billings’s great work was his monumen- 
tal index catalogue, of which the first series, 
in 16 volumes, appeared from 1880—1895. 
It was carried on by his successors, the 4th 
series being now in progress.

The new Library 
building, begun in 1923, 
has a main reading- 
room 300 feet in length, 
with accommodation for 
516 readers and 16,000 books, besides 
two study rooms seating 250 persons 
and reading-rooms for classics and for 
education, philosophy and psychology. 

The building of the bookstacks was a 
pioneer piece of construction work, the 
stacks being built in advance of the sur- 
rounding wall and braced within them- 
selves to transmit all the wind pressure 
from the west wall through the bookstacks 
to the ground. Each alternate deck floor 
is a five-inch-thick reinforced concrete slab 
supported on the stack structure, and the 
plan enables each successive stack to be 
built as a complete unit. The stacks have 
a capacity of about 1,000,000 volumes, 
with ample provision for future expansion.

The Central Library, housing the general 
literary and historical collections, has spe- 
cial folklore, Middle Western history, Livy 
and Pliny collections.

This, the first public library to be 
established in the United States, was 
founded on the initiative of Boston citizens, 
largely through the interest aroused by 
the visit of the Frenchman, M. N. Vatte- 
mare, who came to Boston to negotiate 
library exchanges and presented the city 
with a gift of books from the city 
of Paris. Endowed by Joshua Bates and 
the Bigelow Fund, and with the important 
foundation collection of state papers and 
public documents presented by Edward 
Everett, it was opened in two rooms in 
1854. Eight years after its foundation, 
and two years after its removal to the 
building which it occupied until the end 
of the century, its stock had grown to over 
100,000 volumes. 

In 1895 the Library was installed in 
its present building, designed after famous 
classical and renaissance models, with a 
central court almost an exact replica of 
that of the Palazzo della Cancelleria in 
Rome and interior decorations by Puvis 
de Chavannes. The main reading-room, 
known as Bates Hall, is 218 by 42 feet 
in area and 50 feet in height and has seats 
for 300 readers, while a newspaper-room 
containing more than 350 current journals 
was endowed by William C. Todd. The 
Kirstein Memorial Library, established 
by Louis E. Kirstein, occupies a building 
on City Hall Avenue and houses the 
Business Branch.

presented by the American Statistical 
Association.

Founded, with a gift of books from the 
Rev. John Harvard, two years after the 
establishment of the College, the Library, 
dependent at first entirely on gifts, grew 
very slowly and numbered only 5,000 vol- 
umes when, in 1764, the building was des- 
troyed by fire and all but 400 books lost. 
It was re-established, in a new building, 
two years later, to be scattered during the 
revolutionary law and reassembled in 1778. 
Numbering some 13,000 volumes towards 
the end of the 18th Century, from the be- 
ginning of the 19th it began to increase 
rapidly, its stock approximately doubling 
every 20 years. 

Gore Hall, which the Library occupied 
from 1838, proving at last inadequate in 
spite of frequent reconstruction and enlarge- 
ment, a new building was presented in 
1912 by Mrs. Widener, in memory of her 
son, and is known as the Harry Elkins 
Widener Memorial Library. Built in the 








Georgian style in the 
form of a_ hollow 
square, its main read- 
ing-room, together 
with the adjoining 
periodicals room, has 
seats for 292 readers, 
in addition to which 
there are 30 special lib- 
raries, seminary rooms 
and studies and over 60 
small rooms for profes- 
sors and visiting schol- 
ars. The book stacks, 
which run round three 
sides of the building 
and have ten floors, 
have a_ capacity of 
2,200,000 volumes, a 
special feature being the 
series of 300 reading- 
stalls along the sides 
of the principal floors. 

In addition to the Central Library the 
University has 75 departmental and spe- 
cial libraries, of which the largest are those 
of Law (465,000 volumes), Medicine (232,000 
volumes) and Divinity (180,000 volumes). 

Notable special collections are that of 
American History, based on the Ebeling 
collection (1818) and numbering some 
124,250 volumes ; the Angling collection, 
based on the library of Daniel Butler Fear- 
ing and one of the largest of its kind; the 
collection of British History (78,000  vol- 
umes), including the Frederick L. Gay col- 
lection of Civil War tracts ; the Canadiana 
Collection, founded and endowed by Fran- 
cis Parkman; the Carlyle Collection, con- 
sisting of the books, bequeathed by Thomas 
Carlyle, which he had used in writing on 
Cromwell and Frederick the Great; the 
Education Collection, numbering 98,000 
volumes : the English Literature Collection 
(86,000 volumes), including Chaucer, Sir 
Thomas More and Utopian literature, Mil- 
ton and Pope collections ; the collection of 
Folklore and Medieval Romances (26,500 
volumes) built up by Professor Child and 
perhaps the largest in existence; the He- 
brew Collection based on the Ephraim 
Deinard collection purchased in 1929; the 
Italian History Collection, including not- 
ably the H. Nelson Gay Risorgimento 
collection purchased through the Coolidge 
Fund and believed to be unrivalled even in 
Italy ; and the Heine Collection, begun by 
Salli Kirschstein. There are also collections 
of manuscripts, incunabula, maps and 
music. 

Printed catalogues exist of the Law 
School Library, the Arnold Arboretum, the 
Widener Memorial Collection and other 
smaller groups.

The Library was founded by the in- 
corporation of the existing Astor and 
Lenox Libraries and the Tilden Trust: 
the first founded in 1848 under the will 
of John Jacob Astor, placed in charge of 
Joseph Green Cogswell and opened to the 
public in 1854 with a stock of 80—90,000 
volumes; the second the books, mostly 
biblical and early printed works, and 
paintings, collected by Joseph Lenox and 
made over to the Astor Library in 1870 ; 
and the third established from the bequest 
of Samuel Jones Tilden (died 1886), former 
Governor of New York State and candidate 
for the Presidency. The City of New York 
undertook to erect a building for the new 
Library, which was placed under the 
direction of John Shaw Billings, creator 
of the Army Medical Library in Washington. 
Largely through his influence Andrew 
Carnegie presented the sum of $ 5,200,000 
for the establishment of branches throughout 
the city. 

The new building, opened in 1911, has 
a main reading-room with 768 seats and 
some 20 additional reading-rooms for the 
public and workrooms for the staff. 

Special collections include those of 
American History, Genealogy and Local 
History, Rare Books, Prints, Art and 
Music; of Manuscripts, including the 
papers of George Chalmers and George 
Bancroft, the Emmet, Smyth, Myers and 
Ford collections and transcripts and digests 
from the Public Record Office and other 
sources dealing with losses and_ services 





of American Loyalists; collections of 
Jewish, Oriental and Slavonic literature ; 
collections of Economics, Sociology and 
Government Publications, and of Current 
Periodicals ; and a collection for the blind, 
one of the largest in America.

Founded some six months prior to the 
granting of the College Charter, the Library 
was for many years housed in the old chapel. 
Its first important accessions were the 
libraries of the Philadelphian and Philo- 
mathesian Societies, incorporated on the 
discontinuance of these organisations. In 
1881, when it was moved to Painter Hall, 
began a period of real progress and effi- 
ciency in the Library, the institution of 
daily opening hous being followed by 
free access to shelves, the adoption of a 
card catalogue, the appointment of a re- 
gular assistant librarian, the establishment 
of a reading-room with the best of the cur- 
rent periodicals on the tables, a classifi- 
cation and rearrangement of many depart- 
ments and the granting of library privileges 
to others than those connected with the 
College. 

The present building, endowed by Egbert 
Starr and his son Dr. M. Allen Starr, was 
erected in 1900, two new wings being added 
in 1928. In addition to the main reading- 
room with accommodation for 40 readers 
there is a new room in the West wing con- 
taining 40 individual desks. The East wing 
houses the Julian W. Abernethy Library 
of American Literature, comprising some 
7,000 volumes, many with autographs or 
marginalia, and including a strong Thoreau 
section of manuscripts, letters and papers. 

Other special collections are the Vermont- 
iana, including over 1,000 pamphlets col- 
lected by the late Horace W. Bailey, the 
Middleburiana and the Henry L. Sheldon 
coin collection. The French and Spanish 
libraries also, in view of the fact that the 
Middlebury summer schools of French and 
Spanish are now offering an advanced de- 
gree, the doctorate in modern languages, are 
receiving large increases, notable gifts being 
the collection presented by the Hispanic 





Society of America, including facsimile 
reprints of first editions of El Poema de Mio 
Cid, La Celestina, Don Quijote de la Mancha 
and other Spanish classics, and 195 volumes 
presented by the French Ministry of Public 
Instruction.

At its foundation the Library consisted 
of a few hundred volumes, nye gifts 
from publishing houses and the collection 
of rare volumes presented by C. E. Clay, 
a relative of Henry Clay; a collection of 
little value for a new and growing Uni- 
dg | but now a valuable addition to 
the Library’s small collection of treasures. 
In 1892 some $ 1,700 were spent on Library 
gs £ and $1,400 on books. Since then 
the Library has made steady progress 
and is now housed in its own building 
with a collection of some 90,000 volumes. 

In 1894 Dr. Grace Raymond Hebard 
became Librarian, and held that post, 
in addition to her regular work as Instructor 
in Political Economy and Sociology, until 
1919. Under her régime travelling libraries 
were established and were loaned throughout 
the state to schools and clubs. From 1913 





to 1919 these books were loaned as small 
collections, being lent subsequently only 
in response to specific requests for special 
books or a few books on a_ special 
subject. 

Dr. Hebard’s successor, Miss Reba Davies, 
was the first trained person and the first 
Librarian to devote her whole time to 
the Library. Under her administration 
it expanded rapidly ; in 1923 its scattered 
collections were housed in a new building 
and the Library assumed its proper place 
in the life and work of the University. 

On account of the geographical location 
of the University the departments of 
Geology and Botany, and of Wool, are 
especially strong and the Library has 
excellent collections in these fields. 

Miss Mary E. Marks, Ph. B. of the 
University of Chicago and B. L. S. of the 
University of Illionis, was formerly General 
Assistant in Davenport Public Library, 
Reference Librarian in Iowa State Travel- 
ling Library and Hospital Librarian in 
Oteen. Joining the staff of the University 
of Wyoming Library in 1919 as Cataloguer, 
she was appointed Assistant Librarian in 
1927 and Librarian in 1930. Miss Marks 
is a member of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, the Wyoming Library Association 
and the American Association of University 
Professors.

The conception of Mariano Moreno, 
hero of the 1810 revolution, the Library 
was founded by a government decree of 
that year and opened, as the Biblioteca 
Publica, in 1912. Foundation gifts of 
books, money and furniture were received 
from the citizens of Buenos Aires and 
from a number religious houses and clerics, 
including the complete libraries of the 
Bishop of Buenos Aires, Don Manuel 
Azamor y Ramirez, and the College of 
San Carlos. 

The Library’s early prosperity was fol- 
lowed by forty years of political disturbances 
during which no progress was made. 
The period of reform began with the 
appointment, in 1853, of the Director 
Tejedor, who set about the restoration 
of existing stock, the acquisition of new 
works, proper departmental organisation 
and the initiation of catalogues. Later 


in the century, under Vicente Quesada 
(1871—79), a new reading-room was built 
and exchange relations were established 
with America and Europe. 

In 1884 Buenos Aires was declared the 
capital of the Republic and the Library, 
placed under the administration of the 
Ministry of Justice and Public Instruction, 
changed its name from Public to National 
Library. The next year Paul Groussac 
was appointed Director, an office which 
he held until 1929. The historian of the 
Library, and virtually its second founder, 
he increased its stock from 32,000 to 
230,000 volumes. He also obtained its 
present building, completed in 1901 and 
financed by the proceeds of a public ig’ 5 
This contains a _ reading-room for 60 
research scholars and a_ special room 
housing the Dr. Amancio Alcorta bequest 
of 17,000 books, pamphlets and manu- 
scripts. 

Besides a printed catalogue in 17 volumes, 
and various special catalogues, general 
alphabetical, topographical and systematic 
card indices are maintained.

The National Library of Brasil took its 
origin from the library of the Prince 
Regent of Portugal, Dom John VI, who, 
on the French invasion, removed his 
court to Brasil. The library was installed 
in 1810 in the Carmelite hospital and 
opened to the public in the following 
ear, all books published in Portugal 
eing sent out to it and many private 
gifts received. 

Initially administered by clerics, the 
Library received the foundation of its 
modern organisation from Dr. Ramiz 
Galvao (1870—82) and his successor, Dr. 
J. da Gama (1882—99). Two exhibitions 
were held, and a new library built, under 
the first of these Directors and the Per- 
manent Exhibition of Treasures organised 
and catalogued by the second. 

The present building was erected in 
1810 to commemorate the centenary of 
the Library. 

The Library has departments of printed 
books, of manuscripts, of prints, photos 
and maps, and of coins and medals. Among 
special collections are a number of incuna- 
bula and early printed books (142 15th 
Century, 422 16th Century, and Bodonis, 
Aldines, Elzevirs and Plantins); the 
library of the Argentine collector Pedro 
de Angelis, consisting of 2,700 volumes 
and 1,300 manuscripts, many rare, relating 
to the history of Rio de la Plata; and 
the libraries of the ex-Emperor and ex- 
Empress, taken over on the declaration 
of the Republic in 1889, the former number- 
ing 48,236 volumes as well as numerous 
pamphlets, foreign periodicals, maps and 
other items. 

Alphabetical (loose-leaf) and subject 
catalogues exist of printed books as well 
as three printed catalogues of special 
collections. 

The Library receives copyright deposits 
and acts as the international exchange 
centre for Portugal.

The Library was founded by the Ministry 
of Education as the Peiping Library, 
all books formerly preserved in the Hall 
of Classics and the Library of the Imperial 
Cabinet being transferred to it by govern- 
ment order. In 1925 a joint scheme for 
its reconstruction was adopted by the 
Ministry and the China Foundation for 
the Promotion of Education and Culture, 
but political disturbances delayed its full 
realisation. The Metropolitan Library, al- 
ready projected by the China Foundation, 
was, however, established in the following 
year, and in 1929 the two libraries were 
united as the National Library of Peking. 

Among special collections are 8,000 
rolls of manuscript sutras of the Tang 
dynasty ; 30,000 volumes of Chinese in- 
cunabula, early printed books and manu- 
scripts; the Imperial Library of the 
Emperor Chin-Lung, consisting of 36,300 
manuscript volumes ; the Liang -chi-ch’ao 
depository library (41,000 volumes); the 
John Hay Memorial Collection (5,000 
foreign books); the Mollendorf Collection 
(3,300 foreign works on general linguistics); 
a collection of architectural models of 
the Imperial palaces of Peiping; an 
unique collection of Chinese maps of 
the Ming or early Ching dynasty; and 
a collection of rubbings of bronzes and 
stone inscriptions. 

The Library, open free to the public, 
is mainly for reference purposes, though 
books difficult of access are lent to other 
libraries and to private individuals. It 
acts as a national and _ international 
bibliographical centre and as a national 
information centre for China. 

A dictionary catalogue has been adopted, 
the Library of Congress cards and system 
being in use for foreign works and for 
Chinese works the Library’s own system, 
now a model for most other Chinese 
libraries.

After various unsuccessful attempts, 
the National Library of Mexico was found- 
ed by two Presidential decrees of 1856 and 
1857, the latter suppressing the University 
of Mexico and allocating its building and 
books to the new foundation. Other sources 
of books were the libraries of the sup- 
pressed religious houses and the deposits 
enforced by a copyright act passed in 1857. 
Delayed by the civil war, the Library, by 
the agency of Ramirez, was opened in 1861 
with a stock of some 90,000 volumes, pre- 
dominantly theological and historical. 

Stored in the Museum during Maximilian’s 
rule, the Library was reconstituted on the 
restoration of the Republic and organi- 
sation, classification and cataloguing put 
in hand by José Vigil, Director from 1880 
to 1909. Its new building was the former 
church of St. Augustin, bought by the 
government for the purpose. This took 
15 years to adapt for library purposes, 
further additions and modernisations being 
carried out early in the present century. 

Interesting items in the manuscript 
collection are the volume of old songs in 
the Nahuatl language; a compilation of 
Mexican sermons which provides a source 
for the same language; a series of docu- 
ments on the expulsion of the Jesuits from 
Spain; and the complete archives of the 
suppressed University of Mexico. Other 
special collections are the 2,000 Mexican 
works bequeathed in 1876; a library of 
9,350 volumes devoted mainly to literature, 
history, canon law and natural sciences 
and notable for their fine bindings ; a chess 
collection (5,880 volumes), the most com- 
plete of its kind ; and 1,170 foreign works 
on Mexican affairs, mostly concerned with 
the Archduke Maximilian. 

The printed catalogue was started by 
José Vigil, who at his death left 11 folio 
volumes.
